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Drug Seekers Plague Winchester Pharmacies With: 


Bogus Scripts

Handing a pharmacist a phony 
prescription is one of the most blatant — 
and desperate — ways to obtain drugs. 

And desperation does not seem to be 
lacking among drug-seekers in Win¬ 
chester. Local pharmacists say they 
each receive between two and seven 
phony prescriptions a week. 

"Hardly a day goes by when we don’t 
get one in,” said Fred McCormack of 
McCormack’s Apothecary on Main st. 


Other pharmacists said their stores 
averaged about five a week. 

But getting aw’ay with a phony 
prescription in Winchester is another 
thing altogether, according to town 
druggists. 

While every pharmacist in town 
acknowledged the regular occurance of 
this crime, they also stressed that they 
never knowingly fill phony prescriptions. 

"Under no circumstance are they 
filled,” McCormack asserted. ‘‘We 


simply tell them we do not carry that 
particular substance or that we are out of 
stock.” 

"We do more or less what the rest of 
the pharmacies in town do." said a 
pharmacist at Cradock Apothecary. "We 
tell them we’re out of stock and we do not 
fill them.” 

Pharmacists agreed that the people 
who pass false prescriptions can be

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Town Meeting Acts Fast 

Parking Tickets And 
Towing Okayed But 
Fire Alarms Defeated

The Police Department and Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery 
made out at Monday night's Town 
Meeting. 

The police got the power to tow cars 
and write parking tickets. Connery 
received a two month extention on his 
one year contract with the town. 

The Eire Department and private 
trash haulers did not do as well. 

Town Meeting members turned down 
an article which would have required fire 
alarms in every home. And they ac¬ 
cepted an article setting up charges for 
haulers who use the town’s transfer 
station. 

The first session of Town Meeting at 
McCall Jr. High School went quickly, as 
Moderator John Sullivan guided the 
Town Meeting members through 13 of the 
22 articles on this fall’s warrant. 

Besides deciding on tickets, towing, 
smoke alarms and salaries, the members 
voted to place the salaries of the town 
comptroller and counsel entirely under 
the control of the Board of Selectmen, 
hold precinct meetings at the beginning 
of each spring Town Meeting, and cancel, 
bonds authorized for building the High 
School. 

Articles on dealing with absenteeism 
at Town Meeting, estimated tax bills, and 
burglar alarms were indefinitely post¬ 
poned. 

The longest debate came over 
whether or not the town should continue 
to collect parking tickets. A new state 
law required the town either collect the 
tickets itself, or give up collecting at all. 

• If we fail to accept this law, the town 
will be in the position that it cannot 
collect any fines which add up to 
$• 40,000 annually,” Board of Selectmen 
chairman Edward O’Connell explained 
to the Town Meeting members. 

O’Connell noted that there would be a 
cost to the town. The Woburn Court had 
collected the fines, at no cost to the town, 
but under the new law Winchester would 
need a clerk to handle the tickets and 
hear complaints. 

But Finance Committee Chairman 
Frank Golden pointed out that the "the 
loss of revenue if we don’t collect the 
fines will probably be greater than the 
cost if we do." 


And most of the Town Meeting 
members’ objections came less from 
concern over cost than from a dislike of 
parking tickets. 

"You speak of income to the town, but 
every cent derives from a created 
penalty,” said William Twombley of 
Precinct 2. "We are making an effort in 
town to solve the problem of a decaying 
center, yet we come down hard on those 
who park there, and frustrate that ef¬ 
fort.” 

But Precinct 3’s Phyllis Williams 
pointed out that parking tickets weren’t 
only given to cars parked downtown. 

"As one who lives next to the football 
stadium, I feel we need to be able to 
ticket cars," she said. "There are a lot of 
narrow streets in town, and we can’t give 
up controlling parking along those 
streets.” 

When the vote was taken, the ob¬ 
jectors fell silent. Only one or two voices 
voted No. 

The other police-related article, 
regarding towing, also was debated at

Police Coverage Kept Vandalism Down

officers on the streets of Winchester 
Halloween night as there were trick-or- 
treaters.

Halloween is always a fairly busy 
night for police, according to Chief John 
McHugh. 

"One year it’s chasing kids with fire 
extinguishers, another year it’s soaping 
cars or throwing eggs, and other years 
it’s utter destruction,” McHugh said 
before the night began. "There’s always 
some mischief going on.” 

There was potential this year for quite 
a bit of mischief. Halloween fell on a 
Saturday night, normally a busy time for 
police. The weather was fair, and the 
Sachems had beaten Watertown 
Halloween afternooon. 

But when the night ended, police 
reported everything had been fairly 
quiet. 

Several egg-throwings were reported, 
on Chesterford rd., Sunset rd. and Oak st. 

On Oak st., the tricksters got a scare 
themselves, as their target leapt out of 
his egg-stained car, and ran after the 
eggers, threatening to handcuff them. 

On Middlesex st., several trick-or- 
treaters were chased by a teenager 
wielding a fire extinguisher, and a group 
of kids had to be chased off of Ginn Field, 
where they were drinking. 

The worst case of vandalism was the 
spray-painting of a car owned by a Cross 
st. man. 

But police said the incidents were the 
exception in an abnormally quiet 
Halloween. McHugh said he believed the 
quietness was due to the high numbers of 
'policemen out on Halloween night. 

Twenty-five officers were on duty, 
including the shift commander. The 
police brought in everything and 
everyone Saturday night — seven 


auxiliary policemen including auxiliary 
chief Don Halpin, policemen from the 
graveyard shift, even Bruno the canine 
patrol dog. 

All four police cruisers and the high¬ 
way safety car were out, K-9 officer John 
Guarante had his truck, Halpin provided 
his own cruiser, and another auxiliary 
officer, John Dooley, came with a four- 
wheel-drive pick-up truck. Both Halpin’s 
and Dooley’s vehicles werC fully 
equipped with police radios, blue lights,

More than 7000 people were scared 
stiff at a S. Border rd. address last week. 

Grown men and women screamed to 
get out, teenage girls desperately clut¬ 
ched one another in terror, and panic- 
stricken children had no one to turn to. 

Although those nights of terror have 
ended, there are some who will never 
forget what they saw in the darkness on 
S. Border rd. last week 

"Everyone was crying and screaming 
and laughing when they came out,” said 
Allan Eyeden, one of the organizers of 
the eight annual Jaycees’ Haunted 
House. 

"People get petrified,” said Robert 
Deering, former president of the Jaycees 
and another of this year’s organizers. 

"We had one 40-year-old woman come 
out who was crying her eyes out,” he 
continued. "She was shouting ‘I want out 
— I can’t stand it!”’ 

"Teenage girls, four or five in a 


the works. 

Every cruiser had two officers in it. 
Detectives Joseph Perritano and William 
Nash were out in the unmarked patrol 
car. In downtown Winchester, between 
six and nine foot patrolmen were keeping 
watch at any one time. 

On an average Saturday night, nine 
officers are on duty. 

"We find an increased police presence 
tends to act as a deterrent on 
Halloween,” said McHugh. 


group, would cling together in a corner

"Most of the little kids didn’t make it 
past the front door,” recalled Scott 
Henderson, another of the Jaycees’ 
ghosts.

The League of Women Voters 
members who have been working for 
lour years to allow accessory apartments 
in town aren't expecting a boom in small 
apartments. 

Their drafted by-law, which will be 
presented to tonight's session of Town 
Meeting for approval, keeps down the 
numbers of houses eligible for putting in 
a small apartment. 

Only homes built before 1924 which 
LWV member Connie Williams estimates 
numi)er 2000 - can be converted. And 
those homes must be in a single-family 
residential /one, have adequate parking, 
and are built so that a second exit can be 
added without changing the appearance 
of the building. 

"We’re not opening the floodgates of 
housing change," said .Judith Muggia, 
president of the league. "Accessory 
apartments aren’t Iwo-familv homes, 
they aren’t multi-family apartments, you 
can’t put them in one half of a duplex. 

"The idea is to use existing space in 
town more intensely, without changing 
the neighborhoods." she continued. 

The accessory apartment by-law will 
allow such small apartments in homes 
built before March 10. 1924. The date was 
chosen, according to Muggia, because 
that is the date Winchester accepted its 
zoning by-law. 

Muggia explained that town counsel 
Doug Randall advised the league that if 


they wanted a cut-off date, it would have 
to have some relation to the zoning laws. 
Therefore, the league settled on 1924. 

Furthermore, the apartment can only 
be built into such a home if the house has 
not been altered significantly since 1924. 
If the house’s floor space has been in¬ 
creased by more than 10 percent since 
then, no apartment. 

There are aslso limits on the size of 
any apartment. The apartment can take 
up no more than a third of the total floor 
space, or 600 square feet, whichever is 
less. 

"You couldn’t really put a small 
apartment in a smaller house," ex¬ 
plained Williams. "One third of the floor 
space would just be too small. And you 
couldn’t have a huge apartment in a big 
house either, because it would be over 600 
square feet." 

Besides being pre-1924 and large 
enough for an apartment, a house must 
have adequate parking and be built so an 
apartment can go in without changing 
the exterior appearance of the house. 

An owner of a home containing an 
accessory apartment must be able to 
provide enough parking for his tenant, 
and not on the front yard. On-street 
parking cannot be used for tenants’ cars. 

"If the tenant doesn’t have a car, 
obviously the owner doesn’t have to 
provide parking," Muggia said. "And the 
parking doesn’t have to be on the land 


Aberjona Woods Backed 


The Planning Board Saturday en¬ 
dorsed two articles for Town Meeting. A 
special Saturday meeting had to be 
scheduled after the Board could not come 
to an agreement on the articles at last 
week’s meeting. The Board wanted to 
reach a decision before Town Meeting 
started. 

Approval of a decision to rezone a 20- 
acre plot in north Winchester along the 
Aberjona River came after the Planning 
Board reviewed the sixth draft of a 
covenant between developers and the 
town. Two local lawyers. Murray and 
Quill the Boston development firm, 
Continental Wingate, want to build 
condominiums along the Aberjona. But 
the terms of the covenant caused some 
problems with the Planning Board. 

A few minor changes were made and 
the covenant was quickly approved. The 
changes mainly concerned additional 
signatures and notations of materials to 
be added to the size plan 

Endorsement of article 1H. however 
did not proceed as smoothly at Satur¬ 
day’s meeting. 

Article 18 requires anyone wishing to 
build certain structures to get a special 
permit from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, even if the structure would be in 
an area already zoned for that type of 
structure. 

However, there Jias been some 
problems with the interpretation of the 
article. Planning Board members have 
been divided over whether or not the 
article limits an individual's right to 
develop a piece of property as he or she 
sees fit or gives the town more but not 


"arbitrary or capricious" control over 
what is built in town. 

The Board has been torn between the 
necessity to have more control over 
proposed developments in town and 
limiting property owners’ rights to build. 

Stating that* the issue should be 
clarified since the whole intent was to 
require property-owners to obtain 
special permits, Board Chairman Marion 
Crandall said. "Rather than going to 
court, at a later date over this, why don’t 
we settle it now. We probably won’t have 
any problems with it, but there is a 
chance we might so it should be settled." 

Speaking in favor of the article, 
Planning Board member Charles 
Tseckeres said that because there is such 
a limited amount of space in town which 
would be affected by this article, there is 
very little invasion of rights. 

But Board member Clarence 
Borgaard was very much opposed to the 
article. 

"Under this article, everything can be 
set up so that the businessman has no 
rights whatsoever," he said. "We’ve got 
to be a little flexible. 

Tseckaras disagreed saying, "We’re a 
high-market area and the demand here is 
so great that we can demand high 
standards.” 

But Borgaard would not be swayed. "I,, 
don’t want niy judgment to be absolute, 
judgment like a Russion Coriimissar,’’ he 
said. "1 will subside. 

The final vote was four to one in favor 
of endorsing the article with Borgaard 
abstaining. 


the owner can arrange to have parking 
on another lot. 

‘‘But some sort of parking 
arrangement has to be made," she 
continued. "The Board of Appeal must 
have a site plan showing parking before 
they approve the apartment." . 

The appearance of the building cannot 
be changed if an apartment is going in. 
If. for example, a second stairway is 
needed to meet building codes, the 
stairway must either be inside the 
building, or built out of sight of neigh¬ 
bors. 

Finally, the owner of a home with an 
apartment in it must live on the 
premises. The owner could be absent for 
up to a year, on a trip or a sabbatical, for 
instance, but his part of the house could 
not be rented. 

Muggia said the many restrictions on 
building accessory apartments were 
intended to prevent accessory apart¬ 
ments from changing the predominantly 
single-family look of Winchester — and to 
allay people’s fears that that is what 
would happen. 

"People have this vision of us 
repopulating the streets with two or 
three-decker apartment buildings,” 
Muggia said. "That’s way out of whack, 
visually and emotionally." 

"People think this by-law is going 
to change the appearance of their neigh¬ 
borhoods,” said Williams. "They are 
scared to death of having extra cars on 
their streets. But it isn’t so.” 

Muggia agreed that some people were 
unduly worried about the impact of the 
apartments. 

"They see small apartments as a 
euphemism for two-family houses. If it 
were true, it certainly would change the 
character of the town.” Muggia said. 
"But it wont't be a two-family situation.” 

Muggia said rather than families, the 
likelv occupants of small apartments 


would be young couples without children, 
or elderly couples whose children have 
left. 

"We’re really squeezing out both ends 
of the spectrum (the young and the old) 
in this town," said Muggia. 

"The by-law would help the senior 
citizen who is rattling around in a big 
house and who wants to keep owning 
their own house," Muggia said. “For 
many of those people, maintenance costs 
are money down the drain. Others arc 
afraid to live alone. 

"Having an apartment in the house 
can provide money for maintenance and 
security just by having someone there,” 
she said. 

"Then there are the young people in 
town,” Muggia continued. "They can’t 
afford to buy a house in town, with in¬ 
flation and the high cost of living, and 
some starting salaries which are low. 

"But we do want them in town. We 
want our town employees, for example, 
to live in town. Small apartments could 
be the answer for them,” she said. 

This Town Meeting will be the second 
time the league has tried submitting an 
article allowing accessory apartments. 
The first article, on the warrant for the 
Spring Town Meeting, was ruled out of 
order by Moderator .John Sullivan after 
the league made several last minute 
changes. 

But Muggia and Williams agree the 
delay has helped their cause, as many of 
those originally against the law have 
become more familiar, and less opposed, 
to the idea of small apartments. 

"We’ve been working to get across a 
clear understanding of what a small 
apartment means,” said Muggia. "Most 
of the people who were first opposed to 
the by-law simply did not have a clear 
understanding of what it was we were 
trying to do. 

"A small apartment is not an apart¬ 


ment house," she explained. “There 
must be adequate parking, and it must 
look like a single-family house.” 

Neither Williams nor Muggia expect a 
rush to build small apartments. Williams 
noted that in Concord and Lincoln, where 
small apartments are allowed, only 10 
new apartments were built each year. 

Muggia added that many homeowners 
in Winchester could not add an apart¬ 
ment because of restrictions, and many 
would not want to. 

"It’s a major trauma to have your 
house carved up,” said Muggia. "Most 
people won’t want to go through that.” 

Muggia said that the most likely 
candidates for apartment builders would 
be those who had unused maid’s quar¬ 
ters, with a second staircase, already 
built into their homes. 

Even more requests for permits 
allowing apartments would come from 


those who already have illegal apart 
ments in their home, the LWV members 
predicted. 

"We have those apartments in town,” 
said Muggia. "In other towns, those were 
the first to come in for permits." 

Muggia noted that those apartments 
were often unsafe, and have not been 
inspected by the town for adherance to 
the building, electrical and fire codes. 

But even if the number of new 
apartments built in town under the small 
apartment by-law is low, the league 
members feel it will help. 

"I'd be happy with a limited number 
of new apartments,” said Williams, who 
has worked on the by-law for six years. 
"It will help a few owners who want to do 
it, and a few of those who want an 
apartment. 

"We can start out with this, and see 
what happens,” she said.

The “monoprinting” technique 
produces an abstract juxtaposition of 
light and color reminiscent of the French 
Impressionist painter Claude Monet or 
the English painter .I.M.W. Turner. 

Best results are achieved when water 
color paper and tempura paint (an egg- 
yolk rather than an oil-based paint) are 
used. After spreading several different 
colored sections of paint on the paper, a 
piece of glass is pressed upon the paper 
and swiveled around to create a unique 
design. 

By dragging the glass off the paper 
(dragging paint with it) various designs 
are created. Kainie encourages her 
students to experiment with colors that 
complement each other and those that 
clash. 

“Each monoprint is absolutely and 
positively unique," Kainie lamented. 
"There is unfortunately no way to 
duplicate one of these designs. Mixing 
colors often results in some beautifully 
extraordinary prints.” 

According to Kainie, working with 
monoprints has broadened her ap¬ 
preciation of modern art. 

“1 still don’t like it,” she said. 'Tin 
old-fashioned in that sense. I like 
classical beauty. Modern art tends to be 
too precise, too confining. However, I’m 
becoming more open to it through the use 
of the degrees of color for the 
monoprints." 

When dry, the small print is glued to 
the front of a greeting card. Kainie sells, 
her cards locally but the financial reward 
is of secondary importance. 

“If 1 can make one more person ap¬ 
preciate the subtle and too often 
overlooked beauty of nature then I have 
accomplished something,” Kainie 
concluded. “That’s really the purpose of 
these two 'courses. And besides people 
who participate also have a lot of fun.” 


Kainie will teach two sessions in the 
art of making decorative note cards at 
the Jenks Center. On Nov. 12 the class 
will focus upon creating Christmas cards 
from dried flowers and weeds; Nov. 17 
will be a workshop for Kainie’s 
"monoprinting.” 

The two classes are scheduled from 
12:30 to 2:30 p.m. and enrollment is 
limited to the first fifteen applicants. 
Kainie assures that each "student" will 
make three or four notecards per class. 
The course fee is determined on a $.25 
per-card-made basis. There will be no 
charge for Kainie’s instruction.

What did people talk 
about half a millenium ago, and 
what did they do after dinner? 
Facts about the crossbow and a 
Passage to India aren’t much 
help when it comes to these 
questions. 

Archeologists of the future 
will have as much trouble 
discovering what we were like. 
What if, instead of unearthing a 
petrified Ford factory or the 
fossilized remains of the Golden 
Gate Bridge, they come upon 
some ancient videotapes and 
find themselves face to face with 
the American advertisement? 

What kind of primordial 
weirdos will they take us for? 

Consider the Wisk ad for 
example, a classic in the field 
with its sing-song chant about 
Ring Around the Collar. What 


happens in this dramatization? 
People who appear initially 
friendly toward a certain in¬ 
dividual, even close family 
members, discover odd 
markings about his neck and 
throat which cause them to 
express a mixture of horror and 
disgust. Is he some contemptible 
miscreant whose ringed collar 
suggests the recent use of neck 
irons?

And speaking of seasons 
and cigarettes, too remember 
those Kool ads wherein a dozen 
dazed-looking characters 
wander smoking on an iceberg?

There’ll be 
theories about an encroaching 
ice cap, the unexpected advance 
of another glacial epoch. The 
individuals are searching for 
fuel, they might guess, or some 
dry newspapers they can ignite- 
with the tips of their smokes. 
Maybe the historians of 
tomorrow will see us creatures 
of the 20th century as having 
become ever more deperately 
cold, ready to slaughter the 
family dog and bury hands inside 
him, Jack London-style, to keep 
warm.

Hers is not an easy task and it is filled 
with heartaches, but someone has to 
stretch out a hand to an abused or 
abandoned animal who cannot beg for 
itself. 

To carry on this humane work, 
providing a safe, warm place, food, care, 
and often training for every animal that 
enters that door, is a monumental task. 
While there are a few wonderful people 
who donate pet food and blankets, some 
who help clean the cages now and then, 
and several who walk the clogs to give 
them essential exercise (and show them 
(hat there are still people who love 
them), there are always medical needs, 
and medical costs today are costly, but 
essential. No female cat or dog is given 
out for adoption without being spayed. 
Male cats are altered. Every animal is 
given all the vital shots. When these 
animals go into a new home, they are 
PETS - no longer ragged, frightened 


strays! 

On behalf of animals who need help 
but have no voice to beg, we who do all we 
can to keep the Shelter a refuge, are 
asking you who have pets of your own 
and those who love animals, to spare a 
few- dollars when you can, for “pets” still 
homelss who wait in the Shelter, and look 
hopefully to people who care.

Health, Inc. Therapy Team wishes to 
thank those who have donated equipment 
no longer needed by their own family 
members.

length on Town Meeting floor. 

The article proposed the police be 
given the power to tow cars blocking 
driveways, fire hydrants, private roads, 
handicapped spaces or sidewalks. 

Currently, only the Public Works 
Department can order a car towed, anc 
only in a snow emergency. 

Town Meeting members went along 
with most of the by-law, except the part 
about sidewalks. 

The proposed by-law included a 
paragraph stating the Board of Select¬ 
men could allow sidewalk parking on 
certains streets, if there were cause. 

O’Connell explained that along Pond 
st. for example, where cars rushed by on 
a narrow, curving street, the selectmen 
might decide to allow residents and their 
guests to get the cars off the road. 

But Pond st. resident Otto Schaefer 
didn’t think “might decide" was good 
enough. Schaefer moved to eliminate the 
section allowing towing from sidewalks 
until the wording of the by-law was more 
specific. 

“I’m disappointed there isn’t a formal 
way to find out if streets are exempted,” 
said Schaefer. “The law should say such 
and such a street is exempt from the 
town towing.’’ 

Shaefers’s amendment was voted 
down, as was one from Mark Lombardi 
of Precinct 1. Lombardi proposed that all 
cars be towed in Winchester, but Police 
Chief John McHugh told the Town 
Meeting that towers in town did not have 
the lot space or the security provided by 
out-of-town firms. 

Most of the other articles were voted 
on after a minimum of debate. 

Fire Chief Robert McElhinney made a 
plea for his smoke detector article, which 
would have required all homeowners to 
install battery-powered smoke detectors 
on each floor of their homes. 

“I believe in the bottom of my heart 
that installing smoke detectors is the best 
investment one can make,” said 
McElhinney. “Seven to 8,000 people die in 
fires in this country every year. In 
Winchester, we may have one every 
couple of years, but that is one too 
many.’’ 


But the majority of Town Meeting 
members seemed to go along with 
O’Connells’s view that the by-law 
represented "an intrusion of government 
into our homes. There is a cost element 
here — a cost to the poor homeowner.” 

McElhinney said installing three 
alarms in the average three-story home 
would cost about $30 total. 

Few objected to the final article of the 
night, which allowed the selectmen to set 
fees for commercial haulers dumping at 
the town transfer station. 

Vincent Carroll, the sponsor of the 
article, noted the objects of the article 
were to control haulers who brought in 
rubbish from other towns, and to raise 
money. 

O’Connell noted that while the 
selectmen had not decided on how to 
charge or what to charge, “we would 
establish a fee structure that is equitable 
to the small hauler and the large hauler.”

for storage. 

Each performance requires a crew of 
15 to 20 people and Deering put the 
week’s cost for materials at more than 
$2500. They even practice being scary. 

“We have a dress rehearsal to make 
sure it’s scary enough,” said Deering. 

Deering described the production as a 
“collective effort.” Each part was 
played by different people to keep the 
spooks lively. One visitor commented 
that Dracula must do a thousand sit-ups 
each night in order to open his coffin and 
peer out. Planning the production is also 
a collective activity. 

“It’s really done by all of us,” Deering 
explained. “Everyone’s got their own 
little idea. 

“For instance, one of the fellows 
works for an electric company and got 
parts which we used in what we called 
the electric room,” he added, referring to 
their scene of a mock electrocution. 

If Dracula were alive today, the fact 
that he had to be away from home and 
work all night probably would not bother 
his wife as much as it bothered the wives 
of those who impersonated the Prince of 
Darkness. 

The men who ran the Haunted House 
went straight from their respective day 
jobs and didn’t return home from their 
ghoulish activities until well after the 
witching hour.

Troops To Reenactment Of Climatic 1i¥0LOTI0NAry Battle 


In I7SII, America was at a crucial point 
in its struggle for independence. Under 
.i 177H treaty of alliance, King Louis 
XVI of France sent General Count de 
Itochainlieau and a tiOOO-man army to 
aid (lie colonists. Kochamhcau landed 
in Newport, ILL on July 10, 17K0 and, 
one year later, marched to New York 
fit > to join General George 
Washington's troops in an attack on the 
British. The British forces in New York 
appeared to he too strong. Washington 
and Itochamheau then received a 
message that French fleet with ad¬ 
ditional troops could support an attack 
against the British. Washington and 
Itochamheau decided to make a forced 
march to Yorktown, Va. for what 
turned out to he the climactic battle of 
the revolution. With the French fleet 
cutting off aid or escape by sea, the 
British were forced to surrender on Oct. 
Ml, 17H1. The historic march, battle and 
surrender were reenacted last month in 
the final celebration of the nation’s 
Bicentennial. Approximately lBOO 
colonial militia troops from the eastern 
United States participated. The 
following is an account of the reenact¬ 
ment h\ Bex Wankowicz, a Winchester 
High School student who took part in 
the march and battle last month.) 


By BEX WANKOWICZ 

One year ago, I joined a 
colonial group called the 
Massachusetts Second 
Regiment, or just the Second 
Mass. The colonials, like the 
Second Mass., are people who 
dress up in 18th Century clothes 
and participate in parades and 
battle reenactments. For those 
in the colonial movement, the 
Bicentennial has been a busy 
time. They have participated in 
many battle reenactments, 
often camping out overnight in 
18th century encampments 
with canvas tents, campfires 
for cooking and only colonial 
reproductions for tools and 
utensils. 

The crowning glory of the 
Bicentennial for many local 
colonials was last month’s 
reenactment of Rochambeau's 
march and the Battle of 
Yorktown. I am lucky because I 


was able to go with my 
Regiment. 

We registered for the 
reenactment more than a year 
ago and since then, there have 
been countless drills and in¬ 
spections to make sure we 
would be totally authentic. 
Clothes were made and pat¬ 
ched; shoes were bought; 
muskets fixed and so forth. 

All of a sudden, it seemed, it 
was time to go. It was hard to 
believe because we had been 
looking forward to it for so long. 
My adventure began at about 6 
a.m. on Oct. 10. 

Saturday, Oct. 10 

We arrived in Greenwich, 
R.I. for the start of the march. 
The marching units were 
broken down into five 
regiments representing the five 
French units that took part. We 
were in the Saintonge regiment. 
I had hoped that all the drilling 


would be behind me, just a 
memory of the year of 
preparation. But as soon as we 
got there, we had to form up to 
drill. It wasn’t bad for me 
because I'm a musician, but it 
was still a pain. 

The drill was designed to 
teach us the commands in 
French because we were 
portraying a French unit and 
would be getting directions in 
French at the ceremonies in 
Providence in the afternoon. 
But during the ceremonies, the 
commands were in English. It 
figures! 

Sunday, Oct. 11 

We packed our gear in our 
cars and got in line for the 70- 
vehicle convoy for Newtown, 
Conn. It was huge. 

Once we were on the road, I 
never saw the first cars. 

We were the only regiment 
encamped in Newtown. The 


other four were in other towns 
for similar ceremonies, 
parades and battle reenact¬ 
ments. We set up camp and 
hopped on the buses for the 
start of a half-mile parade. 

After the parade, we were 
bused to the high school football 
field where we took part in the 
reenactment of the taking of the 
Yorktown redoubts (temporary 
fortifications used on the 
revolutionary battlefields). 
Because we were wearing 
brown coats with red facings, 
we played the part of the 
British. 

The battle started with the 
artillery firing and then the 
French troops appeared. They 
looked sharp in their white 
uniforms with green facings 
and trim. They stormed the 
redoubts, practically 
destroying them. After a good 
laugh, we were all bused back 


to the school for the night. 

There was a contra-dance 
but many people went up the 
street instead to a country and 
western bar. I think almost 
everyone ended up there before 
they turned in. 

Monday, Oct. 12 

Morning again! Many 
people seemed to have trouble 
getting out of bed this morning. 
Hmmm, I wonder why? Skip 
Wylie was so bad that we 
picked up and packed his tent 
before he woke up. 

We reformed the convoy and 
headed for Whippany, N.J. 
Half-way there, the trailer 
filled with tents, cooking 
utensils and muskets blew a 
tire. We pulled over to help its 
driver, Brad Chetwynd. He told 
us to catch up with the convoy 
and he’d see us in New Jersey.

Unbeatable, unblemished, and un¬ 
believable, those Sachemettes did it! 
They won the Middlesex league title for 
the fourth year in a row posting the best 
record ever in the soccer team’s four 
year history.

Slow starts are not something the 
Sachemettes are used to but Burlington 
managed to keep Winchester from 
scoring until the second quarter.

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Gridders Can Still Have It By Beating Leaders

The Sachems came hack to life on 
Halloween. 

Or, more accurately, the Sachems’ 
Middlesex League championship dreams 
came back to life. The Sachems’ 35-15 
blowout of Watertown Saturday, coupled 
with the Reading Rockets’ 23-22 victory 
over first-place Woburn, put the Sachems 
in control of their dreams. 

If the Sachems can win all three of 
their remaining games — against 
Burlington, Reading and Woburn — they’ 
will be on top of the league. 

Woburn and Reading, both with 5-1 
records, currently share the top standing 
in the league. But they will both have to 
face Winchester before the season ends. 

If Winchester wins both of those, as 
well as next week’s game against 
Burlington, all three teams will probably 
come to the end of the season with 7-2 
league records. 

But both Woburn and Reading lost 
their non-league game. Winchester, on 
the other hand, beat Somerville in their 
opener. And that seemingly insignificant 
win could decide the season for the 
Sachems. 

If they keep playing the way they did 
Saturday. 

Winchester controlled the game from 
start to finish. Watertown’s two goal 
didn’t come until the fourth quarter, and 
until the Sachems had already racked up 
28 points. 

The Winchester defense didn’t even 
let Watertown get on the Sachem side of 
the fifty until the fourth quarter. 

And the Winchester offense showed 
that it could score points — lots of points 
— without depending on Steve Costello to 
run a couple of hundred yards. 

Costello had a good game by the usual 
schoolboy standards — 95 yards on 15 
carries — but didn’t come up with those 
50-plus yard touchdown runs and 150 yard 
dashes that he has shown all season. 


He kept his touchdown totals up there, 
though. He scored three times in 
Saturday’s contest, bringing his season 
total up to 15. 

Quarterback Rich Fennell proved he 
could run with the ball too, carrying eight 
times for about 70 yards and picking up 
three first downs. 

His arm worked as well as his legs — 
although his starts were unimpressive, 
only 65 yards passing — the throws were 
accurate. Fennell only missed three out 
of eight attempts. He had one touchdown 
pass to tri-captain Mark Micciche, and 
another to Joe Donlon that put the ball 
inches from the goal-line. 

The game didn’t start well for the 
Sachems. Fennell was sacked twice in 
Ihc Sachems’ first possession set of 
downs, and Chris Cahill had to punt on 
fourth and 24 yards to go. 

But that punt sent Watertown all the 
way back to their own thirty, and on 
third down, Cahill intercepted a pass on 
the 50 and ran it back to the Watertown 
37, putting the Sachems in excellent field 
position. 

On first and ten, Steve Costello 
brought the ball around on a right sweep, 
getting down to the 20 until he was 
knocked out-of-bounds. 

Bill Ferry picked up two to the left, 
and then coach Manny Marshall sent in 
end Joe Donlon with the next play. 

Coming from the left side of the line, 
Donlon cut across the middle and caught 
a dead-on Fennell pass on the one yard 
line. 

Costello took the ball in for the score 
on a trap to the left side, and with Cahill’s 
successful point-after kick, the Sachems 
were up 7-0. 

A holding penalty and an illegal 
procedure call slowed Watertown’s next 
drive, and on third down Costello in¬ 
tercepted a pass on the Winchester 37 to 
end Watertown’s effort. 

The Sachems didn’t get anywhere on 


the next drive. Cahill’s punt put tht 
Watertown all the way back to their own 
10 . 

Watertown tried passing out of thal 
hole, but the Sachem defense wasn’t 
letting the ball get anywhere. 

On third down, for example, 6’2” 
tackle Chuck Kenyon simply stood up in 
the middle, extended his arms, and 
knocked down Watertown quarterback 
Jim Smith’s throw. Shades of “Too Tall” 
Jones. 

Winchester got the punt at their 40, 
but went nowhere on their first two plays. 

But on third and 10, Fennell decided to 
keep the ball, ran out to the right sideline 
and carried the ball to the Watertown 30. 

Winchester picked up five yards on an 
illegal procedure call against Water- 
town. and then on second down Fennell 
ran with the hall again, bringing it down 
to the 22. 

Then the drive seemed to stall. An 
illegal procedure penalty put Winchester 
at first and 15, and two Costello runs and 
a Greg Kirk reception only made up 13 of 
those yards. 

It was fourth and two, within field goal 
range, but the Marshall decided to go for 
the TD. Fennell hit tri-captain Mark 
Micciche with a pass at the left goal-line 
flag, and the Sachems had their second 
goal of the day. 

With another successful point-after 
kick, the Sachems lead led 14-0. The half 
ended soon after. 

Winchester opened up the second half 
with a Cahill interception (his second of 
the day) to give his team the ball on the 
Watertown 45.

“We thought we had a shot at the title 
at the beginning of the season, but we 
didn’t have a lot of depth,’’ said coach 
Joe Cantillon. “When a team like 
Reading comes along and throws 15 good 
varsity runners at you, and you’re only 
running seven, it's tough to win. 

“And for most of the season, at least 
two of the boys would be out sick or in¬ 
jured. Right now, we’re in the best shape 
we’ve been in all season.” 

Winchester’s cross-country team was 
led by sophinore Barry Sirchis and senior 
Pat Kennedy, who took first and second 
place, respectively, in the Woburn meet. 

In fact, they were taking first and 
second all season long. 

“Barry and Pat only lost to one other 
kid in the league this year — the kid from 
Reading and our next three runners 
are just beginning to peak’’’ Cantillon 
noted. 


The Sachemettes cross-country team, 
a team made up predominantly of 
freshmen and sophmores, finished out 
their regular season Friday with a 23-34 
win over Woburn which put their record 
at 7-1. 

“A lot of the girls are running for 
the first time,” said cross-country coach 
Joe Cantillon. “The job they have done 
has been outstanding. To do so well with 
so little experience.” 

Co-captains Adena Schutzberg and 
Eileen Conley are the only two seniors on 
the team, but they have steadied the 
young harriers. 

Conley in particular, has been strong 
all season. She came in second in the 
Woburn meet, behind sophmore Laurie 
Glynn. 

Glynn, Conley and freshman Beth 
Nowell have been an almost unbeatable 
triumvarate for Winchester over the 
season. The trio finished one-two-three in 
the final meet. 

“Those three girls are probably the 
three best girls I’ve ever had in terms of 
talent,” said Cantillon. “I’ve never had 
three run these times. 

“Against Woburn, Laurie ran a 7:43. 
Eileen, who has only run cross-country 
for two years, had finished in 18:30, and 
and anyone who can finish our course in 
19 minutes or oetter is really running. 
Beth is only a freshman, but she ran the 
course in 19:01.” 

But it wasn’t only Glynn, Conley and 
Nowell who won the seven meets this 
year, it was the entire team — a team 
Cantillon didn’t expect to have at the 
beginning of the season. 

“We expected the boys team to be 
strong, but we had no idea what kind of 
talent we would have on the girls team," 
Cantillon said. “All these strong girl 
runners came right out of the wood¬ 
work.” 

Cantillon noted that his number four 
runner, Martha Davis, had a good year 
before being knocked out of the season 
with an injury. 

Behind Davis, Cantillon said, he had 
so many good runners, it was hard to 
rank them. 

“The next four girls were very close,” 
said the coach. “One of them — Dawn 
Ponti, Nancy Haley, Barbara Ahearn or 
Sandy Jordan — would come in ahead on 
one meet, then another would move up at 
the next meet.” 

Winchester’s fine record was 
especially difficult to achieve in a league 
where girls cross-country is booming. 

“The talent among the girls teams 
seems to be a little better, a little more 
evenly spread than it has in the past,”

-year-old Raleigh needs to be rested. 
Budd simply goes the distance with his 
new 10-speed. 

Logically enough, Budd says that lie 
does it mostly for the exercise. But 
also do it because 1 can get home faster 
than by the MBTA bus, and much 
cheaper.” 

Budd’s best time has been 38 minutes, 
his slowest, an hour and 10 minutes. His 
personal record for most miles covered 
in one year - 1000 - was reached last year. 
“Traffic jams don’t affect travel time all 
that much,” he notes. “Lights make a 
difference, as well as the weather and the 
wind. A tail wind is great, but if you get 


into a headwind, you don’t get very lar 
very fast. And I go slower in the rain 
ljecau.se my brakes are less effective .“ 

The Winchester resident keeps a 
sharp eye out on the road, hut admits to 
not thinking much about the dangers 
anymore. “In spite of what everyone 
says,” Budd explains, “the drivers are 
fairly nice. It's the pedestrians you have 
to watch out for. And car doors. If you’re 
riding along the side of the road and 
someone opens their car door, you either 
have to swerve to avoid it — which means 
riding out into traffic or hit it and 
possibly break a bone.” 

Although his riding time this year was 
sliced by several weeks when he was 
taking eoursework outside of Boston. 
Budd figures that he’s still put on more 
than you miles. He prides himself on the 
laet that he’s ridden at least once a 
month in 1981, no small feat considering 
New England’s merciless winter 
weather. 

“If there’s a nice day in January.” he 
says, “I'll ride.”

detrimental to business. 

“I don’t want this element in my store 
if 1 can help it,” McCormack said. “I 
think they’re all thieves and they’d 
probably steal four or five items while 
waiting for us to fill the prescription. It’s 
just a bad element. 

This “element” is not always the 
stereotypical drug-user with grubby 
clothing, dirty appearances and bad 
English.” Druggists say that on the 
contrary, there is not one type of person 
who tries to pass a phony prescription. 
They are old and young, male and female 
and of various economic and racial 
backgrounds, according to druggists. 

“We get all kinds,” said the Rexall 
pharmacist. 

McCormack said that in his ex¬ 
periences they are mostly in the 17 to 30 
age group but the similarities stop there. 

“We get people dressed nicely and not 
so well and people of all different colors 
and races,” he said. “We get some very 
fine respectable looking girls, men and 
women. 

“Or sometimes they (drug-seekers) 
get an older person in the neighborhood 
to run into the store for them and cash the 
prescription,” McCormack said. 

And other times the people are very 
easily detectable because they show all 
the mannerisms of a drug addict. 

Pharmacist Richard Daley of O’Neil’s 
Pharmacy on Washington st. said he can 
sometimes detect a phony prescription 
before he even looks at it — just by 
watching the person who is attempting to 
pass one. 

“I can tell a phony prescription when 
the person enters the front door.” Daley 
said. 

“The person carrying it is the number 
one giveaway. He looks like your typical 
drug user and has all his mannerisms. 

Hut it’s not always that obvious. 

“One incident that stands out in my 
mind is an extremely well-dressed and 
well-spoken woman, about 28 or 29, who 
came in with a prescription for a con¬ 
trolled substance,’’ McCormack 
recalled. “I had never seen her before 
and the prescription was very well 
written but for some reason I decided to 
check it with the doctor. 

“I went to the back and called the 
answering service and they told me the 
doctor had been away for a month, “he 
continued.’’ I said, ‘you mean he hasn’t 
written any prescriptions.’ and they said, 
‘absolutely not, he’s been out.’ I came out 
to confront the woman and she had taken 
off already.” 

Druggists also said they get quite a 
few bluffs over the phone. 

‘‘We get phone calls often asking if we 
stock a particular drug — usually a 
controlled substance — and we know 
they’re making the rounds,” McCormack 
said. “We ask them to identify them¬ 
selves or we say we don’t stock the 
substance. We usually know what the 
racket is and we say no.” 

The imposters seem to get even more 
daring over the phone than in person. 

“One time we got a phone call from an 
individual who said he was a state 
trooper,” McCormack said. “He told us 
someone was going lo come in with a 
phony prescription and that we should fill 
it because they would be waiting outside 
to grab him when he came out. 

“That’s how far they will go,” he 
continued. “It just doesn’t add up that the

police would call you on the spur of the 
moment but this is the way they think.” 

“Another time I had a call from a 
person who said he was a doctor in 
Martha’s Vineyard and that a patient of 
his was visiting a friend in Winchester 
and needed a controlled substance and 
asked if we would honor his prescrip¬ 
tion,’’ McCormack said. “But when we 
tried to get the name of the friend or the 
address nothing was right.” 

Each Winchester pharmacist claimed 
that not only do they refuse to fill the 
“bogie scripts.” but that they can detect 
them quite easily. 

“When things get tight in the street, 
they come in with bogies,” said an 
Aberjona pharmacist. “They take the 
druggist for a nincompoop, but any good 
pharmacist — and all the pharmacists in 
Winchester are good — can easily spot a 
phony. We know our own trade.” 

The Aberjona pharmacist also noted 
that druggists can usually choose from a 
menagerie of telltale clues on a bogie 
which disprove the authenticity of the 
prescription. 

“They pick out an address in town 
that doesn’t exist,” he began. “Or they 
don’t have the right amount of DEA 
(Drug Enforcement Administration) 
registration numbers on the prescription. 

“The signature of the doctor is forged 
and being a pharmacist, we can tell the 
way they (doctors) write,” he continued. 
‘‘Also the symbols used (on the false 
prescriptions) are not right. They don’t 
know the correct abbreviations.” 

McCormack said he can spot a false 
prescription just by the circumstances of 
the situation. 

“It’s usually an out-of-town person 
who is unknown to us and the doctor is 
also out-of-town,” he said. “When you 
have an Everett person with a doctor in 
Brookline getting a prescription filled in 
Winchester, it just doesn’t add up. 

“They also don’t look like the type of 
people who require the type of medicine 
on the prescription,” he pointed out. 
“From dealing with people for so long, 
you get to know which medicine fits 
when.” 

McCormack has dealt with false 
prescriptions for quite some time and he 
seems to know all the tricks. 

“They’ll often come in on crutches, or 
carrying a cane, or with their arm in a 
cast,” he said with a sigh of a man who 
has had to deal with a number of false 
prescriptions. ‘‘They claim injury and 
say this is the reason that they need the 
pain killers. It’s almost always a con¬ 
trolled substance they’re looking for. But 
this is a ruse and we can tell.” 

“Usually if this really happened to 
someone, a friend or relative would pick 
up the prescription.,’’ he added. “It’s 
ridiculous to think they’re all alone in the 
world with no one to come down to the 
drugstore for them.” 

Apparently, when a drug-seeker 
comes to a Winchester pharmacy, he 
does not realize what he is up against. 

“They sometimes use a Winchester 
address and we know the people and the 
streets so we can tell right off that it’s 
false,"McCormack said. “I had one 
woman in here once with an address of 98 
Prospect st. and I know there is no such 
place as 98 Prospect st. so I knew right 
off bat that that it was phony.” 

Druggists have the right to refuse to 
fill a prescription at their own discretion

and this responsibility is not taken lightly 
among town pharmacists 

Each pharmacist said he immediately 
alerts all the other pharmacies in town 
when he comes in contact with a phony 
prescription. 

"We all call to alert each other as soon 
as this happens,” Daley said. “I would 
call the downtown pharmacies and 
Aberjona for example, and say, “there is 
someone coming down there with a false 
prescription for Percodan.” 

While the pharmacists said they 
frequently verify suspicious prescrip¬ 
tions by calling up the doctor, they also 
said they do not call the police. 

And Winchester police said they were 
not even aware of the extent of the phony 
prescription problem in Winchester. 

“We never hear about them,” said 
Detective Lt. Joseph N. Perritano. “I’ve 
had very little dealing with them and if 
they’re (pharmacists) letting it go by the 
wire, then shame on them. Anytime I 
have information on phony scripts I let 
them know about it.” 

Druggists said they don’t call the 
police because it would be too difficult to 
detain the imposter in the store until the 
call was placed and the police arrived. 
Most said that when they call doctors or 
anyone else to verify a prescription 
which proves to be false, the person has 
usually left by the time the phone call is 
over. 

Pharmacists also said the court 
system is not helpful for the pharmacist 
who attempts to involve the police. 

‘‘If the police pick them up and then it 
was determined that the prescription 
really was not false, I would be subject to 
prosecution,” McCormack said. 

‘‘But the real reason not to call the 
police is that the people are let off so 
easily and they’re always hack on the 
street real soon,” said McCormack.” 
Then we’re subject to whatever way they 
want to get revenge on us. We’re con¬ 
cerned about that. 

‘‘We’re not shirking our civic 
responsibility but it’s easy to throw a 
rock in the store window,” he continued. 
“They get back on the street again and 
we’re still here too.” 

Perritano said that while he can 
understand why a pharmacist may not 
call th police, the situation will not im¬ 
prove unless further action is taken. 

"I’m sure it’s not worth it for him to 
call the police but that doesn’t solve the 
problem,” he said. “If the word gets out 
that a druggist is tough on prescriptions 
and people know that he will call the 
police, they will be less apt to return to 
that store. 

“You’d be surprised what word of 
mouth does for these people passing 
phony scripts,” he continuted. 

But pharmacists do not seem to think 
that calling the police is worth the risk. 

“It doesn’t pay to call the police 
because they (criminals) are back on the 
street in no time,” said the Aberjona 
Apothecary pharmacist. “Why 
jeopardize your own business? They go to 
court and then they just let them go.” 

There does not seem to be any 
mutually agreeable solution 

“There’s someone out to get you all 
(he time,” said McCormack. “Money 
they can get anywhere —it’s the drugs 
that make us a target for abuse. And 
pharmacies are one of the only places to 
find them.”

Tuesday, Oct. 13 

This was the first 
morning that we didn’t have 
scrambled eggs for breakfast. 
After our cold cereal, we left for 
Philadelphia. 

Here all the regiments were 
together again. We were bused 
to Philadelphia for a two-block 
long parade with the regular 
ceremonies to thank and praise 
the troops. 

Wednesday, Oct. 14 

We started off the day with 
scrambled eggs again. We then 
“saddled-up” the convoy and 
left for Ham e de Grace, Md. 

During the mortar fire 
preceding the musket fire, 
Dave McKenna (the safety 
officer) had two men hidden 
behind a redoubt throw him 
about seven feet in the air, over 
the redoubt in a mock cannon 
death. Other than that the 
battle was the same. 

Thursday,Oct. 15 

We were bused to 
McDonalds for breakfast. Since 
the tab wasn’t being paid by 
each colonial, we all received 
the same food — scrambled 
eggs! I hate eggs! 

We then hit the road for 
Alexandria, Va. On the way 
there our car broke down. 
Maybe that’s why the alter¬ 
nator light had been on all 
week. 

The battle was fun for me

because I participated as a 
female assisting the troops 
instead of as a musician. It was 
fun tending to the "wounded” 
and the "dead." Our nine-year- 
old drummer, Brian Thompson, 
had worked up a death scene 
with a partner. The TV camera 
crews loved it. 

For dinner, we went to the 
Christ Church. Mmmm! Roast 
beef, stuffed potatoes, can- 
delight and wine, all for us 
grubs! There was a guest 
speaker, too, the curator of the 
White House. He was a good 
speaker but the best part of the 
night was when we got cer¬ 
tificates from the mayor 
making us honorary citizens of 
Alexandria. Neat! 

Friday, Oct. 16 

At 6 a.m., we finally found 
the campsite at Yorktown. I 
was ready to hit the hay after a 
long night, but the fifes were 
playing "Reveille!” We set up 
our camp and then formed up — 
this time with the Americans! 
We were only militia as op¬ 
posed to the regimental army, 
but it still felt good to be on our 
own side. 

We drilled with the whole 
batallion for the battle that 
afternoon. 

It was a lot bigger this time. 
The people being fired at were 
half a mile away. That was 
when we started feeling the 
immensity of the camping and 
battle area — it was about four 


square miles. 

There were no casualties 
allowed during the battle and 
that took half of the fun out of it. 
Saturday, Oct. 17 

We formed up the battalion 
after a two-mile roundtrip walk 
to the mess tent. 

After drill, the Second Mass, 
and some of McCobb’s com¬ 
pany from Maine were bused to 
William and Mary College. We 
were there as the half-time 
entertainment for a football 
game. It was a nice contrast, 
football players and colonials! 
Sunday, Oct. 18 

We assembled and joined 
the other four battalions for a 
practice run of the pass-in- 
review for Monday. 

Later in the day, we staged a 
tactical battle. Again the 
enemy was a half-mile away 
and no casualties were allowed. 
Since it was only a tactical 
battle, no one really won this 
time. We were supposed to, but 
it was hard to tell if we really 
did. 

There was also a staged 
naval battle down at the marina 
with a ship over from France 
but we couldn’t see it. 

Monday, Oct. 19 

Today was the big day! We 
lined up for the pass-in-review 
for President Ronald Reagan. 
The Secret Service men were 
everywhere. They made us 
remove the flints from the 
muskets, take anything out of 
our pockets that could be used 
as a projectile, and made sure 
no one had any black powder. It 
was a useless thing to do 
because no one could have 
gotten through the President’s 
bullet-proof viewing box if they 
wanted to, but it’s better to play 
safe, I guess. 

After the speeches, we 
marched in review. 

Then we lined up again to 
take part in the surrender of the 
British. We stood in two double 
rows facing one another, ap¬ 
proximately three-quarters of a 
mile long. 

The British started mar¬ 
ching through the middle. It 
was strange. Everyone was so 
solemn and somber. There was 
an eerie feeling to it. It was 
pretty creepy. It really seemed 
to be happening, not just as a 
reenactment. 

All the drums had black 
veils over their emblems and 
the flags had been covered by

black bags. It was really 
moving. 

Then, at the end of the 
street, the British surrendered 
their arms. Up went a big 
hearty round of huzzahs from 
the Americans. 

Then the British marched 
back through us with their flags 
flying and their drums un¬ 
covered. It was a nicer feeling 
this time as they went through. 
More glorious and less eerie. 

Then all five battalions 
formed a square in the area 
between the camps 

Another round of cheers 
with Battalion V the loudest and 
roudiest and Yorktown was 
officially over. 

We drove part of Monday 
night and most of Tuesday to 
get home. It was strange to hit 
civilization again after being a 
colonial for about 10 days. 
Epilogue 

Participating in this 
reenactment has been the 
greatest thing I’ve ever done 
with colonials. It has made me 
feel as if I have really done 
something to help the country 
gain its independence and 
that’s a nice feeling to have.

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Hospital Garage Gets Nod From State

Winchester Hospital got what it 
wanted — approval of its proposed 305- 
car garage. And the hospital’s neighbors 
got what they wanted a recognized 
neighborhood committee. 

Last week, the state Executive Office 
of Environmental Affairs (EOEA) ap¬ 
proved the construction of the Maple st. 
garage which has been fought by neigh¬ 
bors since it was proposed last spring. 

But in the same decision, EOEA told 
the hospital to set up and work with a 
neighborhood committee to iron out 
present and future problems between 
Winchester Hospital and its neighbors. 

EOEA had been called in to judge the 
impact of the three-story garage on the 
neighborhood after residents began to 


complain about the proposal. 

The office’s report will go the the state 
Department of Public Health’s Deter¬ 
mination of Needs office, which will use 
the report in making a final recom¬ 
mendation on Winchester Hospital’s $22 
million expansion plan. 

The Determination of Needs 
recommendation will go on fo the Pubic 
Health Council of Greater Boston, which 
will have the final say on whether or not 
(he hospital can expand. 

Officials at Winchester Hospital 
couldn’t be happier with EOEA’s 
decision. 

“I feel we have cleared a major 
hurdle by getting this decision," said 
hospital President Jack Hunter. "It’s a 
great relief to have this come through in 


our favor." 

While neighbors were disappointed 
that the garage would now probably be 
built, they said that getting the neigh¬ 
borhood committee lessened the 
disappointment considerably. 

"We sort of knew that it was going to 
be decided that way (in favor of the 
garage)," said neighborhood spokesman 
Daniel Chane III of Forest st. "But what 
we do see as important is that portion 
of the final letter which said we should 
form a committee of neighbors to meet 
bi-monthly to work on hospital 
problems.’’ 

Chane noted that he and other 
members had advocated setting up a 
neighborhood committee for a long time. 

They brought the idea to the Board of 


Selectmen on July it; But selectmen 
refused to recognize the committee, 
because. Board Chairman Edward 
O’Connell said, “I view the group as an 
informal, self-help committee at tin* local 
level”. 

"I don’t see what authority the board 
has to put a rope around a private in¬ 
stitution like the hospital and say ‘you 
shall come to this meeting and work with 
these townspeople." O’Connell said then. 

But the state said the rope should be 
there. 

"The committee was my idea in the 
first place," noted Chane. "We were very 
disappointed that throughout the debate 
over the garage, the town, especially the 
Board of Selectmen, kept a hands-off 
policy. 


"It took the state to get us the neigh¬ 
borhood committee,” he added. 

Sandra Uyterhoeven, who wrote the 
decision for EOEA said the committee 
"is the key to successful implementaion 
of the hospital project and to compatable 
relations between the neighborhood and 
the hospital. 

"There are always going to be 
problems there, and I didn’t think we 
could solve them with this review,” she 
added. “But I have high hopes the 
committee can do a lot towards solving 
them.” 

Uyterhoeven said she did not have any 
problems deciding that the hospital 
needed the garage, despite the neigh¬ 
bors' opposition. 

"I thought the facts were in favor of 


construction,” she said. "Just the 
numbers of deficit spaces were enough to 
convince me. The number of cars that 
would have had to park on the street if 
the garage wasn’t built is enormous, 
because the construction (of the hospital 
addition) would take up some of the 
existing parking spaces.” 

Uyterhoeven said she had more 
trouble deciding where the garage should 
go. A number of neighbors advocated 
putting the garage on Highland ave., 
rather than Maple st., if the facility had 
to be built. 

“Deciding whether or not to have the 
garage wasn’t the difficult part — but 
deciding the best place to put the garage

Cable Fever 

Continental Is Hooking 
Up 200 Homes A Week

The Continental Cablevision sign has 
not been put up outside the Main st. 
headquarters of Winchester’s first cable 
television company. But at the rate 
Continental is getting organized, the sign 
will soon go up. 

The carpenters are finished at the 724 
Main st. headquarters. The studio is 
ready for taping, with two cameras set 
up in the carpet-lined room. The master 
control room is wired with monitors, 
video tape recorders, mixers and editing 
machines. And there is a television on in 
every room. 

Technicians are working feverishly to 
get the entire town hooked up by mid- 
December. About a third of the homes in 
town have already been covered, and the 
installers are working in 200 homes each 
week to finish the other two-thirds of 
town. 

The technicians are also putting the 
finishing touches on Winchester’s in¬ 
stitutional loop, which will broadcast 
programs from one town office to 
another. 

And the production staff is getting 
ready to broadcast the first few 
programs on Winchester’s own local 
station. 

“We’re getting busier every day,” 
said Steve Pollack, Continental’s 
manager. “The whole idea of cable in 
Winchester has been very, very well 
received.” 

It has been so well received in the 
homes of Winchester that half the people 
who have been approached by Con¬ 
tinental’s salesmen have decided to get 
cable. 

Continental has covered the north side 
of town, according to Pollack, visiting 
every home north of a line running ap¬

TM Soundly Defeats Accessory Apartments

Judging from the tenor of the two- 
hour Town Meeting debate over ac¬ 
cessory apartments, it looked as if the 
proposal had a prayer. 

But when it came time to vote last 
Thursday, a tide of opposition killed 
homeowners’ chances to build small 
apartments in their homes. 

As a by-law change involving zoning, 
the article needed a two-thirds majority 
to pass. But losing by an 81-65 vote, the 
proposal did not even come close to 
winning a simple majority. 

Despite the resounding defeat, the 
League of Women Voters (LWV), which 
sponsored the article, does not plan to 
give up. Asserting that Winchester has a 
definite need for a housing alternative to 
condominiums, LWV spokespersons 
promised to keep trying until they draw 
up a by-law which will receive town 
approval. 

"The League Housing Committee will 
persevere and we will continue to work 
with the town hoards until we can provide 
the kind of by-law the town is com¬ 
fortable with," LWV President Judith 
Muggia vowed. "At Town Meeting, I got 
the feeling people think this thing will be 
a blitzkrieg and there will be an ac 
cessory apartment in every house in 
town, but it simply will not be that way 
"This town has got to make an effort 
to be more responsive to the needs of the 
disenfranchised," she said. 


Town Meeting members, however, 
expressed more concern over preserving 
property values and the town’s character 
than with what article opponents claimed 
was "a very small minority" of people 
who would actually benefit from ac¬ 
cessory housing. 

"This article is a direct threat to the 
single biggest investment you have — 
your house," warned Planning Board 
Chairperson Marion Crandall, voicing 
the only Planning Board opposition to the 
article. "Winchester is what it is today 
because of its zoning. This sweeping 
change in the zoning by-law is a con¬ 
tradiction to the character of this town.” 

In her presentation to Town Meeting, 
LWV Housing Committee chairperson 
Constance Williams asserted that the 
amount of people who could qualify to 
build accessory apartments would he so 
small that the by-law would only tran¬ 
slate into the creation of two to 10 
apartments a year. 

Williams said that in Concord and 
Lincoln, where this type of housing is 
allowed, only five percent of the eligible 
households have actually built another 
apartment in their homes 

The by-law is very specific about 
which houses can qualify for accessory 
housing. 

The by-law states that: the owner of 
the house must reside in the home; there 
must be adequate street parking for all 
cars; exterior changes must comply with 


the surrounding single-family housing 
appearances; the apartment must not 
exceed 600 square feet; and the house 
must have been built before 1924. This 
last specification was added to protect 
the town against developers who might 
wish to construct houses to take ad¬ 
vantage of the law. The 1924 date was 
chosen because that is when Winchester 
adopted its first zoning by-law. 

These specifications drew criticism 
for being both too strict and not strict 
enough. 


Announcing that the Selectmen were 
unanimously opposed to the article, 
Selectmen Chairman Edward O’Connell 
called the 1924 cutoff date 
"discriminatory” and said his Board also 
had problems with requiring owners to 
reside in their homes. 

Saying the article was "well 
intentioned but not well-constructed,” 
Ernest A. Phillips of Precinct 7 called the 
by-law "vague and unenforceable." 

Finance Committee Chairman Frank 
Golden disagreed, saying the article was 


“more restrictive than we (FinCom) feel 
is necessary. 

“The Finance Committee favors the 
article by a narrow margin,” he said. 
"We agree with the Selectmen in most 
areas and we are convinced that the by¬ 
law is more restrictive than necessary, 
but we are willing to get this idea star¬ 
ted." 

The question of who would benefit 
from the by-law also drew opponents and 
proponents alike to the microphone. 

"There is an indifference and a lack of 


conscience towards the elderly people 
who have contributed their services to 
this town and worked their whole lives to 
live here and keep their houses and to 
someone who has a partner who died and 
can no longer cope," cried Planning 
Board member Clarence Borggaard in 
support of the article and representing 
his opinion. "We’re saying to these 
people, ‘If you can’t make it in Win¬ 
chester, then leave and move out.’”

Garbage Collection Rejected Once Again 


Don’t change your shopping lists. 

There is no need to cross off large 
trash bags or to add on garbage pails. 

On a 92-40 vote, Town Meeting 
Thursday once again turned down an 
article which would have restored town 
garbage collection until the end of fiscal 
year 1982. This was the fifth Town 
Meeting vote against garbage collection 
in 2.5 years. 

But the article was not defeated 
easily. The decision was reached after an 
hour of emotional debate in the McCall 
Junior High School auditorium. 

Town Meeting member Harrison 
Chadwick, who also sponsored the ar¬ 
ticle, made a desperate plea for the 


elderly and poorer citizens of Win- 

chester 

“As of Sept. 1 one year ago, there 
were 12,005 users of this service,” he 
shouted. "Most of them were elderly, 
unable to drive, or poor. The> need the 
service and they need it desperately. 

"They store garbage in their freezers 
until a relative or friend can drive them 
to the transfer station,” he cried. 

Refuting Chadwick’s argument that 
the elderly desperately need the 
collection, Finance Committee Chair¬ 
man Frank Golden, said that at the time 
the collection was terminated, 12,000 
users were pictured as elderly but only 25 
percent of that number were really over 
65. 


Golden also said the Board of Health 
would probably be interested to know 
that people kept garbage in their freezers 
all summer. 

The service covered by the article 
would have been optional. The Board of 
Selectmen would have had the authority 
to impose a fee for the residents who 
chose to take advantage of the collection. 

The article would have appropriated 
$23,500 from the general surplus fund to 
cover two men and one truck and all the 
accompanying costs to pick up garbage - 
not trash - from homes once a week. 

Chadwick chided Winchester for 
being the only town in the Com¬ 
monwealth that does not provide this 
service for its residents. 


“1 suppose all the other towns in the 
Commonwealth are out of step except 
Winchester,” he said sarcastically. 
“Frankly, I have never felt I had to 
apologize for Winchester, but under these 
circumstances, I do.” 

Chadwick pointed out that if the 
Selectmen decided to charge 50 cents a 
week to people who wanted the service 
and 1,000 people wanted the service, that 
would bring in $14,000 leaving a balance 
of $9,000 for the town to make up. 

"At present, the general surplus 
account is 4.5 times higher than it was 
one year ago, so don’t let anyone tell you 
we can’t afford to do this,” he implored

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Middlesex Street Residents Stop Bicycle Path 


Don’t plan on riding a bicycle along 
Horn Pond Brook until at least the 
spring, if ever. 

After listening to the cries of Mid¬ 
dlesex st. residents opposed to the 
project for 90 minutes, the Board of 
Selectmen voted that the proposed 
bicycle path along the brook would not be 
built until spring, and not until the 
Middlesex st. neighborhood and the 
Bicycle Path Study Committee could 
work out an agreement on where to put 
the path. 

The neighborhood is opposed to the 
project because, residents told select¬ 
men, the path would bring an increase in 
the already unbearable vandalism, theft 
and noise from teenagers hanging out 
along the brook. 

The path, proposed by the Bicycle 
Path Committee as part of the Lowell-to- 
Boston bike path built along the course of 
the old Middlesex canal, would run from 
Horn Pond Brook rd. to Lake st. on the 
Middlesex st. side of the brook. 

Selectman Alan Macdonald, who had 
walked the proposed path with fellow 
selectmen Edward O’Connell and John 
Williams, noted that the Middlesex st. 
side was tho better side of the brook for 
the path. 

“The slope of the land and the location 
of the houses really precludes putting it 
on the Clark st. side,” said Macdonald. 
“If there were to be a bike path, we’re 
agreed that the Middlesex st. side is the 
best place physically for the path.” 

But it wasn’t topography, or even 
bicycles, that the Middlesex st. residents 
were objecting to. They objected to the 
people who travelled the path at night. 

“I can hear them back there (along 
the brook) all night long, yelling, using 
filthy, dirty language,” said William 
McGinty of 50 Clark st. 

“He’s right, there are kids down there 
all night,” added John Giuliani of 27 
Middlesex st. “I’ve been robbed from 
that area — my lawn mower has been 


stolen, my barbeque was stolen. And 
you’re going to bring more people in 
there? 

“Over the last few years we’ve had 20 
robberies on our streeet. If we have a 
path back there, we’ll have more kids 
and more robberies. I can’t see it,” he 
added. 

Bicyclists argued that the problem 
was not with bicycles, but with the people 
using the path at night’ Therefore, they 
said, the two issues should be dealt with 
separately. 

“The problems you are addressing 
are alreay there, and they should be dealt 
with by this august board," said 
Wedgemere ave. resident William Budd 
“But the problem has nothing to do with 
the bike path.” 

Budd, who noted that he rode his bike 
to work in Boston daily, said “I have 
found a number of people, not just 
children but adults, who are riding their 
bikes more because of the health con¬ 
sciousness today. If the town supports the 
path, it will be rewarded by more 
business downtown by people who are 
riding from Lowell to Boston.”

William Burroughs argued that the path 
wasn’t bringing something new to the 
area “there has been a path there as 
long as I can remember," he said. 

And Macdonald argued that the bike 
path might ease the problem of late-night 
rowdyness along the brook, rather than 
aggravating it. 

“I can’t help but feel the path might 
be the salvation of the neighborhood," 
said Macdonald, “in that the area might 
be patrolled more if the bike path were 
there. 

“The only way to solve your problem 
is to patrol more, and 1 have the feeling 
that the bike path, by drawing the at¬ 
tention of the town to the area and 


showing it needspatrolling, will help,” he 
added. 

But the neighbors refused to be 
swayed in favor of the path. 

“I’ve talked to the police chief, and he 
says it already is patrolled.” said Mary 
Serieka of 2 Middlesex st. “It doesn’t do 
any good, the kids know where to go to 
hide. 

“We don't want it there," she said. 
“The people who have bicycles can go 
home, but we have to live there.” 

Selectman John Williams suggested 
that perhaps a compromise could be 
reached to allow both the path and the 
neighbor’s security. He suggested 
building a fence between the path and the 


homes on Middlesex st.. but the idea was 
rejected by neighbors. 

"Clark st. is a dead end, and we’ve put 
up four wooden fences there," said 
McGinty. “No sooner do we put them up, 
than the kids tear them down." 

Finally, selectmen had no choice but 
to go along with the neighbors. 

“I live up there, and l know what’s 
going on there,” said Selectman Michael 
Saraco. “It’s not the bicycles that go by 
during the day that bothers them, it’s 
what goes on at night. 

“People in the neighborhood live in 
fear at night," he said. “And when people 


have to live in fear it isn’t fair.” 

Saraco noted that the selectmen had 
historically gone along with the neigh¬ 
bors. “Look at Parkhurst,” he said. 
“When everyone in town thought con¬ 
dominiums where the best thing for the 
school, we bent over backwards for the 
neighbors who were against con¬ 
dominiums.” 

Selectmen voted to delay the con¬ 
struction of the path until the Bicycle 
Path Study Committee and a neigh¬ 
borhood committee to be appointed 
agreed on where to put the path and how 
to deal with the problems along the 
brook bank. 


PrincipalRotationDiscussionBrings Heat

Parents resoundingly denounced the 
concept of “Rotation of Principals” at 
Tuesday night’s School Committee 
meeting. 

At tlie request of the Committee. 
School Superintendent William C. 
MacDonald introduced the subject for 
discussion, but did not endorse it and said 
that in his research, conducted with two 
elementary principals Dr. Martha 
Gren/.eback and Miss Paula Caffrey, he 
could find no precedent for such a policy. 

Committee member Cathy Alexander 
helped open the discussion with an ex¬ 
planation of why the committee would 
consider rotating elementary school 
principals. 

“We are continually looking for ways 
to stimulate, re energize, and motivate 
the ^people who teach your children,” 
explained Alexander to the packed 
committee room in Sanborn House. 

“This is only a way, there are many 


ways, to deal with a so-called seasoned 
staff,” emphasized Alexander to an 
aroused crowd. 

Parents quickly and fervently began 
criticizing the concept. 

“I feel only four schools are going to 
be affected by this," said the first parent 
to comment. “That’s not a policy - That 
is foolishness!” 

“There is stability when a principal is 
allowed to stay in a school,” said another 
parent Carol Derry “Mediocrity will 
result,’’ she added, should principals be 
rotated. The end of her remarks were 
punctuated by loud applause. 

Other parents expressed concerns 
that ranged from possible emotional 
damage to children, to fears of disrupting 
a perceived personal touch in the local 
elementary schools. 

“I would hope the School Committee 
considers that relationship (between a 
principal and a student) an extension of 
the home,” argued parent Larry Murray,

after saying he would like his child to feel 
as stable with a principal as with the 
parental situation. 

Parent Susan Setnik echoed the same 
theme in response to a suggestion that 
principals serve terms in the fashion of 
the U.S. presidency. 

“Do we want our school system to be a 
microcosm of our society or govern¬ 
ment?" she queried. “Or do we look at 
our school system as something that is 
special, unique, and personal that we 
don’t want to manage like the Burlington 
Mall?” 

Two parents became quite critical of 
the committee. One parent accused them 
of experimenting with the children 
because of this concept’s lack of 
precedent. “1 hope you don’t create a 
monster.” said another parent. 

Committee Member Mary Jane 
Weylman, the main promoter of bringing 
llu* rotation concept to a discussion, 
explained why the committee was in¬ 
terested. 

"The job of the School Committee is to 
make sure that the town gets the best of 
all this,” she said in reference to what 
she described as individual talents of¬ 
fered by each of the principals. 

“It probably isn’t good to teach 
second grade in the same building for 20 
years,” Weylman added. 

Concern instantly was voiced when

Weylman implicated the possibility that 
students were reaching the junior high 
school level with varying levels of 
preparation. But MacDonald said he 
would be “amazed if there was a dif¬ 
ference," given his knowledge of the staff 
and administration. 

Then, Committee Chairman Roger 
Bauman offered a variation of the 
rotation concept he thought could be 
beneficial. He suggested that instead of a 
rotation, a “consultation” could be set up 
where principals would spend “perhaps a 
week" during the year at another school. 

“I’m not sure who would take care of 
the disasters that happened back at my 
ranch while I’m gaining new insights,” 
said principal Dr. Martha Grenzeback 
with a laugh that ended the discussion. 

Afterwards, Alexander expressed 
regret that the discussion had not been 
allowed to be more objective. 

“Unfortunately, lobby groups for one 
principal lose sight of the larger issue,” 
she concluded.

TM Ok’s NewCondos& Zoning

You have probably heard it before and 
you will hear it again: condos are 
coming. 

In fact. HO more condominium units 
were approved at last week’s Town 
Meeting. 

Showing near unanimous support. 
Town Meeting members approved 
Article 16 authorizing Continental 
Wingate Company Inc., of Boston and 
two local attorneys to begin developing a 
20-acre site along the Abcrjona River into 
HO modern condominiums. According to 
Bob Connor of Continental Wingate, 
these two-to-three bedroom units will be 
priced between $B5,000 and $110,000. 

Town Meeting also overwhelmingly 
approved Rep. Sherman “Whip” Salt- 
marsh’s petition to allow him and his 
wife to convert a one-family home on 
Stevens st. into two separate apartments 
The zoning law needed to be changed for 
the Salt marshes to proceed with their 
renovations. 

After defeating a motion by Mary 
Pronski of Washington st. to require a 
roll call vote on the Aberjona Woods 
article, the members voted 128-2 to en¬ 
dorse the condominium proposal. 

In presenting their case to the 
meeting, attorneys Lawrence Murray 
and Henry Quill, developer Bob Connor, 
and ^architect Willy Sclarsie showed 
slides of other area developments by 
Continental Wingate. 

“We talked to members of the 
surrounding neighborhoods and they 
agree that these residential units will be 
the best possible use for neighborhood 
and for the town at large," explained 
Murray to the audience of approximately 
150. 


“We have sent the Town Meeting 
members an information brochure,” he 
continued. “We have sent them a signed 
covenant for the first time. The covenant 
is the product of many lengthy meetings. 

An agreement between the town and 
the developers, the covenant binds 
Continental Wingate to build the B0 
proposed condominiums and to clean up 
portions of the Aberjona River. 

Quill then rose to the podium to give a 
brief description of the existing quality of 
the land and also to talk economics. 

"This project will increase the tax 
revenue to the town,’’ he said. 
“Presently, the land generates $11,000 in 
tax revenue. After the $7.8 million 
development, it would provide $195,000.” 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Francis M. Golden, who lives on Kenwin 
rd. near the development, said he sup¬ 
ported the plan. “The neighbors are in 
favor of this proposal; we prefer a 
residential use for this site," said Golden. 
“And I believe that the developers have 
gone out of their way to discover our 
thoughts on the subject.” 

Majorie Moore, of Dennett rd., then 
raised the issue that the site was once the 
town’s former dump. 

“I’m concerned about the people who 
are going to live there,” Moore said. “1 
would like to hear about the suitability of 
the site, it used to be used to bury trash 
and looked like something left over after 
World War II.” 

Town Engineer John H. Ciarcia 
stepped forward to say that the 
developers were aware of the site’s 
former use. 

“The devlopcrs are well aware of the 
.condition of the land in the 1960s when it 
was used as a temporary dump,” he

commented. “Any unfavorable con¬ 
ditions will have to be dealt with when 
they start to build the condominiums.” 

Concerned about the ability of the 
approved covenant to bind the 
developers to their proposal, Sally 
Kincaid of Prospect st., spoke from the 
audience. “I’ve read the covenant and 
seen the pretty pictures on the screen,” 
Kincaid said. “To what degree is the 
Board of Appeals bound to the covenant 
in light of the problems with the Main st. 
development (Wedgewood Place)?” 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
allayed her fears. “The Board is bound 
by the covenant,” he said. 

Sporting a Bobby Kennedy smile and 
paraphrasing a line or two from one of 
his famous speeches, Chairman 
O’Connell rose to offer the Selectmen’s 
unanimous support. 

“Some people see things as they are 
and others see things as they might be,” 
he orated. “The Aberjona Nursing Home 
used to be a pretty sorry piece of land and 
now it is an attractive addition to our 
town and is, in fact, one of the best 
facilities in the state. 

“This land (the proposed site) is 
worse than that land was,” O’Connell 
said. “It is a really tough piece of 
property. It has been lying fallow for 
years and hasn’t produced any revenue 
for the town. I went to a hearjng in July 
attended by people living clefe’est to the 
area and they were all in approval 
their sentiment was that this would be an 
improvement. 

Paul Stoller, a member of both the 
Finance Committee and the Holton 


Street Study Committee, offered 
reserved support for the plan. 

“The Holton Street Committee 
favorably supports with reservations this 
proposal,” he said “Building residences 
is the highest and best use for this land. 
The impact will be most favorable to the 
town. 

“The developer estimates the com¬ 
pleted project to produce $195,000 a year 
in taxes,” Stoller continued. “If $79,000 is 
deducted because of town service costs to 
the site. $116,000 is left for the town. If the 
same parcel was developed as a light 
industrial area under present zoning, the 
net proceeds would be $65,000 per year. 
Presently the town receives around 
$20,000 per year." 

Moderator John Sullivan then asked 
the meeting to consider Pronski’s 
movement for a roll call vote. He noted 
that this would have been the first roll 
call vote since the town approved the 
funds for the new high school. Over¬ 
whelmingly, the meeting denied her 
motion. 

Moments later the hall in McCall 
Junior High filled with “yeas" and 
Aberjona Woods had been approved. 

By a vote of 114-5, Town Meeting then 
quickly approved the Saltmarsh article 
to rezone the land on the westerly side of 
Stevens and Ash streets and abutting 
Myrtle, Mt~.*Vernon and Bridge streets — 
Tin area^KvAlvin^ WfifWfcVi houses. 

The zoning change would allow one- 
family houses in the area to be converted 
into two-family homes.

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Bank Names First Woman ToTop Post

Twenty years ago, Jane Lefavour’s 
primary banking interest was finding 
enough money to pay food bills for her 
family of five along with the other 
monetary concerns of a homemaker. 

Today, as an Asst. Vice President of 
the Winchester Savings Bank on Main st., 
her banking concerns have broadened. 

When Lefavour decided to rejoin the 
work force eight years ago, it was not to 
start a career. 

“I was a housewife for about 18 years 
and president of all the organizations but 
the time had come when the volun- 
teerism challenge was gone,” she said. 
“The kids didn’t seem to need me as 
much and it seemed as if a second in¬ 
come would be helpful.” 

It seems as if Lefavour was more 
valuable to the work force than she had 
imagined. She rose to management 
positions in both of the companies she 
joined. 

“I honestly didn’t know I had this 
career hidden inside me,” she confessed. 
“But I guess I didn’t allow it to surface 
before.” 

Not only does Lefavour hold one of the 
highest management positions in the 
bank, but her election to Asst. Vice 
President this month also marks a first 
for the bank. 

Lefavour is the first woman in the 
Winchester Savings Bank to reach such a 
high management position. Before her 
promotion to the job, all senior and 
middle management positions were held 
by men — even though female employees 
outnumber males eight to one. 


As Asst. Treasurer and Personnel 
Director, '•Lefavour said she was the 
likely candidate for the position. 

“I think my areas of concern here 
(personnel and marketing) put me on the 
management team,” she acknowledged. 
“I’m the same person as before and I 
make the same amount of money but my 
personal feeling is that my credibility

has been established. It really gives the 
role of personnel management more 
credibility.” 

And Lefevour said her new title holds 
an additional significance for the bank. 

“It also shows that the Board of 
Trustees was able to break through the 
barrier of concern for the male-female 
situation here," she noted. “1 don’t feel 
that male-female was an issue in my 
election at all.” 

Lefevour said she has not encountered 
problems with the male employees who 
work under her. 

“The men here are very receptive to a 
woman," she said. “I don’t think I’ve put 
a crimp in their style. 

“I think it’s because I have tried hard 
not to be a ‘pushy broad,’ ” she con¬ 
tinued. “Some women give us a bad 
name and I’m not about to do that.” 

Lefevour’s career has not crimped the 
style of her marriage, either. In fact, she 
said her career has opened new horizons 
for her and her husband, who is Director 
of Alumnae relations at Tufts University.

“A woman must have a supportive 
husband for this to work.” she stressed. 
“You get to the point when you have to 
decide whose career is more important 
— whose dinner do you go to and so forth. 

“We’ve talked about what happens if I 
go beyond him in salary and his reaction 
was, ‘Good, more for us,’ ” she con¬ 
tinued. “It’s an ‘us’ marriage and I tnink 
it has to be that way.” 

Lefevour and her husband have en¬ 
joyed some role-sharing in the process. 

“I absolutely detested food shopping 
alter doing it for 20 years,” she said. 
“Now my husband does it. I work later 
than him on Fridays and when I come 
home, it’s all done. And he’s proud of 
doing it. 

“I still cook and do the laundry but he 
does the vacuuming,” she continued. 
"He doesn’t mind vacuuming whereas I 
detest it. 

“You find men really don’t mind 
doing these things but we ‘superwomen’ 
feel it’s not living up to our wifely duties 
to let them,” she added. “But they really 
don’t mind — it works out super for us.” 

A 1953 Liberal Arts graduate of Colby 
Sawyer College, Lefavour worked for the 
telephone company until she became 
pregnant and her boss asked her leave. 

“That’s what you had to do in those 
days,” she recalled. 

Eighteen years later, she returned as 
a receptionist-typist for UNEX Lab in 
Danvers. 

“I took the job there because it was 
convenient,” she said. “It was close to 
home and I could easily get to my kids if 
they needed me.” 

Lefevour was allowed to make good 
use of her personnel skills and as she set 
up UNEX’s first personnel department. 


She later became treasurer of the 
company. 

But that wasn’t enough. “I came to 
the end of the challenge there,” she said. 
“I had gotten as high up as I could go and 
decided to make a change. I heard about 
this job (Winchester Savings Bank 
Personnel Director) and here I am.” 

Lefavour is confident that her present 
position will keep her enthusiastic. 

“I think I will find it a challenge here 
for quite awhile,” she laughed. “We have 
an extremely progressive president and 
he gives a feeling of growth and potential 
and my immediate boss gives me the 
latitude for decision-making which is 
very important to me.” 

Lefevour said she is now working on 
an in-house training program at the bank 
and more career path development. But 
she takes a special interest in helping 
women further their careers. 

“I find women aren’t always aware of 
their skills and they tend to be hard on 
themselves,” she said. “Women can go a 
long way if they can take the knocks. And 
there are knocks.” 

But there are pleasures, too, as the 
new Assistant Vice President of Win¬ 
chester Savings Bank will gladly attest.

Winchester Must Have Its Head In The Sand 



Myopia 
Could Ruin 
Character 

By SUSANSCHNECK 

A strong undercurrent of 
paranoia surges through this town 
regarding accessory housing. 

At Town Meeting Thursday 
night, people all but came right out 
and said they were afraid that the 
availability of lower-income housing 
in Winchester would attract un¬ 
desirables. 

Several people claimed that the 
influx of new residents would 
damage the character of Winchester. 
They warned that Winchester might 
become another Somerville if a few 
people were allowed to create a small 
apartment in some of the large 
houses in town. With small apart¬ 
ments available, Winchester’s 
proximity to Boston and easy access 
to mass transportation would vir¬ 
tually invite lower class renters to 
town, apartment opponents claimed. 

It is important to determine 
exactly who these potential un¬ 
desirables are and the damage they 
would inflict on the “character of 
Winchester” — that holy aura which 
some people seem inclined to 
preserve and protect at all costs. 

As a Winchester resident who 
pays a comparatively low rent and 
lives with two unrelated individuals, 

I am probably one of those un¬ 
desirables. 

But I do not believe that I have 
caused this town any great suffering 
by living here. On the contrary, most 
of my time is involved in town ac¬ 
tivities. And the grass outside my 
house is always neat and I don’t 
litter the streets or spit in public. 

The people who would most 
likely want to rent an accessory 
apartment would either be young 
people, like myself, who cannot 
afford to buy a house, or elderly 
couples or individuals pn fixed in¬ 
comes. 


The bottle bill’s time has come. 

After eight years of debate, 
defeats and gubernatorial vetoes, 
the bottle bill is within one 
legislative vote of becoming law. 

And with phone calls to un¬ 
decided senators from citizens 
around the commonwealth, it can 
become law. A similar flood of 
support from constituents succeeded 
in convincing 108 state represen¬ 
tatives this week to override Gov. 
Edward J. King’s veto. 

You might not believe that your 
one phone call will make a dif¬ 
ference. But your call, and your 
neighbor’s call and dozens of other 
calls from ordinary citizens can and 
does work. 

Ask state representative Edward 
A. LeLacheur. “I personally don’t 
like the bottle bill,” LeLacheur told 
reporters after the override. “But 


The effect on the town would 
simply be more but still not drastic 
diversity. Younger families could 
move here — people with energy 
they could direct toward town ac¬ 
tivities. 

Elderly people who own some of 
the large houses in question could 
move into the accessory apartments 
themselves so that a larger family 
could better utilize the space in the 
house.

my job is to vote what I think my 
district wants. I received a lot of 
calls and it was obvious to me that 
most of the people in my area 
wanted the bill.” 

Six other representatives who 
had been on record as opposing the 
bottle bill switched in the face of 
constituent pressure. 

It worked once. It can work 
again. And it should. 

Everyone agrees that it will 
clean up the environment. You don’t 
have to be an avid hiker or eco-nut to 
appreciate how much streets, 
playgrounds, beaches and other 
public places would be improved by 
the elimination of razor-sharp 
shattered glass and twisted metal. 

And the old straw man about job 
losses following the passage of bottle 
bills has been knocked down by the 
experiences of four other New 


tually empty house enhance the 
character of the town? Houses of 
this sort are difficult to maintain, 
particularly on a fixed income, and 
also attract burglers when the empty 
nest phenomenon hits and leaves one 
person or no one at home all day. 

Should we measure someone’s 
potential asset to his or her town by 
wealth? Should every potential 
Winchester resident be screened 
before granted approval to move 
here? 

The anti-accessory apartment 
argument of protecting Winchester’s 
character is simply not realistic. In 
fact, if Winchester does not. lift its 
head out of the sand on this matter, 


England states and now, in 
Michigan, by an industrial state like 
our own. As a matter of fact, the 
Michigan experience shows that, 
while there might be an short-term 
loss of jobs, the long range job 
Outlook is for an increase of five to 
ten fold. So while industry op¬ 
ponents of the bottle bill predict 200 
people will lose their jobs, it is 
reasonable to assume that as many 
as 2000 jobs will be created in retail 
stores, processing plants and 
recycling operations 

One indication of the weakness 
of the job loss argument is the fact 
that Governor King, a long-time 
opponent of the bottle bill, didn’t 
even mention the job issue in his 
veto message. 

Governor King did claim that 
the bill was anti-consumer, an 
equally uninformed position. There 


the myopia itself could destroy the 
town’s character. 

Winchester could become a one- 
lunged animal. Many of its elderly 
residents will be forced to move out. 
These people have long been the 
backbone of this town and their love 
of Winchester has been called one of 
its strongest assets. 

If people who love their town 
and have devoted a great deal of 
energy to its betterment want to 
remain a resident, shouldn’t we help 
them? 

If there are no housing alter¬ 
natives to the $100,000 con¬ 
dominiums shooting up all over 
town, Winchester’s residents will 


is certainly some inconvenience 
associated with returnable bottles 
and cans, but the consumer who 
would have to store and return 
bottles is the same person who could 
walk barefoot on a beach. 

Public opinion surveys show 
that approximately 70 percent of 
Bay State residents want a bottle 
bill. Only 49 state representatives, 
of 157 voting, opposed the override. 

According to a recent poll of the 
senators, 24 favored the bill 10 were 
opposed and four were undecided. If 
the same 38 vote (Senate President 
William M. Bulger is in Europe and 
not expected back by next week and 
Senator Alan D. Sisitsky has been 
suspended from the Senate), only 25 
votes would be needed to override 
the governor’s veto and make the 
bill law.

There’s Still 
Time For 
Compassion

If the present generation of 
Winchester residents were - to be 
called before the blindfolded maiden 
of justice, they would do well to 
remember last Thursday night. 

For more than two hours, Town 
Meeting members debated the 
merits of changing the zoning laws 
to allow one-family homes built 
after March 10, 1924 to include a 
rentable apartment. 

According to Connie Williams of 
the League of Women Voters and 
her supporters, these “accessory 
apartments” would have solved two 
problems for the town: its need to 
provide inexpensive housing for the 
elderly and for the young, and a 
desire by residents of large, 
beautiful, and empty homes to put 
extra space to profitable use. 

For the article to pass, two very 
special things were necessary; a two- 
thirds majority and a show of 
compassion. 

Unfortunately the failure to 
achieve one necessarily implies the 
failure to achieve the other. 

From the outset, Williams made 
it clear that the article would not 
call for a revolutionary change in the 
town’s beloved zoning by-laws. 
Based upon participation figures for 
the neighboring towns of Concord 
and Lincoln, Williams projected that 
between two and ten homes per year 
would be so converted in Winchester 
if the article were approved. A 
small, innocent number but enough 
to test the program’s effectiveness. 

Thursday night, however, 
callousness would rule. 

From every corner of the hall 
came cries from the landed gentry. 
This seemingly innocent proposal to 
legalize a widely acknowledged 
clandestine activity had stirred the 
elitists: Do not threaten our 
property values! Our Winchester 
won’t do with the low-life these 
apartments would attract! Sell your 
home if it’s too big! 

Sally Kincaid was absolutely 
correct when she said on the Town 
Meeting floor that Winchester 
should not be closed off by a wall of 
“sanctimonious myth.” Un¬ 
fortunately, that is exactly what 
Town Meeting members voted to do 
on Thursday night. 

Winchester is virtually sealed 
shut to those seeking small, inex¬ 
pensive apartments. 

Wake up Winchester. There is a 
saying that those who live by the 
sword will also die by it. Let’s amend 
that to say that those who live by 
vanity will necessarily suffer the 
wrath of the final judge or at least 
the judge in their own conscience.

Prop. 2.5 Did Not Live Up To Promise 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Like many other property owners, we 
recently paid our real estate tax with last 
year’s assessment and rate as a basis. 
Hut on that basis this tax amounts to 
about it per cent of the assessment. With 
Proposition 2.5 in force the tax obviously 
should be about one third less than last 
year’s tax. That 1 am sure was the ex¬ 
pectation of every citizen who voted for 
Proposition 2.5. 

Obviously the town authorities expect 
the real estate tax based on the ongoing 
re-evaluation to be at least the same as 
last year and most probably higher. Is 
this what we voted for? Is Winchester by 
any chance a sweet Eden in the horrible 
jungle of Massachusetts real estate 
taxes? 

A comparison with real estate taxes 
elsewhere in the country makes it 
abundantly clear that Winchester, in this 
regard is no better than most other cities 
and towns in the Commonwealth. The 
media have ad nauseam been blaming 
Prop. 2.5 for the reduction in services to 
the public when they should have lieen 
hammering away at the fact that past 


waste and corruption are the culprits. 

Hut even with no waste or corruption, 
the real estate tax is a regressive lax and 
its use ns the main source of income for 
the city or town government is senseless. 
There is no way to make it fair and it 
completely disregards the ability to pay.

But the screams are crazy and joyful and 
the screamers always come back for more.

“It just makes you feel better to 
whoop and holler and get out all the 
frustrations of.the day. It's like a release.” 

“People may be tired when they walk in 
but when they leave, they’re walking on 
air,” she continued. “Jazzercise gives 
people a lift from their everyday stress and 
strain.” 

Screnci is quick to point out that jaz¬ 
zercise does not attract only the out-of- 
shape or overweight set. 

“People always say to me, 'You’re thin 
enough, why do you have to exercise so 
much?”’ she complained. "But that’s not 
the only reason why people exercise. They 
do it to stay fit, to improve their emotional 
health and to keep their heart rates at a 
good level.” 

Watching the 47-year-old mother of five 
out perform all of her jazzercisers while she 
smiles and hollers away would make a good 
case for exercise to even the most stubborn 
disbeliever.

Those loud, gusty vibrations emanating 
from the First Congregational and 
Crawford Memorial Churches at various 
intervals five days a week are not hallelujah 
choruses. 

They’re not even energetic renditions of 
the Lord’s Prayer.

Multitudes of residents from high 
schoolers to grandmothers are flocking to 
the two churches to hear Woburn dance 
instructor Lorraine Screnci preach her 
gospel of fitness and fun. 

Screnci is one of Massachusetts’ five 
certified jazzercise instructors. Since June, 
she has been showing a fast-growing 
number of jazzercisers in town how to smile 
while they sweat. 

The idea behind jazzercise is to turn a 
potentially grueling and boring workout into 
an hour of fitness and fun. Peppy dance 
movements are matched to the beat of 
swinging music which ranges from ragtime 
to jazz to country to disco. 

. Classes of fifty — mostly women — just 
about shake the church walls stomping, 
stretching and strutting to trim, tone and 
strengthen their bodies. The routines em¬ 
phasize cardio-vascular, emotional and 
metabolic improvement. 

And toward the end of the 50-minute 
strenuous workouts, the sweat-soaked 
jazzercisers are still smiling and whooping 
while they convince their weary bodies to 
finish those last ‘cool-down’ exercises. 

There is always enough energy at the 
end of class to applaud Screnci who has just 
put on quite a show herself — screaming, 
counting and praising and singing to 
'psyche up’ her group.

If the Sachems ever needed a big play 
in this topsy-turvy Middlesex League 
season, it was Saturday against 
Burlington. 

By the half, Burlington was barely 


leading the Sachems, 8-7. Both teams 
needed the win to stay in the . Middlesex 
League race.

They got five yards away from the 
goal line. Burlington quarterback Shawn 
Maguire drilled a pass toward receiver 
Chris Torton, standing on the far left of 
the goal line. 

Suddenly, there was Steve Costello 
leaping and hauling in the ball in the end 
zone. 

Costello landed, tore up the right 
sideline with fellow captain Paul 
Manganaro running interference, out¬ 
distanced the only obstacle — Maguire — 
and took the ball in for the touchdown. 

The Red Devils would never recover. 

“It kind of broke their backs,” said 
coach Manny Marshall. “That kind of big 
play always does — the touchdown return 
on the kick-off, that kind of thing. 

“Our outside guys really put pressure 
on their quarterback,” said Marshall, 
explaining the play. “Manganaro and 
Jeff Lavey really croaked their quar¬ 
terback just as he got the ball off. As a 
matter of fact, Lavey hit him just as he 
released the ball. 

“He (Maguire) had to put enough of 
an arc on in it so Costello was able to get 
to the ball,” the coach said. 

“Actually, I was just so pleased that 
he caught the ball, I didn’t care how far 
he ran,” Marshall added.

The Red' Devils never managed to 
recreate the drive that wasn’t.

Sachems soccer coach Gene Bouley 
must have said the magic words to his 
troops as they huddled at half-time 
during the first-round Eastern 
Massachusetts Divisional game against 
Shawsheen Tech.

The other members of the Committee 
are: Jane Smith, Mathematics Depart¬ 
ment; Phyllis Nannis, Guidance 
Department; Alfred Duhamel, Language 
Department; and William Chase and 
John Limongiello of the Science 
Department. 

NEASC membership requires that a 
school undergo a self-study and formal 
evaluation once every ten years. The 
Steering Committee’s responsibilities

reports from various stafi sub¬ 
committees and making necessary 
preparations for the evaluation team s 
visit. 

According to Larocco, “the self-study 
will include the creation of a School and 
Community Report which will provide 
extensive information about the town as 
well as the school and the students it 
serves; the development of a statement 
of philosophy and objectives which 
reflect the needs, abilities and goals of 
the students; and a comprehensive 
assessment of all educational programs 
within the school.

membership ranged from thirty to 
seventy and dropped sharply during 
World Wars I and II. The growth of new 
suburbs took many members away from 
the W. Roxbury area. Formal newspaper 
notices and dress gave way to monthly 
Saturday night party-play-readings.

“I love every minute of it,” she ex¬ 
claimed. "It’s like show biz. You’re up there 
performing, whooping, hollering and 
moving the whole time. Jazzercise is the 
best thing that has ever happened to me. ’ ’ 

Screnci could easily pass for thirty and 
she doesn’t seem to have to suffer at all to 
keep her firm, trim shape. 

“I eat anything I want,” she said. “One 
woman once said to me, ’oh, you don’t eat 
ice cream,’ and I told her, ’of course I do. J 
eat all that stuff. I don’t deprive myself.’” 

Screnci was first attracted to jazzercise 
a year and a half ago when she read a 
magazine article. 

"I liked the idea that you could bring a 
joyous type of dance program to people in 
the form of exercise which anyone can do,” 
said Screnci, who also teaches ballet and 
tap dance. "It appealed to me in that it was 
especially geared to the non-dancer.” 

Created in 1972 by the now in¬ 
ternationally-acclaimed Judi Sheppard 
Misset of California, this dance-fitness 
program has fast become popular. 

In Winchester, Scenci’s classes attract 
jazzercisers from 111 towns some as far 
away as Hingham and Sudbury. But while it 
is easy for her to attract a large female

following, Screnci points out that men are 
not as receptive to jazzercise. 

“The first thing men think of when they 
think about exercising is that they want a 
manly work-out,” she acknowledged. 

“But they dorj't realize that the 50- 
minute class is a dynamic program that 
reaches every part of the body and is an 
especially good warm-up for football 
players or any men playing any sport. 

“It’s for everybody,” she emphasized. 

Classes may be available to everyone, 
but it is not as easy to become an instructor. 

Instructors are carefully screened. They 
have to qualify for a training workshop and 
are all observed by Misset, the jazzercise 
creator herself, before they can be certified. 

And although only five people in 
Massachusetts are certified jazzercise 
instructors, two of them reside on Columbia 
rd. in Woburn — Screnci and her 24-year-old 
daughter, Paula. 

“We’re a mother-daughter team,” 
Screnci exclaimed proudly, adding that her 
daughter is as addicted to jazzercise as she 
is. 

“You have to love it to become an in¬ 
structor,” she said. “You just want 
everyone else to know about jazzercise and 
to know what it feels like to be healthy.”

In the strongest and lengthiest 
arguement against accessory apart¬ 
ments, Martin J. O'Donnell of Everett 
ave . argued that the cost of creating an 
apartment was so great that it would not 
benefit the elderly at all. 

‘‘The cost of converting a house into 
an apartment will be thousands of 
dollars,” he claimed. 

‘Those who will do it are not the 
elderly but the younger with more to gain 
over a long period of time. The likely cost 
of converting and the years it will take 
before it can pay off might force them 
(elderly) to reconsider. 

“The need for apartments in Win¬ 
chester shouldn't be done willy-nilly,” he 
continued “If the homes are too large for 
people, let them sell them and move to a 
smaller house.” 

The question of who might end up 
renting these apartments also spurred 
some comment, from persons concerned 
about preserving the character of 
Winchester. 

By-law opponents contended that 
Winchester’s proximity to Boston and 
access to mass transportation could 
attract every type of person. 

“Winchester is not a low socio¬ 
economic town like the other towns 
around Boston,” said Ronald Skates, of 
Brooks st. “It has a sense of community 
spirit and I believe that this, along with 
its closeness to Boston, is the town’s 
greatest advantage. 

“I can’t help but believe that the 
character of this town will change if this 
article passes,” he stressed. “Somerville 


is a fine town but it has no character.” 

This argument sparked some sharp 
responses. 

Saying that she owns a 14-room home 
with four bathrooms and two kitchens, 
Sally Kincaid of Precinct 8 said that she 
has a fairly empty house now, with only 
two kids at home, but she has no financial 
need to sell it. 

“I am not looking for a halo to glow in 
the dark, but I would like to let those who 
need the space use it,” she said. “Why 
should a usable building not be used by 
those who need it? Why don’t we let 
people into Winchester? 

“Let’s share our town,” she urged. 
“We all came in from the outside our¬ 
selves. You can’t close off Winchester 
with a wall of sanctimonious myth.” 

Kincaid and others also claimed that 
there are already many illegal accessory 
apartments in town and that this practice 
will increase as financial pressures in¬ 
crease. 

After the meeting, LWV President 
Judith Muggia said she would defy the 
opponents of accessory apartments to 
walk up and down the streets and point 
out how all the alleged existing illegal 
apartments ruin the character of the 
town. 

“There was quite a bit said at Town 
Meeting regarding that elusive quality of 
character in Winchester,” she said. “But 
1 wonder if that character is better suited 
to the unsafe .iiegal apratments in 
Winchester.” 

Muggia also said she was “having 
difficulty coping with the paranoia

people seem to have about other kinds of 
people coming into town. 


“I find that issue hard to address as 
an adult," she said. “We’re squeezing the 
population possibilities in this town.

Town Meeting members. “If you don’t 
want the service, fine.

Golden, however, did not think the 
surplus fund had so much extra money 
lying around.

plastic container and had my dinner,” he 
began. “It turned out to be the best 
dinner I’ve had in all my 30 years of 
marriage.”

McDonough, who has had the cable 
for about a month, added that the 
reception was better and there were 
more programs on cable than on regular 
television. 

Debbie Carroll, who lives on Cross st., 
also said that everyone in her family 
found something they liked on cable. 

“The kids have watched Superman, 
we’ve watched Ordinary People and 
Private Benjamin,” she said. 

“There are a lot of other programs 
besides movies,” she said. “The kids 
enjoy it because they’re into sports and 
no uiauer wnat time they turn it on there 
is some game on. 

“I enjoy it mostly for the variety,” she 
continued. “I work nights, so when the 
kids go to school I can sit down, relax for 
a few hours and watch a movie.” 

Ruth Stevenson of Hemingway st. said 
she enjoyed having cable because she 
could watch movies at times they just 
aren’t shown on regular television. 

“I like to watch the movies on early 
Sunday morning about 6,” she said. 
“Usually there is nothing but Abbot and 
Costello movies on, and we know all of 
(hose by heart.” 

And even if she misses a particular 
movie Sunday morning, Stevenson ad¬ 
ded, she can always catch the film when 
it is re-run Sunday night.

“I hope they take steps to insure 
adequate buffer zones, make sure no¬ 
glare lights (which were recommended 
in the EOEA decision) are installed and 
keep the noise down’” he added. 

“We do have quite a noise problem up 
here," he said. 

Chane added that he hoped the garage 
would end the persistant problem of 
hospital visitors parking their cars along 
Highland ave. 

I would hope that it would be built as 
planned — with no fee — and absolutely 
no cars on the street,” he said. “We have 
sacrificed quite a bit for the hospital 
recently, it’s time we got something 
back.”

Moss Sues Board For $1 Million 
Over Carriage Hill III Rejection 


By WILLIAM COHAN 

Keeping true to his word to fight the 
matter of Carriage Hill III in a court of 
law, attorney Jack J. Moss has filed a 
civil suit against the Planning Board for 
$1 million on behalf of his wife. 

Filed Oct 23 in Middlesex Superior 
Court, the suit is the result of an Oct. 5 
unanimous Planning Board vote against 
Moss’ Carriage Hill III proposal for 
building single-family homes. 

As that meeting came to a close, Alan 
Altman, Moss’ attorney, shook his finger 
at the Planning Board andsaid, ‘Til see 
you all in court.” 

Named in the suit are the Board’s five 
members: Marion G. Crandall, 

Alexander J. Fay, Harry A. Lindmark 
III, Charles N. Tseckares, and Clarence 
S. Borggaard. 

Carriage Hill III is Moss’ fourth 


proposed subdivision for this area in 19 
years. The 20 houses currently on the hill 
form Carriage Hill I, approved in 1966 
after years of negotiation between Moss 
and the Board. Carriage Hill II, a 
proposal for town-house condominiums, 
ended up in Middlesex Superior Court 
which recently ruled in favor of the 
Planning Board’s decision to disapprove 
the subdivision. Carriage Hill IIA, a 
single-home subdivision, received the 
Board’s approval in 1978. Aside from 
blasting through rock for several new 
roads, Moss did not develop the area. 
And now he no longer owns that land (see 
related story). 

According to Robbie Whitten, vice- 
president of the Sachem Woods Cor¬ 
poration, Moss sold 65 acres of un¬ 
developed land to Sachem Woods for 
$1,409,728 on April 3, 1981. The land ap¬ 


proved for Carnage Hill IIA and the 
proposed site of Carriage Hill III, as well 
as the land the Whittens plan to build 
Sachem Woods on were part of the April 
sale. The land for Sachem Woods in¬ 
cludes the Carriage Hill III acreage 
while Carriage Hill IIA is a separate 
piece of property. 

The Whittens are proposing to con¬ 
struct 114 condominiums on Carriage Hill 
at a per unit cost ranging from $160,000 to 
$ 220 , 000 . 

According to the three-count suit, 
Moss claims that ‘‘the conduct of the 
individual members of the Planning 
Board, requiring the plaintiff to provide 
access over and build roads, deprives her 
of her rights under the Constitution of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to

N ightmare

Remember the American Dream 
House? 

In the last few months, it has become 
a nightmare. 

Interest rates of 18 percent have 
scared away home buyers and forced 
half of the banks in, town to indefinitely 
discontinue home mortgage loans. 

Local realtors say business is ‘‘at a 
standstill” with sales off as much as 75 
percent. ‘‘We’re just holding on,” said 
Elektra Apostolou, of Allen and Elektra 
Realty. 

“A lot of people are being forced out of 
the (realty) business,” said Frank 
LaSalle, of Swanson Realty. 

Of the six banks in town, Cam- 
bridgeport Savings, Old Colony, and 
Winchester Co-Operative can no longer 
afford to offer mortgage loans ‘‘It’s 
something we thought this bank would 
never come to,” said Ed Goodwin, loan 
officer at Winchester Co-Operative. 

The interest rate nightmare is causing 
something Americans thought this 
country would never see — appreciation 
of property values has ground to a halt. 

“We are now in a situation that 
creates deflated price values,” said Jay 
McGoldrick of the Bay Bank of 
Burlington, where loans for Winchester’s 
Bay Bank are processed. 

It is a situation typified by one 17-year 
resident’s predicament — his home has 
been on the market for three months, and 
he has yet to receive a single offer for it. 

“Definitely, we’ve never run into a 
situation like this where it has been so 
slow,” said the resident who asked not to 
be named. 

But in this bleak and clouded 
situation, there is one group with access 
to a silver lining — the buyer who can use 
the conditions to talk prices down, if, and 
it is a high-priced if, he or she has the 
capital for a 20 percent down payment 
and the income for 18 percent mortgage 
payments. 

“It’s a buyer’s market now,” said 
Anthony Petrucci, vice president and 
senior loan officer at Winchester 
Savings. “They can do some wheeling 
and dealing and get prices down.” 

Apparently, the wheeling and dealing 
is paying off. “We went from zero to 
seven mortgages in the last three 
weeks,” said Petrucci. “Business is 
picking up for us. The reason is that 
people are tired of waiting for loan rates 
to drop.” 

But impatience with the rate situation 
is not most home buyers’ problem — 
coming up with the cash for payments is. 

“The big hurdle is that hurdle of being 
able to qualify (for the loan) as far as the 
bank is concerned,” said Ann Blackham 
of Ann Blackham and Co. 

“People cannot take the rates,” 
commented Apostolou. “People start to 
go through the process (of getting a loan) 
and when they see the figures, they 
freeze.” 

And for good reason. Local realtors 
quoted the average price of a home in 
Winchester as ranging between $95,000 
and $135,000. Taking a $100,000 home and 
an 18 percent mortgage as an example,

Amberwood Estates Developers 
Sue Board For Release Of Lots

The Planning Board, Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall observed, “is a favorite 
target for suits” 

The board became a target again on 
Nov. 3, for the second time-in two weeks. 
This time, the suit is not for money — it’s 
for land. 

The developers of the Amberwood 
Estates are suing the board to win the 
release of the 20 remaining unsold lots on 
Amberwood dr. and Simonds rd. 

The developers, Robert Johnson of 
Lexington and Pitt Construction Co. of 
Acton, filed the suit in Middlesex 
Superior Court against the Planning 
Board, Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia, and 
Building Inspector Arthur Gallagher. 

The suit charges that those officials 
have blocked the issuance of occupancy 
permits for the remaining 20 lots, making 


it impossible for the developers to sell the 
properties. 

The suit said that Johnson has 
“several prospective buyers for the lots” 
not released and for the houses already 
constructed on the land. 

The fact that he cannot sell the seven 
lots he owns has placed Johnson “on the 
verge of bankruptcytcy” the suit said. 

In an affidavit, Johnson stated that he 
owed $339,098.93 on development loans 
from the Winchester Savings Bank and 
the Home Savings Bank. 

“For every day those obligations 
remain outstanding,” the affidavit 
stated, Johnson is charged $150.69. 

On the defendant’s side, Ciarcia said 
in an affidavit that “certain unfinished 
works requirements are necessary 
before the existing or proposed dwellings 
can be considered safe for occupancy.” 


In his affidavit, Ciarcia noted that the 
sewer main “in its entirety” had not been 
tested to see if it were properly installed, 
und that the development’s water mains 
had not been tested to insure no coliform 
bacteria was present and that that the 
water was safe to drink. 

Ciarcia also noted that two sewer lines 
had not been tested and certified as 
properly installed, all sewer lines needed 
cleaning, and the development’s pum¬ 
ping station needed heaters, a pressure 
gauge, and an alarm system hooked into 
the police station to notify the town if 
power failed at the pumping station. 

On Sept. 10, Johnson and Pitt Con¬ 
struction submitted a request in writing 
that the Planning Board release the 
remaining lots.

Bottle Bill Victory Shatters 
Local Merchants, Pleases Others

Now that the sounds of breaking glass 
have supposedly been silenced, the 
question is which will become louder 
the cheers of bottle bill proponents or the 
moans of merchants who fear stores full 
of used bottles and cans. 

In either case, Winchester may save 
money because of the decreased amount 
of garbage, which the town pays to be 
hauled away. 

It will also make the Department of 
Public Works’ clean-up job a little easier. 

“It'll help the guy who picks up the 
bottles,” said Hugh O’Brien of the DPW, 
who emphasized that no jobs should be 
lost as a result of the bottle bill. 


On Monday, the bottle bill was 
rescued from Gov King’s veto by an 
override vote of 29-10 in the state Senate, 
three more votes than needed for the two- 
thirds majority. Beginning Jan. 17, 1983, 
there will be a 5-cent refundable deposit 
required on all soft drink and beer 
containers (bottles and cans) under 32 
ounces, and a 10-cent refundable deposit 
on larger containers. 

Any retailer selling such beverage 
containers is required to accept the 
returns and pay the refund. Local 
retailers are responding to the prospect 
of their new responsibility with reactions 
ranging from fatalism to annoyance. 

“What the hell am I going to do with 


all those empty bottles,” said Berg 
Keshian, owner and manager of One or 
Two Things on Mt. Vernon st. 

“First and foremost, it creates a 
sanitation problem,” he added. “Sugar 
syrup creates toothaches, flies and a 
smell. 

“A large headache, it creates a 
problem of storage, cleanliness, and 
possible cut hands,” Keshian said, while 
displaying his knuckles scarred from the 
days when no one had heard of “No 
deposit-No return.” 

“It’s a big space problem,” said Joe 
Doherty, manager at Purity Supreme. “I

Parent’s Plea Sparks Health 
Bd. To Investigate Leukemia 


The a father of a childhood leukemia 
victim said he is “very glad” the Win¬ 
chester Board of Health has decided to 
investigate the 'incidents of childhood 
leukemia in Winchester. 

Monday night the father, Arthur Hill 
of Englewood rd., came before the board 
with some frightening statistics. 

Hill told the board he knows of three 
other cases of childhood leukemia in 
town — a number he said is between four 
and 13 times the national average. 

All the cases, he said, were diagnosed 
in the last 19 months and all have the 
same type of leukemia — acute lym¬ 
phoblastic leukemia. 

And wdth those cases occurring in a 
town downstream from the Woburn 
hazardous waste site, the suspected 
cause of 10 cases of childhood leukemia 


in E. Woburn, Hill is worried. 

“To have one child with leukemia is 
sad. To have two may be a coincidence,” 
he said after Monday’s meeting. “To 
have three is disturbing, and when you 
have four you really start asking 
questions — what is going on here?” 

Hill hopes the Board of Health can 
answer those questions. 

The board promised to undertake an 
investigation of the leukemia rate, 
although it cautioned that the health 
department may be slowed by the death 
of Health Director Robert Cagan on 
Saturday. 

The board will begin by undertaking 
an epidemiological study to pin down how 
many cases of childhood leukemia ac¬ 
tually exist in Winchester. It is asking for 
a professional epidemiologist to volun¬ 


teer to begin the study. 

“I see this as absolutely essential,” 
said Hill. “The question is whether it is 
only four cases in 19 months, or five cases 
or six...” 

Before we can decide anything, we 
have to know if these four kids are it or 
not.” 

Hill noted that privacy laws prevented 
either him or the Board of Health from 
culling statistics from the computers of 
cancer treatment centers such as the 
Sidney Farber Institute, where his 5- 
year-old son Jeffrey is treated. 

“If someone has a child with leukemia 
and they go to the Farber Institute on' 
Thursday, then we know about them 
because we see them there.” Hill said.

“Or if someone we know knows someone 
and tells us to get in touch. 

Of the four cases he knows of, Hill 
said, “one we met in the Farber Institute. 
One was treated at Massachusetts 
General, and we knew of them because 
they called when they heard our child 
had leukemia. The other we met through 
a relative who said ‘by the way...’. 

“That’s an informal and weak way to 
find out how many cases we have,” he 
said. “Before we can establish something 
is going on, we have to find out how many 
other children have leukemia.” 

Hill noted that his own statistics on the 
incidence rate of cancer in Winchester 
were very rough. 

“Nobody has good statistics,” he said. 

Hill based his estimate of the rate 
being four to 13 times normal on two 


studies. The first was the Center for 
Disease Control's study of E. Woburn, 
which concluded that in a community of 
1700, there should be eight-tenths of a 
case in 15 years. 

Applying that figure against Win¬ 
chester’s 21,000 population, Hill 
estimated that having four cases in 19 
months was 13 times what it should be. 

The other statistics used by Hill were 
of national incidence rates. The figures 
showed 6000 new cases of cancer a year, 
a third of which were leukemia cases. 
Even that general number showed 
Winchester four times above the norm. 

Hill noted that he had spoken with 
Board of Health member N. Bruce 
Hanes, who had done some rough 
estimates of his own. 

“He came up with numbers identical 


to mine,” said Hill. 

Yet Hill cautioned that his figure are 
still very rough. And he said that is why 
an epidmioiogical study is important. 

“You’ve got to find out how many 
cases were diagnosed in the last 10 years, 
how many are homegrown cases — and 
we qualify for that, we’ve lived here for 
five years — and how many are tran¬ 
splanted from Woburn,” he said. “It does 
need an epidemiologist, rather than you 
and me knocking on doors and sending 
out cards.” 

Hill also requested, and the board 
agreed, that the town test the water for 
the presence of toxic chemicals. 

A study by the federal Enviornmental 
Protection Agency this summer showed 
that toxic wastes from Woburn were 
leaching into Winchester through the

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Moss Sues To Develop Property He Has Sold 


By WILLIAM COHAN 

Jack Moss is suing the Planning 
Board for one million dollars and the 
right to build a subdivision on a piece of 
land he does not own. 

Moss told this reporter that he and his 
wife no longer own the property on which 
he has proposed to build a single-family 
home development called Carriage Hill 
III. Robbie Whitten, a director of the 
Sachem Woods Corporation, agreed that 
Moss no longer owns that land. 

Whitten said Sachem Woods Corp., 
which is proposing a 110-unit con¬ 
dominium development, is the new 
owner of both Carriage Hill IIA acreage 
and the land proposed for Carriage Hill 
III. 

According to Whitten, the only 
property Moss owns in the area is his own 
house. 

Why then is Moss suing the Planning 
Board for the right to build this sub¬ 
division? 


Moss and Whitten agree that payment 
for the April 2,1981 sale of approximately 
52 acres on Carriage Hill to Sachem 
Woods (including both the land for 
Carriage Hill IIA and for Carriage Hill 
III) hinges upon Planning Board ap¬ 
proval of a subdivision for the site. 

According to Moss and Whitten, until 
the Board approves either plan, Moss 
cannot collect either the principal or the 
interest from the sale of land to Sachem 
Woods Corp. The Board must approve 
either Carriage Hill III or the Whittens’ 
Sachem Woods proposal (both projects 
involve the same piece of land) before 
Moss can begin receiving payment for 
the land, they said. 

Winning the present court case would 
allow Moss to begin receiving the $1.4 
million he is owed by the Whittens, ac¬ 
cording to his suit filed Oct. 23 in Mid¬ 
dlesex Superior Court. 

However, when the Planning Board 
disapproved the Carriage Hill III project 


and the Whittens removed their proposal 
from the fall Town Meeting agenda. Moss 
could not claim payment from Sachem 
Woods. He subsequently sued the 
Planning Board for one million dollars 
claiming a breach of constitutional right!* 

“1 was misled by the Planning 
Board,” Moss claimed Monday. “When I 
first brought this subdivision plan to the 
Board in 1972 for their approval, they 
returned it with a detailed punch list of 
things that needed to be changed. We 
spend a lot of money to correct these 
problems. I complied with it just like 
they wanted me to. I was led to believe 
that, if I complied, they would approve 
the subdivision. They misled me and cost 
me a lot of money. 

“I want that money back now,” Moss 
continued. “When I asked for approval 
again (Oct. 1981), they gave me another 
punch list totaling thirteen more pages. I 
didn’t know anything about that. We had 
Miller and Nylander comply with it. 1 


want to get paid for the loss of that 
money.” 

Whitten and Moss disagree about why 
Sachem Woods Corp. removed their 
project from consideration at the Fall 
Town Meeting. 

“We felt it was an inappropriate time 
to ask the town for a zoning change given 
the tremendous confusion surrounding 
the Wedgewood Place condominiums,” 
said Whitten. 

“This will be the first PRD (Planning 
Residential Development) in Win¬ 
chester,” he continued. “That’s a big 
problem, but the better people un¬ 
derstand this new concept, the more 
easily they will accept it.” The Whittens 
are seeking a zoning change from single 
residence to a PRD. 

Sachem Woods Corp. withdrew their 
proposal when Carriage Hill III bad been 
rejected by the Planning Board and 
seemed headed for a lengthy court 
process. Asked if they had withdrawn 


their proposal because they could now 
own the land without paying for it im¬ 
mediately, Whitten responded, “That is 
not a correct assumption. That is not 
all our motivation. There is a lot of 
confusion about this property that needs 
to be cleared up. People in ibis town do 
not vote for something that they do not 
understand.” 

Moss answered the same question 
differently. “That is exactly what they 
are doing,” he said. 

The Whittens are now considering 
asking for a special Town Meeting for 
March 1, 1982. Since Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall believes that it will take 
years to resolve Moss’ recent court case 
against the Planning Board, Moss will 
have to wait at least until March to 
receive payment for the land 

Planning Board Chairman Marion 
Crandall understands that the Board is 
being sued to approve a development 
that apparently will never be built. 


“The Moss’ owned the land when they 
first submitted the proposal to the 
Board,” she said. “That is what we are 
being held responsible for and that is why 
we are considering his (Moss’) 
proposal.” 

Although Whitten said he thought that 
Moss now probably regrets his con¬ 
ditional agreement with Sachem Woods, 
Moss said he predicated his agreement 
with the Whittens on subdivision ap¬ 
proval because he believed tht Carriage 
Hill III would win Planning Board sup¬ 
port. If the town approves a zoning 
change permitting construction of 
Sachem Woods, then the Carriage Hill III 
development proposal is moot. 

But Moss said that he wants Carriage 
Hill III approved even if Sachem Woods 
is approved. “I hold the mortgage on this 
land," he explained. “If the Whittens 
default on their payments, I will take the 
land back and build the Carriage Hill III 
development.” 


Whittens And Mahoney Deal 


Monopoly was never so complicated. 

Margaret Mahoney met with Rob, 
Chub, and Amy Whitten in front of the 
Planning Board Monday night to discuss 
the Whitten’s plan to build roads and 
easements on Mahonev’s land, Heritage 
III. 

The Whittens want access through 
Mahoney’s land for their yet-to-be 
proposed Sachem Woods development. 
The Whittens have offered Mahoney a 
deal, which is to build roads through 
Heritage III in exchange for easements 
on her land. 

Mahoney, the first to speak at the 
meeting, wanted the board to tell her how- 
the roads proposed by the Whittens would 
affect future development of her land, 
Heritage III. 


The board wanted to know what was 
going on. 

“What’s going on here tonight?” 
asked Planning Board member Charles 
Tseckares. “Why don’t you tell me what 
the heck you’re doing.” 

"Good question,” replied Mahoney, 
who came to the board ostensibly to ask 
whether the roads through Heritage III, 
as being proposed by the Whittens, would 
meet Planning Board requirements if she 
developed the land. 

“I want to make sure that the issue 
that I don’t have sufficient access will 
never be raised,” said Mahoney. “Do I 
want this done? If I’m cutting off my 
future prospects for development, then 
forget it.” 

The board informed Mahoney that

such reassurances would amount to 
approving a plan for development before 
one had actually been submitted. But 
Planning Board chairman Marion G. 
Crandall stated that access would 
probably not be a problem. 

‘‘I do see a concern with traffic ,” 
Crandall told Mahoney. 

“I think it’s to your advantage,” 
Planning Board Member Clarence 
Borggaard said to Mahoney about the 
Whitten’s plan to build roads on her land. 

“The thing we’re doing here tonight is 
to convince Margaret (Mahoney > that we 
are not selling her a bill of goods,” said 
Rob Whitten, who led his family’s 
presentation. 

They were also at the meeting to get 
preliminary feedback on their plan for 
Heritage III. The need for the Whittens to 
strike a deal with Mahoney and gain 
access through her land was illustrated 
by remarks by Borggaard. 

“The future development (Sachem 
Woods) is something we are worried 
about. We don’t want another Moss 
situation, stranded up there,” Borggaard 
said. 

The Whittens don’t want another Moss 
situation either because they now own 
Jack Moss’ land and have* plans to 
develop it. Whitten said his family would 
like to arrange a special Town Meeting 
on March 1 to get the zoning change 
needed to build on the land. Moss sold the 
land to the Whittens following the board’s 
rejection of Carriage III, Moss’ proposed 
development. A principal reason for the 
rejection was Moss’ failure to make a 
deal with Mahoney and gain access 
through her land.

Miracles Five Times A Week

To the casual observer, Dr. Martin 
Cutler is a miracle worker. 

One of his patients was able to return 
a cane needed for walking after Dr. 
Cutler operated on his right eye. Another, 
an 86-year-old lady, returned her walker 
and wanted to get a driver’s license. 

A third, whose right eye had been 
virtually useless for 62 years, developed 
20-40 vision less than one month after Dr. 
Cutler implanted an artificial lens this 
summer. 

“All 1 did was to give him back his 
vision," said Dr. Cutler, of Chesterford 
rd. “Now- he can see a human being 
walking toward him, where before he 
could only see a shape. It has enabled 
him to carry on a normal life." 

Lens implants are a new surgical 
procedure, used predominately with the 
elderly, to solve cataract problems which 
make the natural lens cloudy and 
distorted. While not designed to restore 
sight to the blind, the operation can 
restore normal sight to someone’s eye 
with vision as bad as 20-400 or worse. 

An incision is made along the top of 
the eye, then the sick natural lens is 
shattered with ultrasonic waves by a 
process called Phacoemulsification. It is 
vacuumed out by a hollow point needle 
and replaced with an artificial lens, 
which Cutler described as “just like a 
contact lens implanted." 

The operation takes 20 minutes and in 
a matter of weeks, the patients have 
normal eyesight, according to the ex¬ 
perts. 

Five years ago, Boston area doctors 
warned Cutler that such intraocular 
surgery was unsafe. Today, he performs 
five implant operations a week at the 


Choate Hospital. 

“I knew it was safe," said Cutler 
simply. 

Cutler’s advocacy of implants began 
when he worked at the Maryland General 
Hospital in Baltimore, before he came to 
this area in 1975. 

“When I was in Baltimore, I took a 
course on the procedure," he explained. 
“I was there with ten other surgeons who 
were the best I’ve ever seen. From that, I 
knew it was the right thing.’’ 

“A lot of older doctors can’t do the 
technique, you have to learn it," he said. 
“I was the third or fourth doctor to start

in the state of Maryland. I was one of the 
earlier implant surgeons in the Boston 
area. 

“I’ve taught different doctors," siad 
Cutler. “But I’m not a pioneer." 

The actual pioneer of implants made 
the discovery somewhat by accident. 
During World War II, Dr. Harold Ridley 
treated RAF pilots in England. He ob¬ 
served that plastic shards from shattered 
cockpit windows were not harmful to the 
pilot’s eyes. One day during an operation, 
he had a chance to put his observations to 
work. 

Ridley turned to an assistant and 
asked to have an approximate lens 
ground from the available plastic, which 
he then implanted. The makeshift 
operation marked the beginning of 
today’s simple and successful procedure. 

Doctors in the late 40s thought the 
young Ridley didn’t know what he was 


doing, Cutler explained with a smile. 
Today, Ridley has finally been 
recognized as the father of op- 
thamology’s hottest new operation. 

“Two years ago, they invited him here 
to the American Academy of 
Opthamalogists," Cutler recalled. “They 
gave him a hero’s welcome." 

Today, thanks to Ridley, Cutler has a 
chance to be a hero with each of his 
frequent implant operations. 

“We did a fellow who was 25-years-old 
and had been operated on by a doctor 
who hadn’t done this technique before," 
Cutler recalled. “We operated and his 
eye opened for the first time in two 
weeks." 

“The next day he came into the office 
and handed in the cane he had needed to 
walk with,” he said. 

“An 86-year-old woman came into the 
office using a walker," he continued. 
“We operated on her and she was able to 
give up the walker." 

“She came back for the other eye-and 
then she wanted to go get a driver’s 
license,” Cutler beamed. 

And then there is the case of a man 
who was attacked by a stork in Africa, 
and for 62 years could only percieve light 
changes with his right eye. Within a 
month after the operation, the eye 
developed 20-40 vision. 

“I can see again" is a phrase 
synonomous with miracles in most 
people’s minds. For Cutler, it’s the sign 
of another successful operation. 

“That happens fairly often," he said. 
“I get personal satisfaction from it. 

“It’s hard to relate, but it’s part of my 
job," Cutler explained. “Taking someone 
who can’t see and may fall and break a 
leg and then giving them back their sight- 


-that’s what it’s all about." 

“I think we’re in the third generation 
of implants," said Cutler, who has a wife, 
Susan, and two children. Jordana and 
Jacob, who are in the Winchester school 
system. 

“There will be refinements in 
technique and equipment, but it will 
probably be stable for the next 20 to 30 
years.” 

As for Cutler’s future, he plans on 
business as usual-helping his patients to 
see clearly again. 

“My plans are to continue making 
people happy,” he said.

Arthur Hill isn’t trying to 
frighten people. He just wants 
answers to some pretty 
frightening questions. 

Hill has a five-year-old son 
named Jeffrey, the kind of kid 
that never stops running, getting 
into mlsdjiief or smiling. 

Jeffrey has leukemia. And 
his father wants to know if it’s 
because Jeffrey was born next 
door to a chemical waste dump. 

This week. Hill weni before 
the Board of Health asking them 
to begin finding the answer to 
that question. He wants to know 
how many cases of leukemia in 
children exist in Winchester. He 
wants to know how long since 
they have been diagnosed, 
where they lived in town. 


Those are the same kinds of 
questions asked by a group of E. 
Woburn parents a few years ago, 
when they noticed too many of 
their children were getting a 
disease so rare that only 60 cases 
a year are diagnosed in the state. 

The persistant questioning 
of the E. Woburn parents 
eventually led to a report from 
the state Department of Public 
Health, which found that the 
incidences of leukemia were 
abnormally high in E. Woburn. 

Efforts are now underway to 
find the cause of the high cancer 
rate in Woburn. 

Hill wonders if Winchester 
should be looking for causes as 
well. Not because he wants to 
start a crusade, not because he’s 
an over-wrought en¬ 
vironmentalist. Because he’s a 


parent. 

But Hill and the other 
parents of leukemia stricken 
children can’t do the Job alone. 

Neither can the Board of 
Health. It just lost their 
professional — Health Director 
Robert Cagan, who died 
Saturday unexpectedly. 

And the Health Depart¬ 
ment’s other professional — the 
health inspector agent — is eight 
months pregnant. 

That means that someone in 
Winchester will have to step 
forward to either prove or put to 
rest Hill’s fears. 

The Board of Health has 
asked for a volunteer 
epidemiologist, a person 
specializing in studying 
epidemics. If Hill’s figures, 
which show Winchester’s rate of 


leukemia is 4 to 13 times the 
norm, are true the incidents of 
leukemia certainly qualify as an 
epidemic. 

Winchester citizens have 
often stepped forward when the 
town needed their expertise. The 
Data Processing Committee, 
recently filled with eight com¬ 
puter specialists, or the Alter¬ 
nate School Use Committee are 
examples of the public-spirit of 
the town. 

Hopefully, someone will take 
the task of getting out the truth 
behind the leukemia in Win¬ 
chester. The issue is even more 
important than saving money on 
a computer, or getting the most 
out of old schools. 

It’s about life, and death, and 
a parent’s agony.

Most people I know don’t 
iron anymore. I’ve come to 
realize this in the past couple of 
years when chance friends have 
happened by on a Monday 
morning and found me “At the 
Board.”

It’s a dying art, I 
guess, like tatting and the 
writing of a proper thank-you 
note. 

The main reason it’s dying of 
course is that it really no longer 
needs to be done, Thanks to the 
miracle of synthetics, clothes 
emerge from the laundry room 
with scarcely a wrinkle — 
provided of course that you tear 
down the cellar stairs the 
moment the dryer stops tum¬ 
bling. You quick! snatch your 
shirts out, shake the dickens out 
of them and get them speedily 
stretched out on hangers. Then, 
if you’re lucky, you can spirit 
them directly upstairs and into 
the closet, innocent of the iron’s 
hot kiss. 


The fashion industry is 
trying to undo this miracle these 
days, to talk us back into natural 
fabrics now, but only a fool 
would fall for their game. It’s 
their job to suck folks in and 
then change the rules on us, 
after all; that’s how they make 
their money. ... I mean, they 
brought us synthetics in the first 
place a decade or two ago, and 
now they act like polyester is a 
dirty word. I don’t know who’s 
buying the all-cotton dresses 
and the real linen skirts but one 
thing is obvious. They’re either 
masochistic saps or they don’t 
do their own ironing. It’s as 
simple as that. 

I mean how could they? 
Anyone in his right mind over 25 
remembers how tough ironing 
really was in the Bad Old Days. 
Remember those Oxford-cloth 
shirts? You had to sprinkle them 
to death first, or else press them 
soaking wet. You had to turn 
your iron up to its highest 
setting and watch every light in 
the house dim as you did it. 
Then off you’d go, flattening 
blindly in a cloud of steam — and 
if you were like me discovering 


at shirt’s end that you’d left a 
half-dozen faint brown triangles, 
autographs of the appliance 
permanently scortched into the 
goods. 

And it wasn’t just shirts. 
Remember damask tablecloths? 
Ironing them meant knowing 
how that ancient fellow felt 
rolling his rock up that hill every 
day. You labored over two 
square feet of wrinkles at a time 
while the 100 feet you’d already 
done settled into dandy new 
wrinkles on the floor around 
your board. . . . Remember all 
that? Remember ironing 
smocking? teensy puffed 
sleeves? Remember ironing 
PLEATS?! 

Even today it’s no walk in 
the park. There’s the cord 
problem for one thing: it snakes 
arrogantly across the board, 
rumpling and violating the 
garment spread-eagled beneath 
it. Then there’s that ill-fitting 
silver board cover that keeps 
inching up and coming untied. 
And if we’re talking about my 
outfit, there’s the general un¬ 
dependability of the board itself. 
It refuses to remain at attention 


for me because the catch on the 
leg slips. So it clicks and shrinks 
an inch, clicks and shrinks an 
inch. I start out ironing at midriff 
level, then move to belly level 
and then to thigh level. I look 
like an overgrown lunatic hard 
at work pressing clothes for my 
dollies with my little dolly board. 
The scenario ends mercifully if 
noisily when the thing clicks a 
final time and then slams into 
collapse at my feet. 

For me this is ironing. 

It’s a vexing endeavor, to say 
the least. Even with the new 
fabrics, I end up putting in my 
30 or 40 minutes once a week, 
30 or 40 minutes of mighty 
striving, I can tell you. 

So why do I do it at all? The 
truth is I kind of enjoy it. It 
satisfies in an odd sort of way. I 
like getting the wrinkles out of 
things. I like smoothing the way. 
We all do, I daresay. We’d do it to 
our skins if we could; we’d 
certainly do it in our lives. It’s 
nice to smoothe ruffled feathers, 
flatten the hackles and calm the 
choppy seas. So I guess I don’t 
mind it after all ... and it cer¬ 
tainly amuses my friends.

“Rotation of Principals” in our 
elementary schools, which was explored 
at last week’s School Committee 
meeting, and reported in your last week’s 
edition...It should be pointed out that 
from the point of view of the School 
Committee, who are concerned with the 
quality of education townwide, the ad¬ 
vantages outweighted the disadvantages. 
It should also be pointed out that those 
parents who protested the policy were 
mostly from the Vinson-Owen School 
district, and were speaking as in¬ 
dividuals. We are all concerned for our 
own, but maybe we should look to the 
long range goal of such a policy. 

We are a unique community, living in 
a unique time educationally, with most of 
our teaching staff tenured, and 57 per¬ 
cent at maximum salary...where ac¬ 
cording to contract they cannot be 


rotated, where they are overwhelmed 
with concern for job security, where their 
prevailing image is much lower than 
ever before, and where feelings of 
frustration dominate. 

How can we best promote the con¬ 
tinued professional development of our 
teaching staff? Are not they more in¬ 
volved with our children than our prin¬ 
cipals? How can we help them move 
upward in feelings of esteem and ac¬ 
complishment? How can we give them 
new support, new life, new confidence, 
new insights. Such a policy as “rotation” 
works very well in other states ahead of 
Massachusetts educationally. It works in 
business, in industry, and in our chur¬ 
ches. It has worked at Lynch and Lin¬ 
coln...

the payments would come 
to$1,213.94 every month for 
the next 25 years. Adding 
taxes and insurance, the 
monthly bill would be a 
whopping $1,443.94. But 
there is no guarantee the 
bill would stay at that level. 
Many mortgages are 
Adjustable Rate Mor¬ 
tgages (ARMs), which 
means that after a period 
of six or 12 months, 
depending on the bank, the 
rate may be adjusted up or 
down every six or 12 
months according to a 
variety of indices. 

This assumes, of course, 
that the buyer has plenty of 
cash to begin with. In the 
example above, the buyer 
would have to have $20,000 
for the 20 percent down 
payment and $1,500 for the 
charge of 1V 2 points (a one¬ 
time finance fee for getting 
the loan). 

“There are just too 
many people who don’t 
have the money for a down 
payment,” said realtor 
LaSalle. “Where do they 
go? I have to say, ‘I haven’t 
got anything for you. 1 feel 
bad for them” 

But even for buyers with 
enough ready capital to 
make a down payment, 
today’s interest rates 
represent a monthly leak 
big enough to seriously 
damage or sink anyone’s 
income. 

“Many people have the 
cash to put down, but the 
interest rates have driven 
the everyday Joe out of the 
ballpark," said LaSalle. 

“Interest rates are the 
prime problem in real 
estate,” stated Sherman R. 
Josephson, of Sherman R. 
Josephson Realtors. 

Banks would rather not 
play the role of the high 
interest villain. But the 
high rate of interest on 
mortgages is only one of 
the consequences of 
soaring interest rates in 
general, bankers say. With 
seven and eight percent 
mortgage loans still on 
their books, banks find 
themselves scrambling to 
fill the widening gap bet¬ 
ween income and expenses. 
It is a new situation which 
gravely threatens those 
instituions without suf¬ 
ficient capital to hold their 
own. 

“What we’re living with 
until the first of March is a 
six-month Money Market 
certificate at 16.10 percent 
set in August,” explained 
Goodwin, describing an 
example of the squeeze 
that led his bank, Win¬ 
chester Co-operative, to be 
one of the three no longer 
offering first mortgages. 

“Because of liquidity 
needs and demands, banks 
are not willing to take on 
long term commitments,” 
Goodwin continued. 

“It’s somewhat of a 
radical period, because 
they (banks) are trying to 
cure their problems of 
long-term commitments,” 
commented Bay Bank’s 
McGoldrick. 

“You are down to the 
basic cost of funds today,” 
said Bill Crowley of Old 
Colony, another of the 
banks to discontinue 
mortgage loans. “It will 
turn into a lot of bank 
mergers and will change 
the whole structure of 
banking in the next few 
years.” 

“What can I say — the 
cost of funds is out of 
sight,” he concluded. 

The nature of home 
financing has been forced 
to become increasingly 
innovative because what 
goes up, may not come 
down. Interest rates, 
despite a .5 percent drop in 
the last three weeks and 
another .5 percent drop 
predicted for next year, 
may have reached a point 
of no return, according to 
experts. 

“1 believe mortgage 
rates win fluctuate up and 
down constantly from now 
on,” said Petrucci. “I don’t 
believe there will be a time 
of a flat rate market again. 
It will be peaks and 
valleys.” 

Banks have already 
begun to adapt to the 
changed financial climate 
by reducing the risks on 
long-term commitments. 
One method is to sell the 
loans to a secondary 
market, made up of 
government and private 
investors. It is attractive 
for banks because they can 
continue the service to 
customers without being 
under the interest rate gun. 
One local bank, Old Colony, 
had previously sold loans to 
the secondary market and 
most others are looking 
into it. 

“The bank would 
become a mortgage 
originator, not lender,” 
explained Goodwin, whose 
bank, Winchester Co¬ 
operative, is looking into 
the secondary market as a 
way to reinstate mortgage 
loans. 

Unfortunately, the

secondary market is also in 
step with the times and has 
begun to dry up. Old Colony 
had to stop offering mor¬ 
tgage loans because they 
could not sell the loans to 
an “unreceptive" secon¬ 
dary market. 

“We are attempting to 
get some of the secondary 
market that doesn’t need 
as high a return so we can 
get them (mortgate loans) 
off our books,” said 
Crowley. 

Another invention for 
lessening a bank’s risk is 
the Adjustable Rate 
Mortgage (ARM) that is 
fast replacing the 
traditional flat rate 
mortgage. The ARM is a 
device presently used by 
two of the three local banks 
still offering mortgage 
loans. It allows for a fixed 
rate for a prescribed period 
of time (six months or 
year, depending on the 
bank) after which the loan 
rate may be adjusted up or 


down. Adjustments are 
regulated by bank insurers 
and government agencies 
and may not exceed ap¬ 
proximately 1.5 percent in 
three years, according to 
Crowley. 

The ARM may or may 
not be a good thing for 
home buyers. It depends on 
the future of interest rates. 
“The presupposition (on 
the part of the banks) is 
that the rates will in¬ 
crease,” said McGoldrick. 

Second mortgages, or 
home equity loans, are 
another adaptation. This 
type of loan may best 
symbolize the shrinking 
horizons of prospective 
home buyers because 
second mortages are 
limited to $25,000. The 
American Dream House is 
shrinking to the American 
dream addition. 

“It seems to be the 
biggest thing going on in 
banks in the area,” ob¬ 
served Eugene Zicuis, 


assistant treasurer and 
branch manager at the 
Cambridgeport Savings 
Bank. 

“Unlike before, when 
people moved up to bigger 
houses, they are now 
deciding let’s improve our 
own house,’ ” Petrucci 
said. 

“It’s a bigger business 
now,” said Crowley. But he 
added that second mor¬ 
tgages are probably a stop¬ 
gap measure, at best, for 
the burgeoning family. 

“It’s limited to $25,000 
and the cost of a one-room 
addition is probably well in 
excess of $25,000 now,” 
Crowley concluded. 

The real estate 
industry, which obviously 
would rather see homes 
bought than additions built, 
is coming up with some 
innovations of its own to 
weather the storm. 

“You learn something 
everyday,” said LaSalle. 
“If you don’t come up with 


something everyday, then 
you’ve wasted a day.” 

The theme most em¬ 
phasized by realtors is that 
these times require an 
unprecedented level of 
financial sophistication on 
the part of those interested 
in buying a home. 

“You try to educate

Finding the dream complexity, possible when 
house is no problem in buying or selling a house is 
Winchester. One realtor when the seller assumes 


the function of a bank and 
offers a mortgage loan to a 
buyer. In doing this, the 
seller receives a steady 
income in the form of the 
mortgage payments and a 
sharply reduced capital 
gains tax from spreading 
the income from the sale 
out over a period of time. 
At the same time, the 
buyer gets a more 
manageable interest rate 
than a bank could offer. 

Given the current 
downward pressure on 
home prices, those selling 
homes find themselves 
virtually forced to arrange 
accomodating financing 
for their buyer.

The ap¬ 
preciation of homes in 
Winchester has dropped 
from as much as 17 percent 
a year to almost nothing, 
according to realtor 
Blackham. 


“One problem we’ve 
had is over-pricing.” said 
Josephson. “People are too 
optimistic. They were used 
to naming their own 
price.” 

“Those days are gone,” 
he added. “You have to be 
realistic.” 

But for all concerned, 
realistic doesn’t 
necessarily mean 
pessimistic. 

“Certainly, the situation 
has got to get belter," said 
one resident attempting to 
sell his house. “People 
can’t live with their in-laws 
forever.” 

“I don’t think we should 
paint a doomsday picture,” 
commented LaSalle. “It's 
a fun business, but it's also 
a very exasperating 
business right now." 

“I'm not down about it, 
we’ve been very for¬ 
tunate,” said Blackham, 
who runs the biggest realty 
firm in town. It (the 
housing market) is slightly 


off, but it’s not earth 
shattering. After we get 
over the hump of interest 
rates, it’ll pick up.” 

Improvement is 
possible, but “change” is 
definite. 

“It’s going to take a 
whole new re-education of 
the public ii they want to 
become home-owners” 
predicted Goodwin. 

“Americans are really 
greedy now,” said LaSalle. 

“It’s not only real 
estate, it’s everything,” he 
concluded. “We just have 
to learn to take a little 
less.” 

Learning to take a little 
less is no small attitudinal 
change in a country used to 
naming its own price. But 
as the American Dream 
House becomes more 
difficult and expensive to 
buy and sell, chances 
improve that Americans 
will become more ac¬ 
customed to the idea of 
agreeing to a price.

location to raise his family of 
buildings. The area is blessed 
with more than 30 of his designs. 

That the garden suburb of 
Winchester does not possess one 
of his riches is perhaps only 
coincidental. The neighboring 
towns of Medford and Woburn 
sport classic examples of his 
work. The Grace Church built in 
1867 in Medford is a delightful 
example of his earliest efforts; 
the Winn Memorial Library built 
in 1877 in Woburn is thought to be 
one of the purest examples of the 
mature Richardson style. 

Yet the man’s influence does 
pervade Winchester’s Main st. 
Nestled amidst the post-war 
architectural boredom of the 
Knights of Columbus building 
and the palladian style of the 
police and fire stations stand two 
local monuments to the genius of 
Richardson: the Town Hall built 
in 1887 and designed by the 
Boston firm of Taylor and Rand, 
and the Winchester Savings 
Bank building of 1891 designed 
by the Blaikie brothers of 
Winchester. 

While the interiors of the 
buildings have been altered to 
meet current energy and space 
needs, the exteriors offer those 
elements of style which ar¬ 
chitectural historians have 
dubbed "Richardson 

Romanesque” -- heavy red stone 
surfaces, arched entry-ways, 
"Queene Anne” style rotundas 
and abutments, arched windows, 
and the lack of uniformity 
throughout the building. 

And yet are these buildings 
equal to Richardson's genius? 
According to Hugh Shepley, 
Richardson’s great-grandson 
and partner of the Boston ar¬ 
chitectural firm of Shepley, 
Bullfinch, Richardson and 
Abbott, Richardson’s style “was 
a very personal theory with him. 

“He picked it up in Paris,” 
Shepley said. “It was his style 
and he has been greatly imitated 
ever since.” 

Harvard architectural 
history professor Douglass 


Shand Tucci is more precise. In 
explaining the work of 
Richardson’s imitators, he in¬ 
vokes an historical metaphor: 
"It used to be said of Bismarck’s 
successors that they attributed 
Bismarck's extraordinary 
success to his habitual dic¬ 
tatorial, bullying manner, which 
was easily copied, but that they 
forgot the genius behind the 
bully which could not be copied. 
So it was with Richardson.” 

And so it is in Winchester. 

The Town Hall and the 
Winchester Savings Bank are 
but architectural successors 
which copy form and function 
but lack the divine inspiration of 
a master. 

The more architecturally 
significant of the two buildings, 
the Town Hall, is an 
amalgamation of Richardson’s 
motifs. The architects Taylor 
and Rand (George S. Rand was a 
Winchester resident and on the 
first committee to oversee the 
building of Town Hall) borrowed 
from each phase of Richardson’s 
development. 

The left side of the building, a 
30-by-35 foot room, housed the 
public library (and now the 
Town Clerk’s office) is strikingly 
similar to the wings of 
Richardson’s Law School at 
Harvard. The angled roof, the 
square windows near the roof, 
the smaller rectangular windows 
just above the foundation, the 
solid mass of granite and stone 
over the majority of the building, 
and the arched window on the 
one exposed side are literally 
lifted off the Law School’s plan, 
designed in 1881, five years 
before the Town Hall. 

The entrance to the Win¬ 
chester Town Hall, a beautiful 
colonnade of three romanesque 
arches on the first floor and six 
smaller arches above, is, alas, 
an updated version of the similar 
motif from the Woburn Library 
and the Albany (NY) city hall. 

The 125-foot high tower has 
any number of Richardsonian 
precedents --the Brattle Square 


Church in Boston, the Winn 
Memorial Library in Woburn, 
the City Hall in Albany. 

Perhaps the most blatant of 
Taylor and Rand’s imitations is 
the functionless eyebrow window 
in the roof overlooking the en¬ 
trance to the hall. This symbol of 
Richardson’s style derives most 
emphatically from the 1881 
Crane Memorial Library in 
Quincy. 

While many of Richardson’s 
early buildings like Trinity 
Church in Boston or the Winn 
Library share the Town Hall’s 
sprawling, staggered design 
there is in those buildings a 
uniformity of style which the 
Town Hall lacks. 

The hall is more a collage of 
vogue architectural motifs than 
a fluid and original inspiration. 
The arched colonnades appear 
once at the entrance and are 
gone; the one eyelash window on 
the roof is but a stylish gimmick. 
The surface of the building itself 
lacks the bulky rustification that 
is a Richardsonian trademark. 
His corners were always heavy 
and solidified with large blocks 
of stone. The Town Hall is 
merely of brick. 

Richardson used his various 
motifs throughout his buildings. 
Taylor and Rand pay them lip 
service before moving on to the 
next section of the building. 

Many of these same ob¬ 
servations apply to the former 
Winchester Savings Bank on 
Main st., built in 1892 by E.K. 
and W.E. Blaikie, successful 
builders originally from Nova 
Scotia. The Blaikies designed 
several apartment buildings in 
Boston’s Back Bay during this 
same time period. But it is their 
bank edifice that combines those 
familiar Richardsonian signa¬ 
tures. 

Bulky granite forms the 
foundation and defines the group 
window to the right of the en¬ 
trance and the arched palladian 
window on the second floor. Jy

make any use of her property, and in the 
instant case, the right to build homes.” 

The Carriage Hill I development sits 
atop the hill bordering Cambridge street 
between the Church street intersection 
and the Woburn line. Presently there is 
one steep access to the property via 
Wainright road serving the ap¬ 
proximately 20 houses there. 

Carriage Hill III is Moss’ plan to 
further develop this land with single- 
family homes. Because the new proposal 
makes no mention of building further 
access roads into and around the 
property, the Planning Board disap¬ 
proved the plan. According to the suit 
Moss wants the Board to approve 
Carriage Hill III in its present form. 

‘‘That it be adjudged and decreed that 
the plan herein described be approved as 
a definitive plan without any access 
roads and utilities over land of any 
abutter,” according to the suit. 

‘‘This subdivision was disapproved 
because of the . . . failure of the plan to 
provide adequate access to properly 
serve all lots so as to be safe and con¬ 
venient for travel,” according to Plan¬ 
ning Board minutes of the Oct. 5 meeting. 
‘‘The proposed development would have 
only one access joining a divided high¬ 
way i the present access from Cambridge 
street onto Wainright road) which would 
be inadequate to handle traffic in the 
event of the need for fire protection, 
emergency medical assistance, and 
police vehicles responding to emergency 
calls as well as general surveillance.” 

Moss has entered the entire set of 
minfites as Exhibit “A” in the suit. These 
minutes list seven pages of specific 
‘‘errors, omissions, and inadequacies” of 
the Moss proposal. Exhibit ”B,” the 
second of two. is a letter from the 
Lexington engineering firm of Miller & 
Nylander hired by Moss. The letter 
refutes several of these charges. 

The Planning Board has recom¬ 
mended consistently that Moss satisfy 
their requirement for proper access to 
the development by negotiating an 
easement to three existing roads south of 
his site. Dubbed the “Greek Streets, ' 
these roads belong to lawyer Margaret 
Mahoney. 

Acquiring the easement from 
Mahoney has been problematical for 
Moss. The suit claims that on July 1,1963, 
Mahoney agreed to allow Moss 
“easements for use of the roadways 
.shown in the aforesaid Preliminary Plan 
(Carriage Hill I) for all purposes for 
w'hich public ways are customarily used 
in the Town of Winchester, including 
passageway, drainage, water and sewer 
facilities. . .” 

But Moss never built the roads that 
would have extended to and connected 
with the “Greek Streets.” Now that the 
Planning Board is requiring him to do so 
for approval of Carriage Hill III, he is 
suing them and claims that his wife’s 
constitutional rights were violated.

According to the suit, Moss wants the 
Planning Board to approve Carriage Hill 
III as it is presently proposed, without, in 
other words the additional roads. 
However, Moss’ lawyer Alan Altman did 
propose an alternative solution at an 
August 18,1981 public hearing. According 
to the minutes of that meeting, Altman 
said that while Moss did not have the 
ability to take the land by eminent 
domain, the Town did have the right — 
and this would be an acceptable solution 
to Moss. 

Moss said in an interview that he 
would happily build the roads as well as 
the necessary’ sewers the Planning Board 
requires if he could reach an agreement 
with Mahoney on the cost of the 
easement. But he has been unable to 
come to terms with Mahoney. 

Mahoney sees it all a bit differently. 
First, she would not permit the Town to 
take her land by eminent domain without 
a fight. 

"I will not sit idly by while the tow’n 
pays for that land with public money,” 
she claimed. “It is not a public interest, it 
is not a taxpayer problem. It is the 
problem of one man, Jack Moss. That is 
why I won’t agree to eminent domain.” 

Mahoney has taken the position that 
she w'ould prefer not to have the land 
developed if it is not done her way. “Hell 
can freeze over before I develop that 
land,” she remarked. “I don’t care if I go 
to the grave owning it.” 

She maintains as she says she has for 
18 years, that Moss can build whatever 
he wants through her property as long as 
he does a complete job — that means not 
only laying sew’er lines but building roads 
as well. 

"I don’t want them digging it up more 
than once,” she said. “If they want to 
work there fine, but they are going to 
have to build the roads as well as the 
sewers.” 

But Moss said in an interview that he 
is not interested in this offer. 

And Mahoney now says she won’t 
negotiate with Moss. “He never offered 
to build the road,” Mahoney said. “I 
received a letter no, more of a demand, 
in December 1979 from Jack, that I allow 
him to build sewers and drains on the 
land. From 1963 to 1979, nothing was done 
on this issue. But in 1979, he wrote this 
letter to me demanding that I give him 
the right to drain. 

“I received a second letter 10 days 
later,” Mahoney continued. "He told me 
in that letter to hurry up and answer him. 
He would pay for the sewer and the drain 
but never the road. 

“In 1963, I had a big problem: I only 
wanted to develop eight lots in my land,” 
she said. “The Planning Board said that 
was fine but I had to have two accesses. I 


was forced to build the ‘Greek Streets’ 
before I could sell a second lot. I did not 
want to do this but I had to. 

“Jack has never done anything he 
hasn’t wanted to do but I did,” she 
continued. "Now he’s trying to get the 
Planning Board to do what he wants by 
taking the land through eminent 
domain.” 

“That’s all Moss has done is force, 
force, force," said Mahoney. “I’m just 
sick of dancing.” 

Town Counsel Randall talked about 
Mahoney’s attitude. “She’d like to have 
them (the Mosses) build all these streets 
for nothing,” he said. "It’s like giving her 
half-a-million dollars worth of im¬ 
provements for nothing. If you have the 
key to the safe, you’ll extract as much as 
you can.” 

According to both Mahoney and 
Randall, negotiations to resolve the 
dispute continue with other parties. 

Mahoney said that she has been 
meeting with the Whitten’s lawyer in an 
attempt to resolve their desire for access 
to the "Greek Streets.” George Whitten 
and his sons Chub and Robbie are the 
developers of Sachem Woods. Sarah 
Moss sold the Whittens land for the 
development last spring but will receive 
neither the principal nor the interest on 
the sale until Sachem Woods is approved 
by the Planning Board. 

The land is presently zoned for single 
residences. The Whittens are seeking a 
change to a Planned Residential 
Development. 

Although the Sachem Woods proposal 
was to be considered at fall Town 
Meeting, it was withdrawn at the last 
moment. As a result, Moss is still waiting 
to collect on his sale of land to the 
Whittens. 

Previous to the Whitten’s decision to 
remove Sachem Woods from immediate 
consideration by the Planning Board, all 
of Margaret Mahoney’s negotiations with 
the Whitten’s lawyers had been 
predicated upon approval of that 
proposal. 

“It has just been within the last two 
weeks that the Whittens have discussed 
rights to the easement without talking 
about the plan’s approval,” Mahoney 
explained. “But, frankly, I don’t want the 
hassle from these two men (Whitten and 
Moss). I don’t care if they don’t do 
anything. I wish they would stay away 
for ever.” 

Randall, however, believes that 
Mahoney is in too strong a bargaining 
position not to reach a compromise with 
Moss. 

“I have a strong feeling that the 
private parties will resolve their dif¬ 
ferences in a short period of time,” 
Randall commented. “The court case 


will not come to its final conclusion for 
years. Everyone in the town would be 
delighted if the parties could arrive at a 
mutually beneficial decision. 

"Moss has to negotiate with Mahoney 
to insure adequate access,” he con¬ 
tinued. “He has not offered her sufficient 
inducement for her to part with these 
rights. He’ll either do this or he won’t. If 
he does, the problem will be solved. 

“Winchester is an increasingly 
desirable place for people to live,” 
Randall said. "The potential profits to be 
made on the Carriage Hill III or Sachem 
Woods developments are in my opinion 
sufficient to make everyone happy. 
Furthermore, I believe that the Planning 
Board is correct in holding out for the 
best development as they conceive it. I 
applaud them. 

“In the end. the passage of time and 
greed will get them to agree and I believe 
that will happen soon,” Randall con¬ 
cluded. 

Randall summed up the years of 
controversy. “Moss has always been 
trying to play the game outside of the 
established rules,” he said. 

Concerning the court case, Randall 
doubts that Moss will win. 

“No one in recorded history who has 
made a claim against a Planning Board 
has won.” he explained. "Asking what 
happens if they win this is like asking 
what will happen if we have 10,000 feet of 
rain.” 

"If the Mosses win the suit, I would 
jump in my Volkswagen and head west,” 
said Borggaard. “The town doesn't have 
that kind of money. But if I’ve been sued 
for a million dollars, I must be doing all 
right.” 

The Star submitted a list of 15 
questions to Moss but he refused to an¬ 
swer them. “I’m extremely qualified for 
this,” he said. “I went to Boston Latin 
school. I went to Harvard College. I went 
to Harvard Law School. I have tried 
about 20 cases in front of the Supreme 
Court. So when I submit the case for trial, 
you can beiieve I know what I’m talking 
about.” 

Randtfll admitted that the million 
dollar suit against the Planning Board 
could well be the result of Moss’ 
frustrations with the Board since 1962. 
The relationship between the two parties 
has been stormy. 

When Carriage Hill I received 
Planning Board approval in 1966, the 
Moss’ proposals were delayed four years 
because of their failure to comply with a 
zoning by-law requiring them to get a 
drainage easement from a neighbor. The 
Middlesex Superior Court finally settled 
the matter by granting the drainage 
easement. The Court forced Moss to 
deposit a surety bond with the Depart¬ 


ment of Public Works to pay for the 
easement. The 20 houses that have been 
built on the hill are part of this first 
subdivision. Later, Moss had problems 
acquiring the rights to many of the in¬ 
dividual land plots because he had not 
complied with the Board’s by-laws 
requiring proper access to and drainage 
from the sites. 

In 1968, Moss asked the Board to re¬ 
zone Carriage Hill from a single-family 
home area to use for condominiums or 
apartments. The Board said it was in the 
process of rewriting its zoning by-laws 
and delayed Moss for a year. 

Meanwhile, Moss proposed building 
six apartment buildings, with 1350 units, 
at a total cost of $20 million. The Plan¬ 
ning Board received a petition with 763 
names all opposing the Moss plan. It was 
subsequently rejected by the Board. 

In March 1970, Town Meeting voted 
down a proposal to allow high-rise 
apartment buildings or hotels to be built 
in Winchester. Ignoring the ruling, Moss 
proposed a plan for low-to-moderate 
income apartments on his land. He 
claimed to be protected constitutionally 
by the state’s “anti-snob” zoning law. 
Moss and the town fought the case to the 
United States Supreme Court. Moss lost. 

In June 1973, representatives of the 
development firm of Kaufmann & Broad 
Inc. attended a Planning Board meeting

to propose that Moss’ land be developed 
for single-family town house con¬ 
dominiums. A year later, the Planning 
Board disapproved the plan because of 
objections from the Board of Health, 
Moss’ technical omissions, and his 
failure to complete Carriage Hill I. A new 
proposal by Moss again ran into dif¬ 
ficulties and the future of Carriage Hill II 
ended up in court. Recently, the court 
ruled in favor of the Planning Board. 

In 1977, the Conservation Commission 
offered to buy the unused portion of 
Moss’ land, some 58.85 acres, subject to 
Town Meeting approval. The May Town 
Meeting rejected the proposal 77-68. 

Later that year, the Planning Board 
threatened to rescind their approval of 
Carriage Hill I if Moss did not provide 
another access to Surrey road. Moss 
complied rather than fight the Board in 
court. 

In 1978, Moss proposed a new single¬ 
family development as an amendment to 
Carriage Hill I. The Board did not agree 
with Moss, changed the name of the 
subdivision to Carriage Hill IIA, and 
charged Moss the normal filing fees. 
Later that year the Board approved 
Carriage Hill IIA. 

On April 1, 1981, the Planning Board 
received the Mosses’ proposal for 
Carriage Hill III.

The developers estimated the 
remaining work to comply with Planning 
Board regulations would cost $45,000, and 
offered to post a surety bond of $90,000. 

The Planning Board often holds lots 
and occasionally requires a bond to 
insure developers complete all required 
work. 

The suit charges that the Planning 
Board neither released the lots nor gave 
notice of what work would be required. 
Such notice must be given within 45 days. 

Since the 45 day deadline was missed, 
the suit continued, the developers are 
entitled to release of the lots without 
posting any bond. The suit noted they 
would still be willing to put up the $90,000. 

However, on Sept. 17, seven days after 
the developers’ request, Ciarcia sent a 
letter to Johnson’s attorney, Charles 
Burgess of Waltham, stating the board 
had turned down the request and stating 
what work he felt needed to be done. 

Copies of the letter were sent to both 
Johnson and Pitt. 

In addition, Felix Pittorino, president 
and treasurer of Pitt Construction, said 
in his affidavit that Ciarcia had told him 


that “he wanted to hold some lots as 
security because the (Planning) Board 
did not favor surety bonds”. 

The developers, however, maintain 
that the majority of the work has been 
completed at Amberwood Estates, and 
that work left to be done is "either minor 
in nature or can’t be completed at this 
time.” 

Amberwood Estates has been under 
construction since 1968, when the 
Planning Board first approved sections 1 
and II of the development, which in¬ 
cludes Johnson rd., Buckman dr. and 
parts of Amberwood dr. 

In 1973, the board approved an ex¬ 
tension of the project, Amberwood III, 
which provided more lots on Amberwood 
dr. 

The suit concerns Amberwood IV, 
which was approved by the Planning 
Bbard in November, 1979. 

At that time, Amberwood Realty 
Trust, of which Johnson is a trustee, was 
the sole owner of Amberwood Estates. 

In October, 1980, Johnson sold 13 lots 
in Amberwood IV to Pitt Construction.

Sachems Keep Title 
Hopes Alive By 
Blanking Reading

Girls Clobber First 
Round Opponents 
In Playoffs 


The Sachem defense stole the show. 

They made a first place team which 
scored 11G points this season look like bit 
players. For all four quarters, they shut 
out the Heading offense completely. 

The play of Tom Porell, Jim Barger, 
Chuck Kenyon and Robbie MacDonald 
inside eliminated the Heading running 
game. And Chris Cahill and Steve 
Costello at cornerback prevented any 
hint of a passing offense. 

The defense massacred Heading. 
They gave up only four first downs. They 
came up with two interceptions, three 
sacks and forced a fumble. 

And they stopped Heading three times 
when the Rockets had managed to get 
within the Sachem 20. 

‘‘If they had scored those two touch¬ 
downs early in the game, and the one in 
the half, it would have been a different 
game,” said coach Manny Marshall. 

The Rockets could have come up with 
24 points in the first half, if they got the 
two-point conversions. The Sachems had 
21 at the half. 

Not that the offense played half of a 
game. By the end, they had racked up 31 
points against the Rockets’ 0. Lead by 
Steve Costello with 205 yards, the 
Sachems rushed for 313 yards. Quar¬ 
terback Chris Cahill was the other big 
offensive threat, running for 90 yards and 
passing for another 17. 

This is the second time this season 
Costello has topped the 200-yard mark, 
the other being against in the ill-fated 
Melrose game. 

Costello set another personal mark — 
he topped 1000 yards this season on a 
touchdown producing drive in the second 
qurarter. 

The Heading defense was playing the 
outside, hoping to stop Costello’s most 
effective move taking the pitchout 
around the end and down the sideline. 


So Steve just went through the middle, 
exploiting a hole on the right side of the 
line. Once, he used that hole for a 67-yard 
touchdown run. 

Cahill put in another good per¬ 
formance in his second game since 
stepping in for the injured Rich Fennell. 
Fennell, still out with a fractured 
shoulder blade, is “improbable” for the 
Thanksgiving game, according to 
Marshall. 

Cahill was nervous at the beginning, 
fumbling on the Sachems’ first 
possession and throwing an interception 
on the second But he settled down 
quickly, stuck to the ground, and came 
up with just under lot) yards rushing. 

But those turnovers did look like 
trouble. 

The first, coming on the first Sachem 
play of the game, put Heading on the 
Winchester 20-yard line. But Reading 
only managed to move the ball three 
more yards against the Sachem D. 

They missed the field goal too. 

The interception put Heading on the 
Winchester 40. But the Rockets did not 
end up any closer to the goal-line than 
they had on their last possession. 

It took Heading all four downs to get 
the first - eventually bringing the ball to 
the 23-yard line on a pass from Robert 
Macaluso.

don’t like it from a personal standpoint. 
It’s a very anti-business law.” 

"Worse things could happen,” said 
Ralph D’Agostino of D’Agostino’s Deli, 
"I really don’t know what to expect. I 
don’t think anyone does.” 

Town Manager Tom Groux expects 
Winchester to save some money. For 
each ton of garbage that is hauled from 
the transfer station, the town pays $16.50. 

"It could cut down on tonnage,” said 
Groux. Giving an example of the possible 
savings in weight when only glass is 
separated from the total amount of 
garbage, Groux said 128 tons of glass had 
been colllected in 1980 at the town’s 
recycling center. 

"And that’s only from the people who 
actually brought their bottles to the 
station and conscientiously separated 
them,” Groux added. 

“It'll benefit us tonnage wise,” said 
O’Brien at the DPW. 

The reaction from residents, who soon 
must collect, clean and deliver their cans 
and bottles to a reclamation center is 
mostly favorable, according to a survey. 


“I’m delighted with the veto being 
overridden," exclaimed Maureen 
Boulanger. 

“I’m very happy that it passed,” said 
Isabel Hart of Lockeland rd. “I don’t 
think it’ll be a big problem.” 

"I’m in favor of it after some soul 
searching,” said Linda Simson, of High 
st. "I’m sure I’ll feel the cost of it, but as 
for separating the trash, that won’t be 
a problem. I do it anyway.” 

But not all residents think the in¬ 
convenience and cost of recycling will be 
worth it. 

“It's like using a sledge hammer to 
drive a tack,” stated resident Arthur W. 
Pratt, of Salisbury st., "Yes, it’s in¬ 
convenient. Of course, we lived through it 
once before, but it wasn’t convenient 
then.” 

The existence of litter on Winchester 
streets is one thing those residents 
questioned agreed on. 

“You notice it as you go along the 
more travelled streets, glass on the 
streets,” observed Pratt. 

“I occasionally do a three mile walk 


that takes me by the country club,” said 
Hart. "There’s an area where there are 
any number of bottles.” 

According to the DPW and Town 
Manager, kids, who drink during the 
weekend thoughtlessly discard the 
bottles, are Winchester’s only real litter 
problem. 

“Sunday morning you can see the 
evidence of the Saturday night hanging 
out,” said Groux. 

"The only thing it’ll help us with is 
kids throwing bottles onto the road,” 
O’Brien predicted. 

State Senator Sam Rotondi, who co¬ 
sponsored the bill, offered some facts in 
support of recycling. It takes five percent 
of the energy to make a new bottle in 
recycling one. Of all solid waste, 60 
percent is bottles and cans. Although 
quite pleased by it, Rotondi admits he 
can’t claim much credit for the 
legislative battle he generaled. 

“I would love to say it was Senator 
Sam Rotondi that got the bottle bill 
passed — but I can’t. It was the people 
that wanted it, and who let us know they

wanted it, that got the bill. 

“There’s a lesson to be learned from 
the bottle bill — if the people make their 
voice known, it will have an impact,” he 
added. 

But at least one local merchant isn’t 
sure both sides of the issue received an 
equal listen. 

"I called him (Rotondi) up and said 
‘let me show you what is going to hap¬ 
pen,” said Keshian, in the midst of 
organizing construction at the soon-to-be- 
new One or Two Things. 

“He wasn’t interested,” he continued. 
"It became a political issue, and when it 
does that logic loses out, they're only 
looking for votes.” 

"But it’s passed and new we’ll have to 
live with it — unfortunately,” Keshian 
concluded. 

And live with it we will because, ac¬ 
cording to the state legislature, litter is a 
more unfortunate fact than having to 
clean it up. And in the words of one 
resident, "I haven’t got a better idea 
right now.”

Elderly residents who didn’t get their 
usual property tax abatements this year 
can pick up their checks at Town Hall. 

Town Treasurer Carol Thomas will be 
handing out the checks to those who 
should have got a credit for the 
abatement on the estimated tax bills sent 
out last month. 

Certain Winchester residents, if they 
meet age. net worth and income 
requirements, are entitled to an 
abatement on their property tax bills. 

But when the estimated bills went out 
this fall, the abatements weren’t in¬ 
cluded. 

But after a discussion at Monday’s

fellow selectmen and members of the given credit for the abatements on the 

estimated tax bills. 


Board of Selectmen’s meeting, the town 
will either allow credits for those who 
haven’t paid their bills, or refund the 
credit to those who have come up with 
their taxes. 

The credit will be for half of last 
year’s total abatement. 

However, it is only a credit. If in 1982. 
it turns out a person is no longer eligible 
for the abatement, that person will have 
to pay back their refund with their 
spring tax bill. 

But the selectmen weren’t worried 
about spring Monday night. They were 
concerned for the people who needed the 
abatement now. 

Selectman Michael Saraco told his 


Board of Assessors at the meeting that 
some of the town’s seniors had to scrimp 
to come up with the money to cover their 
the charge for their usual abatement. 

‘ Some of the elderly residents in this 
town, who usually enjoy a $(><«) 
abatement on their taxes. Were expecting 
at least a $200 abatement when they got 
their estimated lax bills.” said Saraco 
Instead, they got a 30-day notice for 
the full amount.” he said. “And the final 
due day is the day after Thanksgiving.” 

A letter sent to the Board of Assessors 
on Nov. 12 by Edward Collins. Deputy 
Commissioner of the state Department of 
Revenue, said the town should have 


The estimated tax bills were sent out 
by Winchester on by Oct. 28, so the town 
could collect money before the current 
town-wide revaluation is completed. 

Collins' letter stated that “if the 
estimated tax has been issued and the 
amount does not reflect an allowance for 
abatements and exemptions, the tax¬ 
payer must lie allowed to claim a credit 
ol one hall of the fiscal 1981 abatement.” 

Selectmen quickly agreed that elderly 
residents should be allowed to claim the 
credit. But with only four days left before 
the bills are due on Nov 27. the board 
suspected that most of those entitled to 


the abatement credit had already paid. 

“My father already paid and he’s 81,” 
Saraco. “1 don’t know how he did it. 

“These are the people who will 
struggle to pay. We whippersnappers 
wait until the last minute, but the old- 
timers will pay and pay on time,’’ Saraco 
continued. “They worry about paying 
their taxes. They may not have enough 
for groceries, but they will pay their 
taxes.” 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said 
that as long as tin* Department of 
Revenue said those who had abatements 
in 1981 were entitled to credits, Town 
Treasurer Carol Thomas could refund 
money to those who should have received 
the credit. 

Seniors would have to fill out some 
sort of form from Thomas’ office, he 
said, “so the town won’t be handing 
money around” — and to worn those who 
take the credit that they may not be 
entitled to it. 

Because eligibility for the abatement 
is based in part on net worth, the current 
revaluation may make some seniors 


ineligible. 

If a couple qualified for the abatement 
because their net worth was under a 
certain amount, and the increase in the 
value of their property raised their net 
worth above that amount, they would 
lose the abatement. 

And if they took advantage of the 
abatement credit, they would have to pay 
back the money when the spring tax bills 
came come out. 

“People should have a careful un¬ 
derstanding of what happened in the 
spring,” said Groux. “If they in fact 
receive an amount back, that doesn’t 
qualify them for the amount. 

“Some people may prefer not to take 
the credit,” said Groux. “They might not 
want to risk paying a higher bill this 
spring.” 

Saraco said he hopes that the town 
moves quickly to get the refunds to the 
seniors. 

“At least get it to them so that they 
can have a decent Christmas,” said 
Saraco. “I know what they are going 
through this Thanksgiving.” 


Selectmen Take 
First Step Toward 
Allowing Liquor

The Board of Selectmen began a 
discussion Monday night which could 
lead to a package store in Winchester for 
the first time since Prohibition. 

The selectmen were looking into the 
steps they would have to take to bring 
liquor stores back in town. 

The discussion was very preliminary 
— as Board Chairman Edward O’Connell 
said, “we’re not deciding anything, we’re 
not going to vote. This is our first brush 
with the idea.” 

The brush came because of the 
Economic Development Committee’s 
market analysis on downtown Win¬ 
chester. 

In the report, Economic Development 
Coordinator John Connery noted that if a 
liquor store opened in the downtown, it 
would bring $500,000 in business to the 
other stores in the area. 

Not to the package store. The $500,000 
applies to the stores around a package 
store, which would draw customers to the 
area. 

“I am impressed with the statistics 
Mr. Connery has compiled on the kind of 
draw the right kind of package store 
could have downtown,” said Selectman 
Wade Welch. “It might bring a lot of 
traffic to the downtown area.” 

But Welch, along with the other 
selectmen, noted that Connery’s figures 
•only meant this should be discussed. 
Right now, we’re doing nothing other 
than than starting to look at this.” 

But the selectmen will take up the 
economic merits of a package store at a 
later meeting. Monday, they were 
concerned over exactly how a package 
store would be allowed. 

According to Town Counsel Doug 
Randall, there are two ways to permit 
liquor stores in town. 

One way would be for Winchester 


citizens to gather signatures for a 
petition, and put a referendum on 
allowing package stores on the town's 
spring election ballot. 

A second way would be for Town 
Meeting to send thestatea “Home Rule” 
petition, asking for a special act of the 
state legislature allowing a liquor store 
In town. 

Even if Town Meeting takes such a 
vote, the question will still have to go to 
the ballot, 

Randall pointed out several ad¬ 
vantages to going through Town Meeting 
and a Home Rule petition. 

The state legislature, in passing the 
Home Rule petition, could include 
restrictions on the number and kind of 
package stores in town, or limit them to a 
certain section of town such as the 
center. 

If the law allowing liquor stores were 
passed on the ballot, he said, the number 
of liquor stores would be tied to the 
number of people in town. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux 
recalled that in the town he came from in 
New Jersey, a law allowing liquor stores 
passed on a local ballot. 

“In the time I was there, the town 
increased in population from 18,000 to 
28,000,” he recalled. “The only thing that 
increased consistently in that time was 
eight more liquor stores, because they 
were authorized to have one for every 
1,000 people.” 

Groux added that “if there were home 
rule, we can limit the number of stores, 
and keep them in specific limits, such as 
Winchester center." 

However, Selectman Michael Saraco 
didn't want to limit the discussion to 
Winchester center — he noted that small 
markets in town, such as Lynch’s and 
Neno’s, could benefit from the beer and 
wine trade.

Although it has been seven weeks 
since the loaded, driverless, ten ton 
Mack truck plowed into his home on 
Thornberry rd., John Wilkinsoti-Heap 
can still vividly recall every moment of 
the crash. He saw the whole thing. 

And now, as he, his wife and their dog 
wait in a Vine st. apartment until their 
house is liveable again, Wilkinson-Heap 
can even laugh about the accident. 

“I’ve been known to put on wild 
parties," he joked, adding that he was 
entertaining friends from England when 
the truck nearly destroyed his home. 
“But people say I far exceeded myself on 
this one." 

And the incident has not dampened 
Wilkinson-Heap’s party spirits. He is 
already planning the party he will throw 
in a few weeks when he can finally move 
back home. Fittingly, it will be a Big 
Mack party. 

Wilkinson-Heap admits that the 
humor is his way of coping with what was 
one of the most horrifying experiences of 
his life. 

The brace he wears around his neck is 
a constant reminder of that nightmare. 
No one was injured when the truck rolled 
from Capri terr. down Thornberry rd. 
and over four yards before crashing to a 
halt in the upstairs rooms of the 
Wilkinson-Heap’s split-level home. 

But the trapped nerve in his neck was 
seriously aggravated by the trauma of 
the accident. 

“1 had received treatment for my 
neck just before the crash happened," he 
recalled. “1 had taken my guests out to 
lunch in Sudbury and we were standing 
outside my home after parking the car. 

“All of a sudden 1 noticed this big 
Mack truck flying no hurtling — over 
someone’s yard right towards my 
house," he continued. “I realized that my 
wife was inside and I panicked and 
started running towards the house. But I 
knew there was no way I could get there 
before the truck did. 

“I started screaming, ‘Get out of the 
house! Get out of the house!’ " he said 
and then paused for a moment to add, “1 
still wake up screaming that." 

Looking up, he continued, “She (his 
wife) appeared in the garage and hit the 
button for the door to go up and then she 
realized by the way I looked that 
something serious was happening. And 
then the truck hit the house and she 
screamed, What happened?’ I told her 
and we both looked at each other and the 
same thought simultaneously crossed out 
minds Tammy!" Tammy is the 
Wi Ikinson-Heap’s small dog. 

“We ran back into the house, he 
recalled. "No electricity was working 
and you could hear steam running and 
smell the diesel oil. We automatically 
split up, heading in different directions 
without talking. I covered all the 
.bedrooms and the kitchen. My wife went 
around the lounge (living room) and 


dining room and then she yelled, ‘She’s in 
here behind your chair!’ My wife 
grabbed her (tammy) and threw her 
across the room to me and we both 
rushed out of the house. 

"And then the fun started," he added 
wryly. 

The first “fun" activity on the agenda 
was unloading and removing the truck 
from its settled position through the walls 
of the house with two wheels stuck in the 
dining room floor. The Wilkinson-Heaps 
and the Walsh Construction Co. of Hyde 
Park, the truck’s owners, tried to agree 
on the best strategy for hoisting the truck 
out of the home without causing ad¬ 
ditional damage. 

“We were afraid the entire house 
would collapse," Wilkinson-Heap said. 
“Finally, we agreed to call in experts to 
do the job." 

The next “fun" activity was taking 
inventory and assessing the damages. 
Wilkinson-Heap noted that this process 
turned out to be very heartbreaking since 
most of what was destroyed is virtually 
irreplaeable. 

A Bancock temple rubbing, and a 
solar heating system were among the list 
of destroyed property. The Wilkinson- 
Heaps also owned a very extensive 
crystal and glassware collection which 
was shattered. 

As a consultant for a computer 
systems firm, Wilkinson-Heap spends a 
great deal of time traveling and he said 
lie had accumulated some valuable 
collections. 

He estimated that between $3,000 and 
$4,000 worth of glass was destroyed in the 
crash. 

“The truck hit the wall of our dining 
room completely destroying one buffet 
which had all the English China we had 
built lip," he sighed. “We had a Royal 
Albert gold leaf set that we had gotten at 
our wedding and a collection of Royal 
Grafton English Bone China.” Pausing, 
he said, “The china just went.” 

That was not all the property 
destroyed in the dining room. 

“We had another buffet filled with 
crystal which was also destroyed,” he 
continued. “We had Waterford crystal 
from Ireland. We had Scottish crystal, 
Edinburgh, Royal Stuart, Webb-Corbett 
and a good amount of antique crystal 
from my grandmother. Lead crystal is

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very brittle — it was completely shat¬ 
tered. 

“The dining room and the family 
room were virtually wiped out," he 
emphasized. And the lounge was ex¬ 
tensively damaged. We found glass in a 
bed in the bedroom meaning that it 
travelled between 30 and 40 feet to get 
there." 

Shaking his head incredulously, he 
summed up the scene saying, “If you’ve 
ever seen a bomb drop in a house, that’s 
what it looked like.” 

Displaying a tile entitled, ‘The crash 
of 1981,’ Wilkinson-Heap explained that 
reaching an agreement with the in¬ 
surance company has been a continous 
headache. 

“After this, my clients will seem like 
pussycats,” he said dryly. 

On a more serious note, Wilkinson- 
Heap revealed that to preserve his 
sanity, he has resigned himself to the fact 
that he will not be totally re-imbursed for 
all his destroyed property. 

“Once you reconcile yourself to the 
fact that it (the accident) is going to eost 
money, then it’s easier to deal with,” he 
explained. “If you react the way most 
people would and say, by God, I’m going 
to get back every cent I lost and they’ll 
pay for this, then you just won’t be doing 
yourself any good. 

“The insurance companies are 


naturally trying to minimize costs and 
we’re trying to get our home back in 
order — it’s a battle no matter how you 
look at it," he said. “We just try to keep 
emotion out of it and take it one day at a 
time.” 

But Wilkinson-Heap noted that 
another person in a different financial 
situation would have been in an even less 
appealing situation. 

“I’ve got a considerable amount of 
money outstanding now,” he said. “If 
someone didn't have the money to 
finance themselves for the hotels and 
everything else during the negotiating 
and rebuilding, he really would be in a 
tough spot. 

“I can laugh about it now because it’s 
been seven weeks," he added. “Time 
helps. Now we just want to get back home 
because winter is coming and we’re 
worried about the pipes and that sort of 
thing being unused during the cold. 

“No one was hurt in the incident and 
that’s the main thing,” he stressed. “You 
can replace material things, although in 
our case it’s pretty painful, but we’re all 
alive and well and it’s time to go on to the 
next one. 

“But the Wilkinson-Heaps are by no 
means anticipating or looking forward to 
a crash of 1982. 

“We’ve had all the excitement we 
want this year," he concluded.

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DPU Hearing Long Overdue 


There seems to he a communication 
problem between the Department of 
Public Utilities (DPI - and the Win¬ 
chester Chamber of Commerce. The 
problem is they are not communicating. 

Although five months have lapsed 
since the DPU held a public hearing in 
Winchester between New Ungland 
Telephone (NET) and the Chamber over 
the phone rate structure imposed on town 
offices, businesses, and charities, the 
DPU has not yet told the Chamber when 
the evidentiary hearing will be held. This 
hearing is the next step in a two-year 
battle between the Chamber and NET 
over rate practices. 

At the public hearing here on Julv 22. 
DPU representatives told the Chamber 
the evidentiary hearing would lx* six to 
eight weeks from that date. 

During the July hearing, tlie Chamber 
cited a number of questions they have 
been unsuccessfully seeking answers to 
from NET. Cross examination at the next 
hearing will provide a time for these 
questions and others to be addressed. 

“As far as we can see. they're c DPI - > 
holding the process up." said Chamber 
Executive Director Itita Spence. We 
have gone through this whole process 
according to the exact format and we re 
still suffering from the inequity of oul 
phone rates. We need to move on this." 

Spence also said the Chamber will 
refile their bill with the legislature next 
week through Senator Samuel Itotondi's 
office. The bill, filed last December, 
demands that NET offer Winchester and 
the ten other impacted towns the flat rate 
service offered to surrounding towns 


such as Woburn and Stoneham. 

Spence said the Chamber is now 
trying to get more co-sponsors for the 
bill. Representatives from other im¬ 
pacted towns testified at the July hearing 
and the Chamber is looking to those 
towns to broaden the support base for the 
bill. 

The Chamber has accused NET of 
imposing discriminatory rates on town 
businesses, government offices and 
charities. Unlike businesses in 
surrounding towns, Winchester 
customers are not offered flat rate phone 
service and must therefore pay for each 
call. This means that after 90 calls per 
month, each call to Boston costs about 11 
cents. 

The Chamber has maintained that 


local businesses, town offices and 
charities could save substantial amounts 
of money with flat rate service. Town 
Comptroller A1 Faggiano has estimated 
that town offices alone could save at least 
$20,000annually with the flat rate option. 

The phone company has argued that 
they have been trying to completely 
eliminate flat rate service and offer only 
measured unit service (under measured 
unit service each call is computed 
separately). At the hearing, NET said 
that offering flat rate service would be 
contrary to their goals. 

The Board of Selectmen recently sent 
a list of questions to DPU Chairman Jon 
Bonsall and asked that the DPU include 
them in the evidentiary hearing. 

The questions were compiled by the 


Chamber’s Telephone Investigatory 
Committee and mainly deal with how 
NET justifies business and residential 
phone costs in Winchester as opposed to 
communities such as Woburn or 
Stoneham which allow the flat rate op¬ 
tion. 

Senator Samuel Rotondi also wrote to 
the DPU and asked about the scheduling 
of subsequent hearings for the Win¬ 
chester case. The DPU confirmed that 
they are planning at least one additional 
hearing and said that NET has requested 
to cross-examine a number of people who 
spoke at the July hearing. 

But the letter from the DPU also said 
that due to large demands on their staff, 
“it would be impossible to estimate a 
specific timeframe for this case.”

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DA Hopeful Fought In Courtroom Trench 



By DAVK LKFA’O 

Kd Gargiulo talks like a trial lawyer, 
which lie was for six years in the Mid¬ 
dlesex District Attorney’s office. 

Mis speeches have a little of the 
emotion and theatrics of the courtroom in 
them. He makes a solid case for his 
ideas, and he’s convinced he is right. 

Gargiulo thinks he would make a good 
Middlesex Co. District Attorney. So this 
week, he announced his candidacy. 

"I’m the only one in the race who has 
spent three weeks with a father of a 
murder victim who is agonizing over the 
loss of his son,” Gargiulo said. "I’m the 
only one who has had to explain to that 
fellow why the 16-year-old who stabbed 
his son will be out of jail bv the time he’s 
21 . 

"That’s what I can bring to this job 


I’ve been in the pits,” he said. 

Gargiulo’s experiences as a 

prosecutor have convinced him that the 
state, and the DA, can do two things to 
cut down on crime in Massachusetts — 
crack down on narcotics and let the 
criminal know the courts will put them in 
jail. 

Most of the state’s crime problems, 
Gargiulo said, stem from narctotics. 

“The biggest problem in criminal 
justice today is narcotics,” he said. 
“Anybody who thinks the majority of 
street crimes, breaking and enterings, 
car thefts and the rest aren’t narcotics 
related doesn’t know what he’s talking 
about. 

"Anybody who thinks they aren’t 
related isn’t talking to the people on the 
street, the detectives and the policemen

who are the first line," he added. 

Gargiulo said a comprehensive effort 
between all levels of state, federal and 
local law-enforcement agencies is 
needed to get at the source of narcotics — 
the distributors. 

"Cocaine is comes from Bogata, 
Columbia, is shipped to Florida and is 
then brought into Massachusetts," he 
said. "It would be foolish to say that you 
can do anything to stop that traffic 
without an arrangement between law- 
enforcement officials in all those dif¬ 
ferent areas.” 

As district attorney, Gargiulo said, he 
would be in a perfect position to coor¬ 
dinate that effort. 

"If anybody, whether he be from the 
state or a local police chief, wants to 
bring a case into court, he’s got to come 
to the DA,” Gargiulo said. "They have to 
deal with the district attorney, so he can 
organize the comprehensive effort 
against distributors.” 

The courts can also help discorurage 
crime, Gargiulo said, by making sure the 
criminal knows he won’t just get off with 
a suspended sentence. 

However, the candidate does not 
advocate manditory sentencing. Instead, 
he is pushing a system of "presumptive 
sentencing”, which would set out 
recommended, but not manditory, 
sentences. 

Presumptive sentences, he said, 
would be agreed upon by the majority of 
the stale’s judges. A judge trying a case 
would not be bound by the presumptive 
sentence, he explained, but if he chose to 
levy another sentence, he would have to 
put his reasons in writing. 

"Say there was a judge out in the 
western part of the state and he suddenly 
gets a murder trial," explained Gargiulo. 
"He may only see two or three murders a 
years, so it’s a big thing for him. 

"Presumptive sentencing would give 
him a guideline as to what the majority of 
the judges in the state feel is an ap¬ 
propriate sentence. He could give a 
longer sentence, or a suspended sen¬ 
tence, but he’d better be ready to back 
that sentence up," he said. 

Gargiulo said presumptive sentencing 
would put criminals on notice that they 
will probably spend time in jail lor their 
crimes. 

"Right now, a juvenile suspect going 


into court knows it’s no big deal, that the 
court won’t touch him," he said. 
"Presumptive sentencing will say to that 
kid that there is a consistency to the law. 

"But there is enough leeway to 
presumptive sentencing that you don’t 
have to send the kid to MCI Walpole — 
unless he deserves it.” 

"The important thing is that there will 
be a consistant response to crime,” 
Gargiulo continued. "Whether someone 
is a victim of a crime, or the 16-year-old 
contemplating breaking and entering, 
they will know the system will respond." 

If Gargiulo’s presumptive sentencing 
is to become a reality, it must be passed 
as law by the state legislature. 

Gargiulo said he would push such 
legislation, but stopped short of saying he 
would sponsor the law. 

"One of the DA’s roles is to effect the 
legislative process,” he asaid. "The DA 
is a law-enforcement official, and it is his 
responsibility to see effective legislation 
is passed, legislation which he believes 
will assist his goals.” 

Gargiulo has a very clear picture of 
the responsibilities of the District 
Attorney’s office. He sees the public 
prosecutor as the one, often the only one, 
who stands up for the rights of the victim. 

As an example, Gargiulo points to the 
Edward and Denise Gallison case, which 
he successfully prosecuted. The couple 
was charged with the murder of their 
child, who suffered a long history of child 
abuse. 

"It was a classic case of the victim 
having no voice,” said Gargiulo. "There 
was no one left by but the Commonwealth 
to speak for that child.” 

"That’s my role. If someone breaks 
the law, I work to put that person in jail 
,” he said. "We’re there to put that 
person in jail if that’s appropriate, and to 
help them when that’s appropriate.” 

Gargiulo added that as DA, his con¬ 
cern would not be just with what hap¬ 
pened in the court room. Part of his job, 
he said, was to make sure that the 
prosecutors in his office did their job. 

"I know what every prosecutor in that 
office should be doing, because I’ve been 
there,” he said. "I know when they're 
working and when they’re not. They can’t 
so snow me. I’ve tried 15 cases a day in 
Middlesex court.”

Supplies Limited 
No Rainchecks 
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Toxic Waste Can’t Be Shoved 
Under Rug, Must Be Treated 


By DAVE LEECO 

People are very worried 
about toxic waste dumps. 

In Winchester, a father of a 5- 
year-old leukemia victim stood 
up in front of the Board of Health 
to see if the disease was con¬ 
nected to a toxic dump in 
Woburn. 

People in Woburn and 
Wilmington, connected to the 
site by streams, are asking the 
same questions. In Reading, it’s 
the air. Reading is downwind 
from the same site. 

But in none of the towns, or 
anywhere else in Massachusetts 
apparently, are people willing to 
take steps to eliminate the 
Woburn Industriplex waste site 
or other similar wastelands in 
New England. 

There’s no place else to put 
the stuff. 

There arc by-products from 
every kind of manufacturing, 
and America uses a lot of 
chemicals when it manufac¬ 
tures. Toxic wastes are the price 
we pay for modern comfort, 
safety and health. 

A recent report in the Boston 
Globe gave an indication of how 


much toxic by-products are 
manufactured in this area. 

The report noted that 5.4 
million gallons and one million 
pounds of hazardous waste was 
brought into Connecticut, the 
closest state with hazardous 
toxic waste treatment facilities, 
for treatment in the last 11 
months. 

And Connecticut had to ship 
out another 8.4 million pounds 
and 1.4 million gallons that its 
plants couldn’t handle. 

The majority of the waste 
came from New England. New 
York. New Jersey and Penn- 
slvvania. If the manufacturers in 
those states can not find a 
disposal site in Connecticut, they 
send it as far as Alabama. Illinois 
orS. Carolina. 

Or they take the cheaper 
alternative, and dump it in the 
Woburns and the Eppings and 
who knows how many un¬ 
discovered sites. 

Massachusetts doesn’t have 
to bear the brunt of recycling the 
region’s toxic waste. But by 
building plants to take care of its 
own wastes, the state can avoid 
illegal toxic waste dump sites. 


Yet so far. no community has 
been willing to have a waste 
disposal site, which burns, 
detoxifies, neutralizes and 
recycles the waste. 

Saturday. Warren turned 
down a proposal for a 500.000 
ton treatment plant. Two weeks 
ago. the citizens of Westford 
voted that they didn't want a 
plant in their town. 

The people of those towns 
were obviously afraid of what a 
waste treatment plant might do 
to their town. 

But the danger is minimal 
when compared to the threat of 
uncontained, untreated toxic 
waste dumped secretly in a 
town. 

This isn’t to say that a toxic 
waste treatment plant should 
locate in Winchester. But that 
doesn’t mean Winchester 
doesn’t have a stake in finding a 
site for such a plant. 

As the case in Woburn 
shows, one town’s toxic waste 
problem affects all the towns 
around it. 

And the state’s toxic waste 
problem affects everyone in the 
state. 


A Holiday Of Simple Love

I love Thanksgiving for two 
main reasons. The first is that 
it’s the humblest of our holidays, 
the most approachable 
somehow. I know what to do 
about it in a way I don't always, 
with the others. I see it ap¬ 
proaching and I'm a child again, 
with a child's sense of an¬ 
ticipation. I want to fasten black 
buckles to my shoes, and bring a 
pumpkin home for dinner. 1 want 
to read about Myles Standish 
again and make peaked and 
gabled cabins out of half-pint 
milk cartons. I want to drive to 
the beach and see the Atlantic. 

Each year I feel this way near 
Thanksgiving and I think that’s 
why I love it. It never fails to 
evoke in me the same predic¬ 
table responses. They’re simple 
responses and unpretentious. 
Because we celebrate on 
Thursdav not the heroic or the 
miraculous, but the Ordinary 
and the Everyday. We gather 
from far and wide. We crowd the 
airports and line the highways. 
We polish the silver and unpack 
the lace... And for what? To eat a 
meal together, family and 
friends. To celebrate the simplest 
and most diurnal of joys: the 
breaking of bread in shared 
companionship. 

So I love it for its simplicity. I 
love it too because it's such a 
home-grown holiday, peculiar to 
our nation. We are never more 
American than when we gather 
for this day. 


Let me illustrate. 

We teach our children of the 
first Thanksgiving and listen to 
what gets said. There was this 
feast, we say. There were these 
small rude cabins erected in 
haste before the snow. There’d 
been a few deaths during the 
Crossing, and in the winter to 
follow there'd be a whole lot 
more. Those first settlers were 
good and stuck here, alone and 
ill-equipped, a bunch of scholars 
and divines left stranded on 
these shores. But when that first 
feast day came round, they set it 
all aside: the hatchets and the 
hoes, the losses and the looms. 
They pulled themselves up to a 
table and made themselves a 
fire. ‘‘What a fine place we have 
here”, they told one another, 
"and what a lovely home.” "How 
fortunate are we that it is ours.” 

This simple optimism, this 
vision of possibility, still weaves 
a strong thread in our national 
character. 

Americans. irom the 
beginning they say. have longed 
to build a better world for 
themselves: to erect that city on 
a hill Governor Bradford talked 
about the night before that first 
boatload of folks set foot in 
Boston Harbor. We’ve tried to 
strike a balance between the 
world of Born and the world of 
Made. We have demanded the 
freedom of the natural world, but 
without its chaos: the order and 
moral cleanliness of civilization, 
but without its repressions. 


We’ve insisted, as a people, on 
having the best of both worlds — 
Freedom From and Freedom To. 

The vision of what could be 
when you combined the best of 
these worlds is what the 
pilgrims’ quest was all about. 
They took law and government, 
erudition and morality and they 
translated them — from the 
tainted insitutions of Europe to 
this New World: a continent of 
woods and plains, a wilderness, a 
forest primeval, where men and 
women had a chance to begin 
again, to fashion a new set of 
rules for themselves. 

This effort to reconcile op¬ 
posite poles and to find an im¬ 
proved synthesis is alive in us 
still. It appears in our belief in 
the possibility of international 
arms limitation, of peaceful uses 
for nuclear energy, of an 
equitable sharing of the earth’s 
resources. It’s simple American 
optimism: it’s vision leavened by 
faith. 

Do not doubt that it’s a proud 
legacy. It’s cleared a lot of land 
and it’s written a lot of laws. It’s 
taken a heap of sorrow and a 
heap of death — death by 
typhoid and prairie fire, by 
ambush and by wars and by 
sheer inadaptability to these 
rough elements — taken all of 
this and set it to one side for a 
day. and said. "What a lovely 
hojne we have here. How for¬ 
tunate are we that it’s ours.”

Kids lose To Visit

Dr. Arthur Daniels’ dentistry 
office on Main st. is more like a 
playground than an office. 

Dr. Daniels, better known as 
‘‘Dr. Dan the Tooth Man” has 
turned an old supermarket with 
high ceilings into a fairy-tale 
land filled with pinball 
machines, picnic areas, and 
peanut galleries. 

At the office. Dr. Dan doesn’t 
wear a white doctor’s coat. In¬ 
stead, he dresses in casual shirts 
and pants — except on 
Halloween, when he and his staff 
dress up in clown costumes. 

The reason behind this 
“Star-Wars” office and off-beat 
attire is to pujt Dr. Dan’s patients 
at ease. Dr. Dan’s patients, you 
see, are children, and many are 
terrified of going to the dentist. 

“We see a lot of fear of 
dentistrry in the parents of our 
patients,” explained Dr. Dan. 
“And we want to show the 
children that this fear is un¬ 
necessary.’’ 

Dr. Dan’s attitudes toward 
dentistry spill over into the way 
he has designed and decorated 
his office. It is brightly colored 
with variations of blue, yellow, 
green and orange. Upon entering 
the 605 Main st. office, patients 
find themselves in a large room 
where murals of cartoon children 
smile down at them from the 
walls. 

To the right is a spiral 
staircase leading to a loft. 
Children stare down at parents 
and other patients from this 
safely-enclosed hide-out. Very 
young patients tend to fall asleep 
on one of the soft pillows scat¬ 
tered around the loft’s floor. 

Explaining why he prefers to 
have a bright,Joyful office rather 
than a typical, bare white 
dentist’s office, Dr. Dan said that 
“it is of the utmost importance 
for children to be introduced 
early to dentistry and the den¬ 
tist’s office as an environment 
which is pleasant and conducive 
to feeling comfortable and 
relaxed. That is what this place 
is all about. 

“We have created an office 
which is fun and relaxing, where 
there is a group of very caring 


people,” he continued. “Each 
one of these people is dedicated 
to making the dental experience 
tolerable for children.” 

Apparently. Dr. Dan’s 
theories have worked. The 
dentist noted that “parents of 
our patients are excited because 
their children look forward to 
going to the dentist." 

After passing through the 
first large room, young patients 
are taken to one of several small 
rooms — a blackboard room and 
a few prevention rooms. 

The blackboard room is 
there for everyone to play in and 
leave pictures or messages on 
the board. 

The prevention rooms are 
mini-classrooms where Dr. Dan 
or one of his assitants sits down 
with the little patients and their 
parents to explain preventive 
dental care. 

Brushing properly, flossing, 
fluoride supplements and 
balanced, healthy meals arc 
among the topics discussed in 
the prevention rooms. Coloring 
books, new toothbrushes, 
balloons, children’s books and 
literature for parents are among 
the various goodies given to 
patients and their moms and 
dads, in the prevention room. 

The finale of this tour 
through tooth fairy land is Dr. 
Dan’s examination area. 

It seems to have been lifted 
right off the set of Star Wars and 
dropped in Winchester. 

One gets the feeling that 
Luke Sky walker and a few robots 
will be walking in for an ap¬ 
pointment at any minute. 

The patient is given a seat in 
one of Dr. Dan’s “banana chairs” 
which seem to dangle in mid-air. 
Sitting in this chair, the patient 
can look out at the sky through a 
window running the length of 
the room. 

Several patients are cared for 
at the same time in the large 
room — although if a patient 
insists on privacy, Dr. Dan can 
close off a corner of the room 
with a sliding glass door. 

A “peanut gallery" has been 
built along one wall of the 
examination area. Carpeted, it is 
just the right height for siblings 


to perch on and watch the ad¬ 
ventures in the banana chair. 

"The open bay area for 
working on patients reaffirms 
the comfortable trust wc want to 
establish with our patients.” Dr. 
Dan explained. “Wc have 
nothing to hide.” 

“Brothers and sisters can 
watch what we do, and they 
benefit from this opportunity to 
observe," he added. “This room 
fortifies our statement ‘It doesn’t 
hurt.’ ” 

Dr. Dan said he has no 
problems communicating with 
his young patients because, 
among other things, he is “still a 
kid at heart.” 

“Children are rational and 
understanding," he said. “They 
don’t have preconceived notions 
and past experiences to cloud 
their views. If you take the time 
to deal with them and explain 
things to them, they will catch 
on and listen to you.” 

Dr. Dan explained that when 
a patient comes to see him. he 
doesn’t just clean their teeth. He 
tries, he said, to teach them* as 
well. 

“Each visit is a process of 
show, tell and do.” he said. "Wc 
hope that mom and dad won’t be 
nervous about their child’s first 
dental visit because there really 
is no reason to be. 

“We don’t do anything that 
makes a child uncomfortable 
and we always tell them to let us 
know if something is bothering 
them,” he said. 

Toward the end of a visit, a 
patient might take a spiral 
staircase down to the lower level. 
There, the young patient comes 
face-to-face with two Hashing, 
clanging pinball machines and a 
picnic area, complete with a 
kitchen, which is now in the 
building stage. 

“Children do have fun here,” 
Dr. Dan said, "whether it be the 
balloons, badges, playing in the 
loft, or playing on the pinball 
machines. 

“There are enough reasons 
for them to want to come back 
here,” he said. “Hopefully, the 
largest influence drawing them 
back is the group of people here 
that take care of them."

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Championship In Scoreless Stalemate

The Sachem soccer squad’s run at the 
Eastern Massachusetts Divisional title 
stopped in mid-stride Sunday, just as the 
Sachems crossed the finish line. 

Make no mistake, the Sachems are 
the champs. But after battling Waltham 
in a cliff-hanger that went through two 
overtime periods, the Sachems will have 
to share the title. 

Six periods of play resulted in no goals 
for either side, and both teams went 
away with half the divisional crown. 

And after getting used to the limbo of 
a half-title, the Sachems are satisfied 
they got that far. 

‘Tve been thinking about what we 
might have done, how we could have 
won,” said center Paul Williamson. 

“But we are the champs. That’s the 
important thing to remember.” 

Senior wing David Suvak noted that 


the thrill wasn't entirely winning the 
division, it was the opp ortunity to get 
into the finals. 

“Just being able to play in the finals, 
that’s the best thing,” said Suvak. “It’s a 
good way to end up my high school 
career.” 

Besides, the Sachems won their big 
game on Thursday, when they simply 
rolled over Wakefield, the only team to 
beat the Sachems this season and the 
team that knocked the Winchester 
hooters out of the Middlesex League title. 

Thursday, the Sachems charged off 
the sidelines demanding to win. By the 
time the first period was over, Win¬ 
chester had built up an unbreachable 3-0 
lead. 

The Wakefield game “meant a lot,” 
admitted Williamson. “Let’s just say I 
enjoyed it.” 

“I think we were mentally prepared 


for the (Wakefield)-game,” said Suvak. 
“In the other games, I thought we out¬ 
played them both times, we just couldn’t 
score. This time we just went after the 


Coach Gene Bouley agreed that in this 
Winchester-Wakefield contest, the 
Sachem booters were shooting more 
often and with greater accuracy. 

“The difference was that this time, 
the balls went in the net,” said Bouley 
laughing. “Before we were maybe 
passing one time too many, hesitating to 
make the shot. 

“That didn’t happen this time,” he 
said. “And it’s awfully tough to make up 
a three point lead at the half.” 

Winchester went at Wakefield hard 
during the first half, outshooting the 
Warriors 15-3. For a while, Wakefield 
managed to stem the tide, as the Warrior 
defensemen stopped shot after shot. 


But the Sachems kept it up and, with 
about three minutes left in the first 
quarter, scored. 

The goal came despite the best efforts 
of the Warrior defense. Winchester 
halfback Chip Triglione hit a flat, fast 
kick from just outside of the net. The ball 
was stopped by the Warrior fullback, but 
it bounced off him, rebounded off the 
Wakefield goalie, and rolled into the net. 

But one goal lead wasn’t enough to 
stop the Warriors — it hadn’t been in the 
last contest between the two, when 
Winchester led by a goal at the half. 

So the Sachems went out to get some 
more. Only five minutes into the second 
quarter, Williamson took a pass from 
Mike Gorrasi just outside the penalty 
area and punched it under the diving 
Warrior goalie.

Maybe it was the rain that caused 
indoor practices. Maybe it was the long 
trip to Walpole. Or maybe the other team 
just got lucky. Whatever happened the 
Sachemette booters found themselves on 
the short end of the score. 

Once again Concord-Carlisle edged 
out the Sachemettes in the semifinals of 
the State tournament with many 
parallels to last year’s game.

“It’s ironic the way these last two 
seasons have gone" commented Coach 
Chris Scanlon after the hard-fought 1-0 
loss. The end result was disappointing to 
end a perfect season with a loss to 
Concord who seems to be our nemesis.” 

And that’s what Concord proved to be 
last week. 

During the first quarter both teams 
executed well and managed to move the 
ball from one end to the other. Paula 
Russo saved one close call when Con¬ 
cord’s Ellen Taggart came in on a break¬ 
away and the first Sachemette defender 
slipped on the field. The speedy freshman 
caught and challenged Taggart. Russo 
tackled the Patriot and passed the ball 
back to tri-captain goalie Julie Sullivan. 

Taggart almost scored a few minutes 
later when the ball was crossed but she 
put it to the far left of the net. In this 
situation the Sachemettes were lucky. 

More shooting by Winchester was 
done during the second quarter. Karen 
Serieka came off the bench to add a 
spark to the fading Sachemette offense. 
Her hustle enabled the super sophomore 
to get off some good shots but the> 
couldn’t get past Concord’s six fool 
goalie. 

The Patriot’s goalie had only let two 
goals in this season and both were by 
Winchester in their 2-1 victory earlier 
this season. 

Concord retailiated with more 
shooting around the sachemettes’ goal 
area. Luckily Sullivan came up with 
great saves. But as time went on, 
Sullivan wasn’t so lucky. 

The ball was centered from Concord’s 
left winger Katy Bilodeau. Ann Davidson 
picked up the pass and put it over 
Sullivan’s head making the score one to 
zero in Concord’s favor. 

The Sachemettes had some good 
chances but couldn’t finish them off. 


Maria Montouri overshot with her 
powerful foot, blasting the ball over the 
net. A cross from Kim Donlon bounced 
off a Concord girl’s head. Tri-captain 
Laura Schromm settled the ball but she 
too popped it over the net. 

The second half started and the 
Sachemettes were forced to play catch 
up soccer, a game they were not used to 
playing. Sullivan came up strong with 
slide tackles breaking up many potential 
threats. Ann Hitchcock, the backbone of 
the defence was everywhere she should 
be and helped Sullivan keep the ball out 
of the net. 

Kim Donlon turned on her jets and 
flew down the left sideline dribbling the 
ball at one point in the game. She went 
three-quarters of the field but once in 
Concord’s zone, she couldn’t make a 
play. 

Sachemette superstar Maria Mon¬ 
touri could not play her usual game 
which is controlling the game. Concord 
marked her by having one player act as a 
shadow to Montouri. This frustrated 
Montouri who was not feeling well 
anyway and kept her out of the play. 
During the third quarter Montouri went 
down and did not get up. She was not 
seriously hurt and returned to the fourth 
quarter. By marking her, Concord 
showed they were scared of this player 
and her ability to play soccer. 

The kickoff of the fourth quarter 
proved to be the last good chance for a 
Sachemette score. Kim Donlon executed 
her fancy footwork, weaving through a 
tangle of Concord players before passing 
off to Mich Powers. Powers crossed the 
ball to left wing Paula Papastathis who 
went up for the head ball. But instead of 
deflecting off her forehead, the ball went 
off the side. 

Winchester fought in vain until the 
bitter end as the Concord defensive wall 


would not budge. And the rest went down 
in history Concord 1, Winchester 0. 

Coach Scanlon had two feelings about 
this season. “I’m really thrilled because 
we broke a school record for the girls 
soccer team by winning 17 gomes in a 
row. And we beat five playoff teams.” 
(Belmont, Lexington, and Concord 
during the regular season play and 
Medfield and Bridgewater-Raynham in 
the tournament) 

“We were also so above every one else 
in our league, we were not even com¬ 
peting with the other teams. They were 
competing amongst themselves.” 


It was a remarkable season con¬ 
sidering this year’s team was slated for a 
rebuilding year but they built the 
strongest team ever. 

“We had the possibility to do 
everything which I never dreamed of at 
the beginning of the season.” said 
Scanlon. “In that respect, it was sad to 
lose where we did, one step from the 
finals. That’s where we wanted to get 
to.” 

This year’s team was strong, there’s 
no doubt about that when you look at 
their record of 17 wins and 1 loss. But to 
even get a clearer view of the actual 
strength of the team look at the honors 
bestowed on them. 

This year’s team had eight players 
recognized as Middlesex League All- 
Stars and two as All-Scholastics. Maria 
Montouri and Ann Hitchcock were first 
team All-Stars and All-Scholastics. Kim 
Donlon also made first team All-Star. 
Second team All-Stars were Julie 
Sullivan, Paula Papastathis and Mich 
Powers. Kate Japy and Paula Russo 
received Honorable Mentions. 

With the loss of only three starters and 
players coming up from the undefeated 
J.V. team, next year looks like another 
banner year for the Sachemette booters.

In the midst of an on-going blood 
shortage in eastern Massachusetts, St. 
Eulalia’s Church sponsored a successful 
Red Cross Community Blood Drive. 

More than 130 Winchester and 
Arlington residents, most parishioners of 
St. Eulalia, turned out Oct. 19 to donate. 
The Red Cross collected one hundred 
seventeen units. 

“This was ond of the better fall drives 
we’ve had in recent years,” said 
organizer Mary Carey. “We were a little 
worried as the number of people coming 
in during the afternoon w'as a little slow, 
but with 52 people coming through during 
the last two hours alone we made it over 
our target figure lor donors presenting.” 

Large community drives like St. 
Eulalia’s are very important to the Red 
Cross, especially on Mondays when 
stocks of platelet units are low due to 
lowered collections on weekends. But this 
fall the Red Cross Blood Services has 
been especially hard pressed due to a 
summer shortfall of 2,000 units that 
hasn’t been made up since Labor Day, a 
dramatic increase in usage rates at 
eastern Massachusetts hospitals (up 10.5 


percent over this time last year), and a 
decrease in shipments of blood from 
other Red Cross regions because those 
regions (Connecticut, and Vermont, New 
Hampshire, for instance) are suffering 
the same recruitment problems. 

“The current situation seems to be 
national in scope,’ said Bob Gerrity, 
Winchester Chapter Executive Director. 
“Theories range from ‘economic con¬ 
ditions’ to ‘general apathy’ but no one 
really knows why. A turnout like St. 
Eulalia’s is especially gratifying in that 
99.99 percent of the presenting donors 
w ere all previous donors. We need 
people like that giving more than once a 
year if we are to bring stability to our 
blood service. The Chapter takes its hats 
off to those donors.”
